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PREFACE 

The' author, confciotis of his in-' 
^ility,^ yet prefuming on the indid- 
gence of the Public, offers the follow- 
ing fheets to their, peru^. As he was 
educated, and, till within theie /^w 
years, ha& lived abroad, totally un- 
converfant in the Engliifh tongue ; 
he flatters himfclf that the inaccuracies 
£o frequently interlperfed through the 
whole, will be obferved with ^fbme 
grains of allowance. He hopes his 
motive is laudable, to refcue from 
oblivion a place once fb illuflrious. 
Though his attempt fhould prove 
abortive, if it flimulates fbme abler 
pen, he will not think his time wholly ill 
employed ; if he efcapes cen&re, he 
is well fadsfied ; iJF he merits appro- 
bation, happy. 
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Do not purpofc to engage myfelf 
in a^ particular difcuffion con- 
cerning the etymology of the 
name of Arundel -, I (hall only 
mention the opinion df the moft creditable 
authors upon that fubjeft. 

This town is called by Cambden a place 

of great name; he derives its etymology 

from a valky lying along the river Arun. 

It was not in, his time very conliderable, nor 

B did 
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did he look upon it as very ancient : But if 
we believe it to be the Portus Adurni, cor- 
ruptly written by a tranfpofition of lettjers 
for Portus Arundi, it will prove this place 
to be built or inhabited by the Romans. 
t'jj The firft time we meet with it is in King 
Alfred's will, in which he gives it to Athelm, 
his brother's fon. 

It is an ancient borough by prefcription. 
£y the charter of the place, ratified and en- 
larged by Que^ Elizabeth, it is governed by 
a Mayor, twelve Burgefles, a Steward, and 
the other ufual officers in Corporations. 
The Mayor is chofen yearly, at the Lord 
of the Manor's Court- leet, by the majority 
of the inhabitants paying fcot and lot. A 
Court-leet of the Lord of the Manor is held 
there every three weeks, at which the Mayor 
is Judge : He. appoints the Ofiicers for col- 
lefting package, ftallage, &c. alfoAle-conners, 
Flefli-tafters, &c. and no Sheriff or Bailiff can 
execute any writ within theBorough, without 
his leave, for he has the authority of a Juftice 
of the Peace, though he feldom afts.

This town has fent Members to Parlia- j ^02 
ment ever fince the 30th of Edward L they 
are chofenby thc,inhabitants at large, paying 
fcot and lot. 

Arundel, which gives name to its *Rape, 
is pleafantly fituated upon the declivity of a 
hill, upon the north-^weft fide of the river 
Arun, at a convenient diftance from the fea ; 
its harbour, called Little-Hampton, is ca- 
pable of admitting fhips of a confiderable 
burden, even up to its bridge, where fhips 
of a .hundred tons may ride. A beach being 
thrown up by the fea ruined the harbour and 
navigation of the river 3 but in the year 1 73 3, 
an aft pafled for mending and keeping the 
harbour, by cutting a new channel through 
the beach and old piers, and for ereftingtiew 
piers, locks, &c. fince which the trade of it 
is fo much improved, that fcveral fhips are 
built here for the better propagation of it. 
All the King*s docks may be fupplied froni 
hence with timber in great quantities, it be- 
ing the largefl and befl we have.

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Thefirft of its fairs, which falls on the In-

Arundel is diftant from Londpn fiftyrfiy^ 
jpeafured miles. The river Anjn is fuppUed 
with ejfcellent mullets j it has its fpring in th? 
jiorth part of the county, and is enlarged by 
the influx of many rivulets on both fi^cs, th^ 
jnofl: noted of which wafhes Coudrey, that 
magnificent Qpthic pal?ice, the ancient feat 
of the Bohuns, now the mafif|on-houfe pf 
Lord Vifcount Mont^eutc, a nobleman of ^ 
generous and nohle fpirit, whofe behaviour in 
every part of life commands love and refpeft. 
The Caftle of Arundel has been of great 
fan^e and flrength in the moft early times^ 
It was in a flourifliing condition, and be- 
longed 
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longed to the Cpowii under the S.ij^on go- 
vertiment. That Bevis was the fotindtr of 
the Caftle is a current opinion handed down 
by tradition j and there is a tower in it ftill 
known by the name of Bcvis-towef , which 
is reported to have been his apartmeijt. Prc- 
fently after the Norman Conqtieft, it was 
repaired by Roger de Montgomery, to whom 
It was given by the Conqueror, who created 
him at the fame time Earl of Arundel and 
Shrewftmry 5 but betook his title from the 
former, where he refided, though he was 
feal!y under that title Earl of Suffex and 
Chiehefter. 

That city, which was formerly the foyal 
feat of the South Satxons, fell into fach 
decay after their kingdom became a province 
to the Weft Saxons, that there wiere but a- 
botrt a hundred houfes in it at the time of the 
Conqueft. From this period it bsgan in fomc 
meafure to recover itfeif 5 for Roger deMont- 
gotnery, on whom William I. conferred it, 
made fach corifiderable additions to the 
buildings^, that he prevailed on Stigand, that 
King's Chaplain, to remove his epifcopal 
B 5 chaii* 
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chair hither from Selfey. That which is novy 
diftinguifhed by the name of the Friers, was 
formerly a convent of Francifcans, but ori-» 
ginally a caftle and feat belonging to the 
Earls of Arundel, who filled themfelves like- 
wife Earls of Chiphefter. 

The Manor has conftantly gone along with 
the Caftle of Arundel, to which it is infe- 
parably annexed s as is alfo the title and ho- 
nour of Earl, infomuch that whofoever 
h^s the Caftle, does thereby l)ecome an Earl, 
without any other creation. 

There were three Earls of Arundel of the 
Montgomery family, Roger, Hugh, and his 
brother Robert de Bellefme. This laft was 
1102 outlawed by Henry I. and divefted of this 
and all hi? other honours, for breajcing into 
rebellion againft the King, He chofc this 
Caftle for the feat of war, and fortified it 
with outward works j the King befieged it 
in perfpn, with an army adequate to the 
importance of the place, the ftrength of th^ 
garrifon, and the reputation of the com- 
mander, Being blocked up by feveral forts, 
it furrendered, with the EarFs leave, aftef 
^n obftinate refiftance. 
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Upon this Robert's outlawry and banifh- 
ment, the King transferred the Caftle of A^ 
rundel, and the revenues oiF the Earldom of 
Shropfhire, to *Adeliza, daughter of God- 
frey, firnamcd Barbatus, or Long-Beard, of 
Louvain, Duke of Lorrain and Brabant, his 
fecond Queen, for her dower. She married 
after the King's death, William Dalbini, who 
taking part with Maud, the Emprefs Lady 
of the Englifli, as (hp ftiled herfelf, againfl; 
Stephen, was created by her Earl of Arun- 
del, for his good fervices. 

Maud, and Robert, Earl of Oloucefter, u^^ 
her natural brother, landed at Arundel with 
a hundred and forty perfons of her retinue. 
She was received by Queen Adeliza, her ftep- 
mother, with great demonftrations of afFec- 
tionj who, being terrified at the approach of a 
formidable army, fcnt meffengers to theKing, 
with an apology for receiving the Emprefs. 
She alledged, that fhe had only a<5ted from 
principles of friendfhip; that the Emprefs 
came there only as a vifitor, and had not

flie had been fifteen years wife of Henry I,

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been declared en enemy to the King ; thit if 
he would allow theEmpreis a £ife-condir6tto 
Briftoly the Caftle-gatcs fhonid be opened to 
him ; but if this was refufcd, (he would de- 
fend the place to the laft extremities. Art 
vied with nature to make it a fortrefe impreg- 
niable. Stephen, with a gallantry anlwer- 
able to the magnanimous fprrrt of the Queen, 
who held facred the afilum oflFered to her 
royal gneft, generoirfly granted the rcqneft, 
and raifed the fiege, without any limitation 
to the juft pretenfions of a powerful rival to 
his Crown. 

William Dalbini, Earl of Arnndef, gave 
Pctworth, with a large eftate, to Jofcetine 
of Louvain, Queen Adeliza's brother, young- 
er fon of Godfrey, Ddte ofBrafant, defeended 
f jfom Charlemain, upon his marriage with 
Agnes, the only daughter and heir of the 
Pcrciics. This * JofccKne' ufed the follow- 
ing titles, Jofceline of Loirvain,. brother to 
Queen Adeliza, Caftellane of Arundel> &c,

So 
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So great was the renown of that princely 
Caftle, fo high was the prerogative of its 
lords, that the brother of a Queen, the il- 
luftrious ofFfpring of the Emperors of the 
Wcft> boafled of the title of its Keepct

iand Warwick, the Archbiflhop ofCantcrbury, 
brother to the Earl of Arundel, the Abbot 
of St. Alban's, and the Prior of Weftmin- 
iier, met at Arundel Caftle, with the Duke 
of Gloucefter^ where, receiving fixft the fa- 
crament by the hands of theArehbifhop, they 
refolved to fcize the perfon of King Richard 
II. the Dukes of Lancafter and York, and 
to commit them to prifon : They determin- 
ed, that all the Lords of the King's Council 
Ihould be drawn and hanged j but the Earl 
Marfhal, Deputy of Calais, who had mar- 
ried the Earl of Arundel's daughter, difco- 
vered the plot to the King. 

As that confpiracy is one of the mofl: im-. 
portanjt events that happened at Arundel 
Caftfe, I cannot omit a few reflexions upon 
the character of the promoters of that bloody, 
ifene, ' and the circumftances that attended 

4 their 
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their wicked engagement. Wc fee in the 
confederacy of thofe Prelates and Peers, the 
pernicious impulfe offanaticifm andfuperfti- 
tion ; the moft facred rites of religipn hor* 
ribly profaned under the fan£lion of an 
Archbiftiop; and two feditiousMonks giving 
the firft example of the proftitution of their 
holy miniftry, the body and blood of Chrift 
being taken as the prelude and ratification 
of that intended tragedy. Such was the in- 
fluence arid power of the Clergy in former 
ages, that the moft notorious rebellions were 
reputed lawful, if kindled by their fecret 
praftices, and encouraged by their tenets. 
1644 The Earl of Clarendon gives the follow* 
ing account of the two laft fieges of Arun- 
del Caftle, and of the ftrength of the place, 
in the fecond volume of his Hiftory of the 
Civil Wars. 

** The Lord Hopton was no fooner pof- 
" fefled of Winchefter, than the Gentlemen 
" of Suflex fent privately to him, that if he 
'* would advance into their country, they 
" would undertake, in a ftiort time, to ijaakc 
^* great levies of men for the recruit of his 

** army ^ 
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•' army ; and likcwifc to poffefs themfelves 
'^ of fuch places as they fliould be well able 
^ to defend, and thereby keep that part of 
" the country in the King's obedience. 

" Sir Edward Ford, a gentleman of good 
" family and fair fortune in Suffex, had then 
'^ a regiment of horfe in the Lord Hopton's 
•^ troops, and the King had made him High 
•^ Sheriff of Suflex that year, to the end, that 
" if there were occafion, he might the bet- 
" ter make impreflion upon that county : 
*^ He had with him, in his regiment, many 
" gentjemen of that county of good quality, 
" and they all befought fhe Lord Hopton, 
** that h« would^ fmce Waller was not like 
** to advance, at leaft, fend fome troops into 
" thofe parts, to give a little countenance 
^\ to the levies tbcy fhpuld be well able to 
** make ; affuring him, that they would, in 
** the firft place, feize upon Arundel Caftle, 
** which (landing near the fea, would yield 
*f great advantage to the King's fervice, and 
*^ keep that rich corner of the country at his 
^' Majefty's devotion. The Lord Hopton 
^\ wished hiqafclf at liberty to comply with 

** thofe 
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*' thofe gcntkmcn's defircs, of all whieh he 
*^ gave fuch an account to the King as miadd 
•' h appear that he liked the defign, and 
" thought it praflicabk, if he had an addi- 
•• tion of a regiment of two of foot, under 
*• good officers ; for that quarter of Suiftfif, 
«^ which he meant to vifit, was ^ faft and 
" inclofed country, and Arundel Caftle had 
•* a garrifon in it, though not numerous or 
*• well provided, as being without apprehen- 
" (km of an enemy. 

"Thefe and other reafons prevailing, thd 
«^ King gave the Lord Hopton order to pro- 
•• fecwe hi$ defigri upon Suflex in fuch 1 
•* mfamrer as^ he thought fit, provided that - 
« be wa^ wfefl aiftrred that Waller (houH Wot 
"'make advantage rrpon that enterprize, to 
** find the wa}^ open to him to march into thtf' 
"Weft. 

" When thtr Lord Hopton was fully af- 

'' ftired th:rt Sir WiUiftm WaRer was him- 

fcf f gone to London, more cfFeaually to 

folicit recruits, he contckided, that it was 

a good time t6 comply with the importu- 

" nity of the gentlemen of Suflex ; and, 

" marched

^^ mordied thither, with fuch a body of horfe 
'< md foot M be thougtrt eoinpeteiic for the 
'' fervipg. 

*' The excsoding hard froft made his march 
?^ more eafy throu^ thofp deep dirty ways 
'^ than better w«ather would have done j 
'^ and he p^me to Arundel before there was 
'' any imagination that he had that place in 
*^ his profpeft 2 The place in its fituation 
" was ftrong; and though the fortifications 
** were not regular, but of the old fafliion, 
" yet the walls were good, and the graff 
" broad and deep 5 and though the garrifon 
^' was not numerous enough to have de- 
** fended all the large circuit againft a pow- 
** erful army, yet it was ftrong enough in 
" all refpefts to have defied any fudden af- 
^* fault, a|id might, without putting them- 
•* felves to much trouble, have been vcry^fe- 
** cure againft the attempts of thofe without; 
•* hut the provifions of viftual or ammuni- 
•* tion was not fufficicnt to have endured 
" any long fiege 3 and the officer who com- 
" manded had not beert accuftomed to the 
•• profpeft of an enemy^ So, upon an eafy 

** and 
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^ and (hort funtimohs, that threatened hid 
*• obftinacy with a very rigorous chaftife^ 
«* mcnt, if he (hould defer the giving it up, 
^ either fr6m the efFeft of his own fear and 
" want of courage, or from the good incli- 
" nations of fome of the foldiers, the Caftle 
** was furrendered the third day; and ap- 
** peared to be a place worth the keeping*, 
*^ and capable, in a fhort time, to be made 
** fecure againft a good army, 

" The Lord Hopton, after he had ftayed 
•* there five or fix days, and caufed provi- 
" fions of all kinds to be brought in, com- 
" mitted the command and government 
«* thereof to Sir Edward Ford, High Sheriff 
" of the county, with a garrifon of above 
" two hundred men, befides many good offi- 
" cers, who defired or were very willing to 
" ftay there, as a place very favourable for 
•* the making levies of men, which they all 
** intended ; and it may be, the more re- 
" mained there out of wearinefs and fa- 
" tigue of their late marches, and that they 
" may fpend the remainder of the winter with 
** better accommodation. 

" The 
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** The news of Sir William Waller's rc- 
" turn to Farnham with ftrong recruits of 
" horfe and foot, made it ncceflary to the 
" Lord Hopton to leave Arundel Caftle be* 
" fore he had put it into the good pofture 
" he intended, and without well conlidering 
** the mixture of the men he left there, where- 
** of many were of natures not eafy to be 
" governed, nor like to conform themfelves 
" to fuch ftrift rules as the condition of the 
** place required, or to ufe that induftry as 
** the exigence they were like to be in made 
" neceflary : The principal thing he recom- 
^' mended and enjoined to them was, in the 
** firft place, fetting all other things afidc, 
'* to draw in (lore of provifions of all kinds^ 
*' both for the numbers they were already, 
" and for fuch as would probably in a fhort 
** time be added to them > all which, from 
" the great plenty that country thenabound- 
" ed in, was very eafy to have been done ; 
^* and if it had been done, that place would 
" have remained long fuch a thorn in the fide 
" of the Parliament, as would have rendered 

** it 
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" it very wieaiy to them, at leaft, have in- 
*' terruptcd the current of their profperity. 
. '* The qtiick progreii that Lord Hoptoa 
<^ ha^ made in Suflex, and his taking Anm-» 
" del Caftle, nmde his forces thought to be 
•* greater than they were-j his fo eafily pof- 
"j^effiog himfelf of a place of that ftrength, 
" which they fuppofed to have been impreg-* 
" nable, and in a county wliere the King 
^' had before no footing, awakened the 
" jealoufies and appreheniicms of the parii* 
" ament, 

^* The head-quarters of Lord Hopton were 
" at Wincbefter, where he was returned 
" from Arundel. Colonel Boles, who com- 
" manded his own regiment of foot at Ab^ 
</ ton!, confining of about five hundred men> 
** being furpriicd and encompaflcd there by 
** the enemy's army^ valiantly defended him- 
" felf , till he was killed in the place j the fol- 
" diers, overpowered, threw down their arms, 
" and afked quarters, which the Colonel had 
"refufed, 

" Waller knew well the impreffion the 
** lofs of this very good regiment would 

" make 
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^ make upon the Lord Hopton's forces j 
•* and therefore with great celerity, the hard 
'^ froft continuing, he marched with all his 
army to Arundel Caftle, where he found 
that garrifon as unprovided as he could 
<* wifh ; for inftead of increafing the maga- 
*' zine of visual, by fupplies from the i oun- 
** try, they had Ipent much of that ftorc 
** which the Lord Hopton had provided, 
" The Governor was a man of honefty and 
*' courage, but unacquainted with that af- 
** fair, having no other experience in war 
" than what he had learned fince thefe trou- 
•' bles ; the officers were many, without com-* 
•' mand, amongfl: whom one Colonel Bam- 
^* ford, an Irilhman, though he called him- 
^^ felf Bamfidd, was one ; who being a man 
** of wit and parts, applied all his faculties 
** to improve the fadlion, to which they 
" were all naturally inclined, with a hope 
" to make himfelf Governor, In this diftrac- 
** tion Waller found them s and by fome of 
** the foldiers running out to him, he found 
^* means again to fend in to them, by which 
^l he fo encreafed their faftion and animo- 
C l^fity 
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<' fity againft one another, that after be had 
«< kept them waking with continual alann^ 
•* three or four days, near half the men be- 
*^ ing iick and unable to do duty, rather 
f* than they would truft each other longer, 
** they gave the place and themfelves up, as 
•* prifoncrs of war upon quarter; the place 
^' being able to have defended itfelf againft 
" all that power for a much longer time. 

" Here the learned and eminent Mr.Chil- 
♦** lingworth was taken prifoner, who, out of 
" kindnefs and refpeft to Lord Hopton, had 
*' accompanied him in that march, and be- 
" ing indifpofed by the terrible coldnefs of 
" the feafon, chofe to repofe himfelf in that 
" garrilbn, till the weather fhould mend ; 
*' as he was alfo an excellent engineer, he 
** ferved here in the latter capacity : Asfoon 
•* as his pcrfon was known, which would 
** have drawn reverence from any noble 
" enemy, the Clergy that attended that army 
*• profecuted him with all the inhumanity 
** imaginable, fo that by their barbarous 
^* ufagc he died within a few days, to the 
** grief of all that knew him, and of many 
2 ** who 
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" who kn^jv him not but by his book, and 
"the; reputation he had with learned nicn. 
" He was buried, with his works, in the 
" Cloyfters of Chichefter, where his epitaph, 
" too mean to be recorded, is to be feen. 

'' The Lord Hopton fijilained the lofs of 
f * his regiment with extraordinary trouble 
« of mind ; he hoped to have come time e* 
« nough tP relieve Arwndel Caftle, which 
" he never fufpefted would fo tamely have 
" given thcpafelves tip j but that hope quickly 
<* vanifliedk upon the undoubted intelligence 
«^ of tljat fujrrendef . 

^V The Lord Hopton w^ a mm fuperior 
" to any temptation, and abhprred enough 
*« the licence and the levities, with which he 
" law too many corrupted : . he had a good 
" utiderftanding, a clear courage, an induf- 
** try not ^ be tired, and a generofity that 
*' was not to be exhauflcd; a virtue that 
" none of the reft had: But in the debates 
*' concerning the war, was longer in refolv- 
" ing, and more ^pt to change his mind af-. 
" ter he had refolved, than is agreeable to 
** the office of a commander in chief, which 
C 2 rendered 
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^^ rendered him rather fit for the fecond, 
" than for the fupreme command in an 
•* army." 

Since that epoch, the Caftle of Arundel 
was Ho longer looked upon as a fortrefs ; it 
was abandoned during the Civil Wars to all 
the horrors of military execution; itscoftly 
furniture was ranfacked, its walls demolilhed, 
and the fouth front, with the magnificent ftate 
room of the Fitz- Alans, utterly deftroyed r 
Its Lords, preferring a voluntary banilhment 
to the oppreflion of a cruel anarchy, forfook 
the defolate habitation of their anceftors^, 
which prefents at this day the melancholy 
afpeft of a cruel conqueror, ;» 

Nothing remains of that nobl^ *ftru6hire 
worth mentioning, but a few lofty apart- 
ments, agallery^ and a fpacious kitchen: 
Its fituation, amongft a great variety of de- 
lightful woods and chiming hills, com- 
mands a profpe6): of the Tea, and of verdant 
meadows, pleafantly cut by the feveral wind- 
ings of a navigable river : This advantage,

added 
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added to the extenfive jurifdiftion of this 
Lordfhip, and the ancient Earldom annexed 
to it, may, in time, influence the Dukes of 
Norfolk to make this famous Caftle their 
principal refidence.

. EARLS OF ARUNDEL. 

ANtiently the titles of * Earls arid Barons 
were local, and derived from their 
chief places of refidence. The Earls before 
the Norman Conqucft, and fome time af- 
ter, were not titular, but officiary, as fays 
Dugdale : They aifted as Viceroys or Lieute- 
nants to the King in their refpedtive coun- 
ties, their chief refidence being for the moft 
part in the principal town of the fhire, from 
whence they took their denomination. Tho* 
the ancient Earls of SufTex had their feat at 
Arundel Caftle, and for that reafon were 
commonly called Earls of Arundel \ it is in- 
conteftable, that they were Earls of that 

• The dignity of Earl came from the Saxons; it was 
the greateft dignity in England next the Blood Royal, from 
WiUiam I. to Edward III. which was near 300 years. 

county. 
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county. . Thefe Earls ufoally fat in the 
County Court as Judg«s> moft matters of 
moment being then determined before them, 
and fines not feldom levied. The manner 
of advancing to the titltf and dignity of Earls 
thofe who were fo honoured, in thofe days, 
was not always alike; there were few who 
had the fame conferred upon them by 
charter. 

Geoffrey Mandevill, Earl of EfTcx, who 
had this title * conferred upon him by the 
Emprefs Maud, was thefirft, moft of them 
:being inverted with that honour, per cinc^ 
turam cingulo comitatus 5 whereupon the She- 
riff had command to make a Livery upon 
them of the tertium denarium de placitis 
iamitatuSy utjit inde comesy as were ufually 
the words of the precept, the third penny 
of the Pleas of the County, that thereupon

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he might be Earl thereof; that is to fay, of 
the fines and foreign emoluments, which an- 
ciently belonged to the Earl, the King hav-* 
ing the other two parts, according to the laws 
of Edward the ConfefTon He was not fidly 
invefted with the Earldom, until he had the 
Livery of tertium denarium. 

The title of Baron meaneth a Freeman 
or Freeholder : Whereupon thofe who were 
the King's chief Tenants, or his prindpal 
Freeholders, had the titles of Barones majorts ; 
and as they held of the King in Capite by 
Barony, they were called his Barons; fo 
moft of the great Earls in thofe early times 
had their great Freeholders under them, 
whom they alfo called Barons; as is evident 
by their charters, wherein they ufually wrot&, 
omnibus Baronibusfuis tarn Francis quam Arn 
glicisy &c. 

The other Tenants or Freeholders, who 
held of the King by military fervice in Ca- 
pite, were called Bartmes minores. The Par- 
liament of this realm did anciently confift of 
thcfe two forts of Tenants, with the Bifiiops 
and Earls ; the Barones tnajores had fum- 

mons 
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inons, by feveral writs > the other, who held 
by military fer^ce in Capite, by one gene* 
ral fummons from theSherifFin each county > 
which Tenants in Capite, called Barones mi-- 
naresy did come to Parliament till the 48th 
of Henry HI. In the Conqueror's time;, 
whoever had not forty hides of land, was 
not reputed a Baron. 

ROGER de MONTGOMERY, 

Earl of Arundel and Shrewsbury^ 
Thcr third Eari. created after the Conqucft. 

WILLIAM the Conqueror was no foon- 
er fettled upon the Throne of En- 
gland, than he conferred thefeEarldoms upon 
Roger deMontgomery, fon to Hugh deMont- 
gomery and Jofceline his wife, daughter to 
Turolf of Pontaudomare, by Weva, fitter to 
Gunnora, Dutchefs of Normandy, Great- 
Grandmother totheConqueror : Thus he ma- 
nifefted his affeftionfor his kinfinan, and the 

fenfe 
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(enfe he had of his eminent fervices. Thb Ro- 
ger was Oximenfium Vicecomes. 

Geoffrey Martel, Earl of Anjou, a man of 
a turbulent fpirit, profperous in his military 
attempts upon his neighbours, having feiz'd 
the caftle of Alen9on) belonging to William 
Duke of Normandy -, that Prince was fo ex- 
afperated at this unexpected and daring pro- 
vocation, that he laid fiege to the Caftle of 
DomfrontinMaine. Geoffrey marching with 
" a powerful body to the relief of the place, 
the Duke fent this Roger de Montgomery 
and William Fitz-Osborne, both gallant 
young men, to difcovcr his ftrength ; they 
fought valiantly at the head of their party, 
againft the fuperior force of the enemy. 

Roger was one of thofe bold adven- 
turers, whofe cxtenfive views and enterpriz- 
ing genius fuited moft with the martial (pi- 
nt and ambitious projefts of William, Cool 
and intrepid in danger, he had a courage 
fit to encounter the greateft difficulties, and 
to conquer them j the poflibility of fuccefs 
was a motive fufiicient to engage him in the 
inoft hazardous expedition : Such was the 

man 
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man who dire6ted the councils of his fove« 
reign, and was entrufted with the chief com- 
mand of his argmies. 

In the latter part of his life he was guided 
by the counfels of Godebald, Adelcr, and 
Herbert, three clergymen, to whom he was 
a great benefa£lor 5 for which Odericus Vi- 
talis gives him the chara6l:er of a very pru- 
dent and moderate man, and of a great lov-^ 
cr of equity : So lavifh were churchmen of 
their encomiums to their patrons and advo- 
cates, that they transformed their foibks in- 
to religious deeds. 

Upon Roger de Mantgomery's fkill and 
experience in military affairs depended chiefly 
William's expeftation oftheEnglifti throne; 
he led the van of the Norman army at the 
memorable battle of Haftings, wherein vic- 
tory proclaimed the Conqueror King of En- 
gland. As he commanded on that day by 
the ftile and title of Marflial, he is accounted 
the firft Marfhal of England. 

After William's coronation*, heaccom- 1066. 
panied him into Normandy, and he was de- 
• InXent. 

figncd 
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figned Governor there in the King^s abfence^ 
who receiving intelligence of an infurreftion 
concerted betwixt the Danes and the male- 
contents of the realpd) brought him back in 
December following, and firft advanced him 
to the Earldoms of Chichefter and Arundel ^ 
and foon after to that of Shrewfbury. He 
was really Earl of SufTex^ though the Earls 
of that territory were ufually denominated 
from the place of their refidence; to thefe 
he alfb added the honour of Eye in Suffolk* 
He committed the government of Shrewf- 
bury to Warine the Bald, a man of (maU 
ftature> but of great fpirit, and gave him 
in marriage his niece Aimeria. He kept by 
his valour and policy the Welfh in awe, and 
that whole province in peace. Roger and 
Robert a£led under him as his Lieutenants 
in the county of Salop, by whofe wifdom 
tad courage being freely afliftedj he made 
himfelfrefpeaedbyallranksof men. When 
the King's eldeft fon Robert Curthofe rofc 
in arms againft him, he prevailed upon the 
King, then at Rouen, by his mild and mo- 
derate 
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derate connfels, to forgive him^ and to mi 
ccive him again to liis favour. 

William Rufus affuming the Crown after 
the Conqueror's death, he joined with Odo^ 
Earl of Kent, Robert, Earl of Moreton, and 
other Noblemen, to raife Robert to the 
throne; 

He deftroyed Cambridge with fire and 
fwordj to be revenged of William Rufus, fb 
that the Univcrfity was wholly abandoned.. 
The King, fenfible of the great intereft and 
power of Earl Roger amongft the no-, 
bility, who were then againft him, tri^d to 
gain him to his party. 

He protefted folemnly, that he would ab- 
dicate the fupreme authority, if he and the 
ethers, whom the King his father had ap- 
pointed of his council, ihould think it pro- 
per ; granting him an unlimited power to 
aft as he pkafed, the cafe of treafon only ex- 
cepted. The Earl, captivated by thofe fmooth 
expreiEons, fell off from the reft of the con- 
fpirators, and acknowledged William for bis 
lawful Sovereign. The poffeffions which 
this great Earl had in England were of a 

' vaft 
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vaft extent, as appeareth by the Conqueror's 
furvcy, by whofe bounty he enjoyed them^ 
viz. in Wilts, three Lordfhips ; in Surry, 
four ; in Hants, nine ; in Middlefex, eight; 
in Cambridgefhire, eleven ; in Hereford- 
ihire, one ; in Gloucefterlhire, one ; in Wor- 
cefterfhire, two 5 in Warwickftiire, deven ; 
in Stafibrdfhire, thirty ; in Suflex, feventy- 
feven, befides the City of Chichefter, the 
Caftie of Arundel, the County of Salop, and 
the City of Shrewlbury. * 

He entered Powis Land, and took the 
Caftle and Town of Baldwyn, which he 
fortified with a ftrong caftle, and called 
Montgomery, after his own name. He built 
alfo the Caftks of Ludlow, Shrewlbury, and 
Cardigan, for which he did homage to Wil- 
liam I. He is praifed by the Monks as a 
perfon of lingular piety. He founded, and 
moft amply endowed, the great Abbey of St. 
Peter, intheeaftern fuburbs of Shrewlbury;, 
and three religious houfcs in Normandy, 
He was alfo a great benefaftor to the Abbey

of 
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of St, Stephen at Caen, founded by William 
the Conqusrorj to the Abbey of Uttica in 
Normandy ; and that of St. Peter, at Cluny 
in Burgundy* 

His firft wife was Mabel, . daughter and 
heir to William Talvace, fon of William, fon 
of Yvo de Belefme, a man of great power and 
renown in the time of Richard, Duke ofNor* 
mandys (he brought him a large inheritance 
in Belefme, from which place his eldefl fon 
took his fimame. That lady, bearing much 
hatred to the founders of theAbbey of Uttica^ 
caufed that houfe to be grievoufly burthened 
with quartering of foldiers* For this and other 
oppreilions exercifed by her towards divers 
of the Nobility, (he was afterwards murthered 
in her bed, and buried in the Abbey of 
Troarn. 

By this Mabel he had iflfue, five fons and 
four daughters, viz, Robert de Belefme, Hugh 
de Montgomery, Roger of P016I0U, and Phi- 
lip, who applied himfelf to literature, and 
was a Prieft. Amulph, who having no 
(hare in his father's inheritance, became, af- 
ter his example, a renowned warrior, and 

conquered 
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conquered that part of Wales, called PenW 
brokefliire, from which he took the title of 
that Earldom. He firfl: began to build a 
Cattle at Pembroke, which he fortified af- 
terwards to fecure his brother Robert from 
the refentment of Henry I. He gave to the 
Abbey of St. Martin of Sais in Normandy, 
founded by his father, for the health of his 
foul, the foul of Earl Roger, his father, 
and of Earl Hugh, his brother, , who was 
flain that year, the Church of St. Nicholas, 
fituate within his Cattle of Pembroke, with 
twenty carucates of land. 

Emme, the cldett of his daughters, was 
Abbefs of Almanifca. Maud married Ro- 
bert, Earl of Moreton, half brother to the 
Conqueror. Mabel was wife of Hugh de 
Novo Cattello, and Sibyl of Robert Fitz- 
Hamon, Lordof Corbeil in the Ifle of France. 
1 1 30. She gave the Commandery of Shcngay in 
Cambridgeftiire to the Knights Templars. 

His fecond wife was Adeliza, daughter of 
Ebrard de Pufaie, by whom he had iffue only 
one fon Ebrard, who being a Clergyman, 
was one of the Chaplains of Henry I. As 

he 
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he had a great efteem for the monaftic pro- 
feffion ; he bequeathed by his laft will and 
teftament to the Abbey of St. Ebrulf in Nor- 
mandy > thirty Ihillings, to be paid yearly 
out of his lands at Alen^on, at the begin- 
ning of Lent, for the maintaining of a lamp, 
to burn in the Church of that Abbey day 
and night, before the Crucifix 5 and having, 
by the hands of Reginald, then Prior of 
Shrewlbury, obtained from the houfe of 
Cluny in Burgundy, the Coat of St. Hugh, 
fome time Abbot there, for his own ufe, 
he was fhorn a Monk in the Abbey ^f 
Shrewfbury, with the confent of his wife, 
three days before his death, where he devoted 
himfelf to prayers and religious meditations. 
He died the fixth of the Kalends of Auguft, 
1094, and was honorably buried in the 
Church of that Monaftery. 

Robert, firnamed deBelefme, from a famous 
Caftle in Perch, the eldeft foh of Roger de 
Montgomery, inherited from his father and 
mother an iminenfe eftate in Normandy. 

Hugh de Montgomery, his younger bro- 
ther, fucceeded to the Earldoms of Arundel 

D " anxi 
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and Shrewfbuiy, and to all the EngUfti ha- 
nours. The WcHh called him Hugh Goch^ 
upon the account of his red hair. This Hug^ 
pofleffcd the manor of Urfidd in Stafford* 
ihire, in the life^-time of his father. He vns 
with Robert de Mdbray at the head of the 
confpirators^ who made an attempt againU 
the life of William Rufus, in Northumber- 
land : They had placed divers armed men in 
a wood there^ in order toef&£l dieir wicked 
defign ; which bdng revealed to the King, 
* thi« Earl elcaped the juft puni&mcDl: of liis 
confederates, by" paying a fine of 3000I. 

He railed a powerful army in Shropfturc^ 

to flop the depredations and outrages of the 

WeMh, fupported by Hugh, Earl of Cheftcr, 

in the Marches.* In his mardi to Angleley, 

he iQade a moft dreadful dcvafbidon, and 

abandoned the unfortunate and defenceleis 

inh^itants upon his paflage^ to the unheard 

of cruekres of barbarians, who mangled At 

jbodies of that wretched people with a &vage 

fiercenefs. Among thefc one Kenrcd, a 

Prieft, who dire6led by his counfels the 

Welfti in their enterprizcs, fell a deplorable 

viftim to theit fury^ Thefe 
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Thde horrid and execrable deeds did not 
Kmain long unrevenged ; for within a few 
days after, Magnus, King of Norway, hav- 
ing conquered the Orkneys and the Ifle of 
Man, failed with a few fliips to the coafts 
of Anglefey, with the intention to land there; 
but meeting with oppofition, he let fly his 
aiTO)vs at thofe that were on fliore, by one 
of which this Earl was flain. His body, be- 1098 
iflg carried to Shrewsbury, was buried there 
in tiie Cloyftcrs of the Abbey. ^ 
; He was a mcrcilefs tyrant, who delighted 
m the moft notorious a£ls of yv^ickednefs and 
crudty, an enemy to his fellow creatures, 
and a diigrace to mankind. 
, Robert deBelefme obtained, after the death 
of his younger brother, theEarldom of Arun- 
del and Shrewfbury, in the loth of William 
Rufus, upon his petition, accompanied with 
3000 1, in money. He was then General* 
of all the militafy forces of the King in Nor- 
mandy, and his firftarchiteft in building 
the Caftle of Gifors.

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jQy^ This Robert was, in the 6th of the Con- 
queror's reign at the fiege of the Caftle of 
Frenay in Maine, where the King girded him 
with the Sword of Knighthood. He grew 
in fo great favour and efteem with that 
King, that he excelled moft of the nobility 
of Normandy in honour and glory, having 
there vafl pofleffions and many ftrong ca- 
ftles. 

His bcnefaftor was no fooncr dead, but 
his turbulent and rebellious difpofition began 
to (hew itfelf. He joined with Odo, Earl of 
Kent, and thofe of his party, againft Wil- 
liam Rufus, in behalf of Robert Curthafe, 
and was with them at the Caftle of Rochcf- 
tcr. Robert, being at that time reconcilecl 

1088 *^ '^^ King, his brother, caufed him to 
be feized as be landed in Normandy, and 
committed him to clofe imprifonment. Being 
fct at liberty, he fwelled with revenge, and 
did, upon all occafions, the greateft mifchief 
he could. His reftlefs and implacable tem- 
per prompted him, for the, full fpace of fif- 
teen years/ to dtfturb Robert's government, 
and to feduce his fubjeds from their allegi- 
ance. The 
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The charafter given of Robert de Belefme ♦ 
is, that he was a crafty and deceitful man ; 
powerful in arms and eloquence ; but exceed- 
ing crueU covetous, and luftful ; a perfon 
of great irifight in ferious ajflFairs, and inde- 
fatigable in the management of wordly con- 
cerns ; he was an ingenious archited, but 
a moft inexorable butcher for inflifting of 
torments ; a vile, oppreffor, and an enemy to 
the Church. 

Scrlo, Bifhop of Sais in Normandy, ex- 
communicated him for his wickednefs^ 
and all his lands being interdi£led, there 
was no burying ground therein. He exceeded 
his brother in cruelty, exercifing his tyranny 
not only to ftrangers, but even to friends 
and familiars. He gloried amongft his pa- 
rafites of hiB unparalleled inhumanity. He 
laid claim to the honour of Blythe, as his 
right by inheritance, which he purchafed 
for a great fum of money. He was, during 
four years, a fevere fcourge to the Welfh. 

Upon the death of William Ruf us, he uqi 
took part with RobertCurthofe againft Henry 

« Dugdale. 

D 3 t 
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L and broke out with his two brothers, Ro-^ 
ger of Poi6tou and Amulph, and William 
'Warren, Earl of Surrey, in open rebellion* 
He ftUed Henry an ufurper, and fcomed to 
fabmit to him. 

When Robert Curthofe landed at Porti;:* 
mouth, Belefme was one of the Lords 
who conduced him to Winchefter : But 
Robert having fold his pretentions to th* 
Englifli Throne for a penfion of ^^ocl. 
made his peace with Henry, his brother, who 
being exafperated s^ainft: thofe who had 
bafely deferted him in his diftrefs, fummoned 
this Earl to anfwer an heavy charge laid 
againft him* He was impeached for no lefs 
than forty ^five capital offences* Having ob- 
tained leave to go to his counfel, he made 
his efcape, and fled in great anxiety to his 
Caftfesi Whereupon the King caufed a pro- 
clamation to be publifhed, that if he 4id not 
furrender, within a limited time, to take his 
trial, ^le (hould be adjudged a public enemy 
to the realm, and a traitor. Robert, not 
daring to venture the teft, fortified bis Ca-r 
ftles. 

The 
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The King, being well acquainted with his i xq2 
haughty fpirit and inflexible temper, refolved 
to fubdue him by force : He laid fiege to 
his Caftle at Arandel; but the flame of re- 
bellion being kindled in different parts of the 
kingdom, Henry left a coniiderable body of 
his army to continue the fiege, and to pitn 
vent any fuccour from relieving the place. 

The Earl being at lafl utterly foriaken by 
the Welfli King and his vaiTals, and Bridge- 
North, the ftrongeft of his caflles, being taken 
by florm, he was forced, in that defperatc 
condition^ to implore, with all humility^ 
the King's clemency, upon his approach near 
Shrewsbury. He confeffed his crime, and 
offered him the keys of that town, which 
the King accepted, without any mark of 
anger ; he even fuffcred him to have a fafe- 
condtift with horfe and arms, to the fca-coaft, 
Bm he feized on all his honours and poffef- 
fions ; and puniihed, in the fame manner, 
thoie that had adhered to him in his rebel* 
lion. The kingdom felt aii'inexpreffible joy 
to be thus rid of that lavage monfler, who had 
fo barbaroufly ufed his captives. He had in^ 
D 4 curred 
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curred the King's difplcafure to that degree, 
that his whole family fell a facrifice to his 
vengeance. Roger dsPoiftou, andArnulph^ 
his brother, both wealthy Earls, were utterly 
extirpated. The lands which Roger dc Mont- 
gomery, their father, had beftowed upon 
Almanifca, were given to one of the King's 
army, becaufe Robert's filler was Abbefs of 
that Monaftery. 

The wealth which he had treafured up in 
thirty-four ftrong caftles, formerly built for 
his rebellious purpofes, fupported him in 
Normandy, where he was generally detefted. 

He fet on fire the Abbey of Almanifca, 
and filled that fan£tuary with horror and de- 
Iblation. Robert Curthofe, marching with 
an army againfi: that furious incendiary, was 
unfortunately routed. In order to fave his 
Dutchy from deftru£tion, he fued for peace, 
and yielded up to Belefme his father's lands 
and honours, with the Biihoprick of Sais* 
Thus, that rebel ruled over his fovereign. 

JCing Henry, having received intelligence 
of that tranfaftion, paflcd over into Nor- 
jaiandy with a formidable army, and up» 

braided 
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braided his brother for having madea peace, 
without his advice, with Robert de Belefme, 
a wicked traitor to them both. Neccffity 
pleaded his excufe. 

Henry was no fooner returned into En- n^^ 
gland, than Belefriie burnt the Church of 
Tournay, in the diocefe of Sais 5 and in it, 
forty-five men, women, and children. 

He confpired afterwards to depofe Henry j 1 1 08 
and ftirred up William, the fon of Robert 
Gurthofe, who was then in exile, to appear 
as a competitor to the Englifh Crown. 
Lewis, King of France, William, Duke of 
Poiftou, Henry, Duke of Burgundy, Alan, 
Earl of Bretaigne, Foulk, Earl of Anjou, 
and other powerful Princes, were prevailed 
on by the artful infinuations of the wicked 
Earl, to enter into that infamous league. The 
King, having experienced, that no favour 
could win him, nor the moft folemn oaths 
bind him, convened him before his Court of 
Justice at Bonville for all his rebellious prac- 
tices J and being foimd guilty, was con- 
demned to perpetual imprifonment, at Keref- 
burg io Normandy; and his eftates, at Sais 

and 
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and Alcn^on, difpofed of in favour of Th«v- 
bald) Earl of BIchs, brother to Stephen, af-- 
terwards King of England. Being thus de- 
graded of all his honours^ he was brought 
over into. England, and fecured at Warham 
the remainder of his life. His fufferings 
were a juft judgment upon him, for his miT- 
chievous and abominable deeds. 

He married Agnes, daughter ofGuy,Earl of 
Ponthieu, who was confined for a long time 
in the Caftle of Belefme. She at laft made 
her efcape, being a^ed by a iervant, and 
fled to the Countefs of Chartres ; never re- 
turning to her hufband, for whom (he had 
conceived an invincible averfioo. He had 
iifiie by her one only fon, fimamed Talvace, 
to whom, by the entreaties of Maud, the 
Emprefs's daughter, the King reftored his 
father's eftate in Normandy. But upon the 
differences whidi arc^e afterwards betwixt 
King Henry and his Ibn-in-law, Geoffrey, 
Earl of Anjou, this William Talvaoe bcmg 
fofpefted by the King to cfpoufe Geoffrey's 
cauie, he fummoned him to appear before 
him; and upon refufing, the King feized 

all 
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s& his lands and honours. He was gene- 
ronfly iupponed after the King's death bjr 
the Earl of Anjott, and took the titles c^ 
Earl of Ponthieu and Sait, This William 
Talvace had, hy Ala his wife^ daughter ta 
Odo, Duke of Burgundy, two ions, and two 
daughters* Guy, afterwards Earl of Pon* 
thieu, and John. One of the daughters mar« 
ried Jubel> the fon of Walter de Meduana> 
and the other William, the third Earl of 
Warren, «id afterwards Patridc, Earl of 
Salifbury. 

R<»ger de Poi£bou, the third fon of Ro* 
ger de Montgomery, was a military man, 
and being advanced to the title of Earl, he 
lived for a time in wealth and power. He had 
the Earldom of Lancafter, befides a hundred 
and eighty-eight Manors in that County, fe« 
venty-fix in Yorkftiire, three in Bflex, fifty- 
nine in Suf^lk, eleven in Nottii^hsunihire, 
ieven in Derbyfhire, ten in Nctffolk, and 
forty>four in Lincolnfhire. * He had but 
one daughter, whofe name was Sybil!.

ton. Lord Montgomery, comes from thisan* 
cient and illuftrious family. Philip, fourth 
ion of Roger dc Montgomery, firft Earl of 
Arundel, coming to Scotland in the reign 
of King Henry I. got a fair inheritance in 
theShire ofRenfrew, and from him defcended 
Sir Robert Montgomery, of Eglefham in 
that county, who in 1388, being at the bat- 
tle of Pttcrburn in Northumberland, took 
prifoner, with his own hands, Henry, Lord 
Percy, named Hotfpur, who, after killing 
James, Earl ofDouglas,and mortally wound- 
ing the Earl of Murray, ftill preffed too 
boldly on his foes. For his ranfom,he obliged 
him to build theCaftle of Punnoon, in the 
Lordfhip of Eglefham. 

The prefent Earl is the tenth. He was 
created Earl of Eglington, and Lord Mont- 
gomery, in 1603, the fifteenth of James IV. 
The title of Earl of Arundel laid dor- 
mant, till it was conferred on William dc 
Albini Pincerna Poflerity.

TTTlLLIAM de Albini, fon of Ro- 
^ ^ ger de Albini, by Amicia, his wife, 
and eider brother to that famous Nigel de 
Albini, whofe pofterity afTumed the iimame 
of Mowbray, came firft in England with 
William the Conqueror* Being one of his 
faithful followers, he granted him divers 
lands in Norfolk and other places j where-* 
upon he eje£led feveral perfons out of their 
poffeffions. He gave alfo to this William 
de Albini and his heirs, the Lordfhip of 
Bokenham, to hold by the fefvice of being 
Butler to the Kings of England, on the day 
of their coronation : For which refpeft he 

was 
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was afterwards ftiled in divers charters^ P«- 
€9ma Hhtrici Reps Anf^krum. This Wil«* 
liam dc Albmi. founded the Abbey of ♦ Wi- 
mundham in Norfolk^ and gave to the 
Monks of Rochefter, the tithes of hSs manor 
of Elham. 

He nuuiied Maud, the daughter of Roger 
Bigot, with whom he had ten Knights fees 
in Norfolk 5 and kft ifluc three iiM&y Wil- 
liam, Nigel^ and Oliver. 
. He gavt to die Monks of Wimundham, 
oa the fuQctal^ay of Maud, his wife^ the 
cnasor of Hapefbuig« in pure alms^ n crofe 
of £ber, in infhicih weis j^ced divers t%^ 
liques^ a gpid ring, for the u^ of iJie Ab^ 
hot ; and a fiver jahaHce, of ah exqwfifte 
•vorkmanfliip, informof afphere; towhidi 
donation wtre vrkncfles, his liim ferns. He 
}asA aUb a (daughter, c^hsd Qtivat wife t9 
fialpih de Haya, a great Baton at that t^xnc 
He was txoried befca^ tiae Hi^ AUar in th« 
Abbey of WtmufidhaiD ; attd the Mofitks of 
tltat lioufe did ufuafly pray for his foul i)y

the 
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tlie name of William de Albini, the King*s 
Butler. 

William, his fon and heir, called Wil- 
liam with the ftrong hand, was one of the 
handfomeft men in England, and perhaps in 
all Europe. His bare alpefl attra^ed love 
and veneration : He was an experienced fol- 
dier, and a great politician ; had a wonder- 
ful fagacity in concluding treaties, and farm-i 
ing alliances s he was devout without often- 
tation, and a great protedtor of the Church 
and Clergy. He had a very extenfive and 
elevated genius ; ever fruitful in great pro- 
je£ls. His virtues and accomplifliments ren- 
dered him one of the moft amiable men of 
his age. 

The Queen of France, being then a wi- 
dow, and a beautiful woman, caufed a tour- 
nament to be proclaimed throughout her 
dominions. Hereupon, William de Albini, 
bravely accoutred, came to Paris, with di- 
vers gallant men : He excelled in this tour- 
nament all his competitors^ overcoming 
many, and wounding one mortally, with 
his lance. Women, in thofe times of chi- 

valry;^ 
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valry, were paflionately fond of the cham- 
pions of thefe barbarous diverdons. The 
Queen, admiring the prowefi and majeftic 
air of the brave Albini, invited him to a 
coftly banquet, and having beftowed upon 
him many jewels of great value, offered him 
marriage ; but having plighted his troth to 
Adeliza, Queen Dowager of England, a Prin- 
cefs who had all the accomplifhments of her 
rival, and none of her foibles, he declined 
honorably that great match. Thus the alli- 
ance of that hero was courted by twoQueens, 
reli£ls of the ' moft powerful fovereigns in 
Chriftendom. 

Retunung to England, with the fame of 
his glorious exploits, Adeliza accepted hun 
for her hufband. The King had fettled, for 
her dower, the County of Suflex aivi the 
Cattle of Arundel, which fhe made the place 
of her refidcnce. As fhe profeffed a great 
refpea to Maud, the Emprefs, daughter to 
Henry I. William de Albini received her at 
the port of Arundel with great dcmpnftrati- 
ons of joy i and having introduced her into 
the Cattle, he affitted her in recovering the 

Crown 
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Crown from Stephen, who feized upon his 
Caftle and Barony of ficlvoir^ with all his 
other lands, and cQfpofed of them to Ra*- 
nulph. Earl of Chcfter. Upon the pacifica- 
tion betwixt the Emprefs and King Stephen, 
all his lands and honours were reAored ; and 
Maud, in confideration of bis great fcrvices 
and fufFerings, advanced him to the Earldom 
of Arundel. ; . 

He was the mediator of the peace between ^^^^ 
King Stephen, and Henry, Duke of 'Nor- * 
mandy, afterwards King of England, by the 
name of Henry IL The two armies were 
preparing for battle with equal ardour, when, 
by the prudent advice of the Earl of Arun- 
deJ> who was on King Stephen's fide, they 
were prevented from coming to blows. He 
reprefented to the King the mifery the king- 
dom was going to be expofed to, by a battle, 
wWch muft be very bloody, and almoft is 
fatal to the conquerors as vanquiftied* He 
intimated^ that the juftnefs of the quarrel was 
on the Duke's fide ; adding, it would be 
more becoming Chriftians, to try whether 
matters could not be adjufted by a treaty, 

E which 
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which woWd reftore ^oe to the uhforiu- 
nate kiagdom. in fine> he pkinly told him, 
it wa^ not reafonabfe a whale nation fhould 
he expD&d to the greateft calatnities, on 
.account of two princes, who aimed more at 
gratifying their own ambitioAi than at the 
happinefs of the Englifh. Let therefore, 
faid he, this pernicious futy of a Civil War 
be fet afide ; and fit perfons chofen to com*- 
pofe all diiSbrences, with a c^fTation of arms, 
for the prefent, to the end that thefe ani- 
moiities may be calmly appeafed. Whether 
Stephen was moved by thefe remonftrances 
. or apprehenfive of being deferted in cafe he 
vras bent upon fighting, he confented, that 
an accommodation Ihould be propofed to 
the Duke: Firft, they agreed upon a truce, 
and afterwards made a peace. 

After the death of King Stephen, Henry 
IL facceedii^ to the Crown, he was in fuch 
great favour with that Prince, that he did 
not oniy obtain the Caftle and Honour of 
Arundel tohim&lf and his heirs, but a con- 
firmation of the Earldom of Suffex: For 
though the title of Earl was moll known by 

Arundel 
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Arundel and Chichefter» which were the 
chief places of his rdidence, yet he was really 
Earl of the County of Suflex, by the Tcr# 
tium Denarium of the Pleas o(Sui&k, granted 
to him ; which was the ufual W2ly of invigfl- 
ing fuch great men in aticient times, with the 
pbfleffion of any Earldom, after the ceretno* 
nies of girding with the fword, and putting 
on. the rohes^ were performed; which were, 
^dllof late, thought efiential to their creation* 
in the fceiith of Heiiry n. upon the high 
difpieafure conceived by the King, towards 1164 
Thomas Bccket, Archbilhop of Canterbury^ 
terho, under the Ipecious pretence ef aflert-* 
tug the rights and immunities of his Churchi 
had rebelled againfl: his Sovereigti, and fkd 
privately beyond fca, rather than fubmiti 
the Earl of Arundel was fcnt at the head of 
a(n Ambaffy, with divers Bifhops and Peers> 
toLewis, King ofFrancej and toPopcGervafe, 
reprefiaiting the haughty Prelate as a traitor, 
who had efcapedfrom jufticei anddefiring 
that Monarch not to receive him in his do- 
minions, and ^itreating the Pope not to give 
E 2 credit 
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credit to his falfc and artful fuggeftions : Ho 
begged, that the Pope would be pleafed to 
ufe his authority to compel the Archbiihop 
to make his fubmiffion to the King. 
J 1 7^ This Earl was one of the chief command-* 
crs under King Henry II. in the expedition 
againft Lewis, King of France, when he 
invaded Normandy, and relieved Vemeuil. 

He was commiifioned by the King for 
the performance of the covenant which was 
made by him, with Hubert, Earl of Savoy 
and Maurien, concerning the marriage of 
John, Ion to the King, with Alice, daugh- 
ter of the faid Earh He joined the fame 
year with Richard de Lucy, Juftlce of Er- 
gland, in railing forces againft Robert, Earl 
bf Leiccftcr, then in < rebellion; they gave 
him battle, and having routed his army, 
took him prifoner, near St. Edmund VBury 
in Suffolk. 

He founded, in the reign of King Ste- 
phen, the Abbey 4>fBuchenham in Norfolk, 
for the good of his foul, of Queen Adeliza, 
his wife,, and their children, pear the Caftie 
be had built there. 

. Moreover 
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Moreover he founded, with Queen Ade- 
liza, the little Priory of Pinham, near Arun- 
del-bridge. According to the fubftancc of 
the charter, whofe original I (hall copy at 
the end of this book, Queen Adeliza gave a 
piece of ground, near Arundel-bridge, called 
Pinham, to William andReinbron, her Chap- 
lains, for the health of the foul of her Lord 
and Hufband, Henry L Ranulph, then Bi- 
fhop of ehichefter, approved the faid char- 
ter, confirmed and enlarged by William, Earl 
of Arundel The Church of that little Priory 
was dedicated to God and, St. Bartholomevr. 
William and Walter, two Friars of the Or- 
der of St. Auftin, Chaplains of the Caftle, 
obtained a licence from the Earl to build it, 

» with a Monaftery. He gave them annually 
a bufhel of corn, out of his mills de Swane- 
bourne, for the good'^of the fouls of King 

* Henry L Queen Adeliza, his heirs, and his 
own 5 thirteen cords of wood, to be cut in 
,thc foreft of Arundel, fot fuel ; and timber 
for repairing the wooden bridge of Arundel, 
whenever his fprefter f liould think it necef- 
fary.

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He granted, moreover, to the Friars of 
Pinham, the privilege of fifhing op both 
fides of the bridge, at the diftance of a f ur« 
long; and the right of paflure in comnion 
with his burghers, in liis meadows of Arun«- 
4el, fpr fourteen cows and two buU,s, besides 
the liberty to feed their hogs in the pari; 
and forefl of Arundel, in common with his 
vafTais in Wephafti, in free aiid pure alms 
for ever, without any fervice or cxafti^p^ 

By tins charter it a|)^ears, that all the in* 
habitants of Arulldel, by a fpecial grant an4 
peffipn of the Earls, had an equa} right 
of common pafture in die meads, which the 
corporation enjoy to thcmfelves. 

He beftowea upon th« Cathedral of Chi^ 
cheftcr, thePrebend of Eaft-Dean and Weflf^ 
Dean, and w^ ^ great benefafbr t4> the 
Monka of * Bo^graftc^ in ^flfe«, belonging 
«.nd fubje£l to the Abbey of Dive id Nor- 
mandy: That Chfirch and Mpn«ftery of Bf- 
nedi^ines were dedicated to the Virgin Maiy . 
William, E^rl of Arandel, gaw them ];>art

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of his wood, called Beiicfole^ adfoinmg to 
the woods of Hannac, and parted from the 
other woods by .two roads and threi crofies ^ 
and, inftead of the tithes whicii they had in 
kia manor of Stockton, fw the maintenance 
of ai M<Mik, who fimg Maft every day, for 
the faithMdecealed, at the Altar of St. John 
jatk the Chqrch of Bocigrave, lie gave them, 
in* the &me manor, forty acres of laiid^^ 
with a me&aige of thtrty^tfaiee acra, to ik^ 
dingar, Wwr of the faid Monadery ; he 
granted them alfo common of paftui e thore 
^ fifty fhictp^ ten osicn, two horfes, two 
goats, and twmtf hogsf and a piece of 
tend, of the yearly revenue .of feven fliillings^ 
at MiidieatOB, for the maintenance *of ar 
lamp in the Chapter Hoi^. Thefe grants 
and donations were free and pure alms for 
tbe health of the fiwl. of Henry 11. fon of 
the Emprefs Maud, from whofe bounty the 
Earl received the confirmation of the honour 
' of Arundd i they were alio intended for the 
good of his foul and his heirs, tbe fouls of 
Queen Adeliza, of Oliva his fitter, and of 
£ 4 Oliva 
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Oliva and Agatha, his daughters j who were 
all four buried in the Church of the Mo- 
1 176 nailery of Boxgravc. 

He departed this life at Waverley in Surry> 
the third of the ides of Oftdber, and was bu-» 
ried in the Abbey of Wimundham, founded 
by his father; leaving iflue by Queen Adc- 
liza, four fons, William, Godfrey; but the 
names of the two youngeft fons are not men^ 
tiooed ; and three daughters, Alice, married 
to John, Earl of Eu inPiccardy,.01iva, and 
Agatha, < who died before him. 

Some authors *, ivhofc veracity is not 
queftioned, affirm, that he was called Wil- 
liam with the Strong Hand, and a Lion given 
him for his arms ; becaufe, being ftrat up 
in a lion's den, by the Qneen of France,; 
whom he refufed to marry, he run his hand 
forcibly into the lion's mouth, and pulled yp 
bis tongue by the roots* 

The death of Queen Adeliza was an irre- 
parable lofs to the County of Suflex, and 
efpecially to the Town of Arundel, where flie 
kept a court more hofpitable than magnifi-r

cent. 
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cent. All ranks of people fincerdy lamented 
and mourned for that beneficent Princefs: 
A friend to the poor, the widow, and the or- 
phan, and to the unfortunate in general ; 
fhe took a pleafure in fbothing their misfor- 
tunes. She was a perfeft model of piety 
and goodnefs, and had a great fweetnefs, ac- 
companied with majefty j an air of grandeur, 
without the leaft tinfture of pride. She had 
the fincereft afFeflion for the Earl, her huf- 
bands which he as kindly returned; & vir- 
tue fo much the more worthy of the higheft' 
applaufe, as it is fo rarely met with among 
the great : Finally, flie paid an entire fub- 
miffion to the will of her Creator, in her ex- 
piring moments, as fhe had before done in 
the whole tenor of her life. The Earl in- 
terred her with all the xeremonies which 
were obfcrved in the funerals of Crowned 
Heads ; and her corps depofited in St. John's 
Chapel, in the Church of Boxgrave. 

William IL firnamed De Mafchines, was, 
in the twelfth of Henry ILpofiefied of a very 
great eftftte in lands, viz. thirty-two Lord- 
ihips, held by his anceftors in the reign of

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Henry I. znA thcrefbre called Je veteri fecf^ 
menta^ and fix Knights fees, of whidb he 
was enfeoffed at the beginmng of the reign 
of King Henry IL wKcs befides, gave him 
the whole Rape of Arundel, to hold c^Iua 
by the iervice of eighty-^our Knights fees 
and an hatf • 

In n great council held at Northampton, 
in the twenty-third of Henry II* this Wit^ 
Vaask had a grant from the King of the Eafl«- 

^l^ doffi of Sdfex, and in the fitft of Richard L 
had a confirmation- from that King of ^ 
Caftle and Honour of Arandd, as. alfb the 
^grtiumDenarium dipla^itis immtatm Sufft^ia^ 
as his father had from King Hmry il. and 
n^rx year bad Livery of the honour of Arun-. 
del^ the Caflle and Mill) v#ith the Honour 
of Petworth \ for which Livery be gave 
two thoufaml marks. He was a confidera-* 

J 1 93 ^^ contributor to King Ridiard's ranibm ^ 
Upon coOe^ng tbo aid for the Kting^^s re- 
demption, he paid eighty^four poun^, ten 
fliilli^s^fbrhis fcutage, and accounted ftven 
hundred pounds for his rdief for his tanda 
in Norfolk.

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King John, in the iovxHti yaa of hjs u^j 
feign, a,cqttitted hXia of aUftich debits a» he 
then owed to the Jews. 

In the fi^th of the fsqxio reign, he vm 
fine of the great Lqrds that granted a ik&f* 
condoft to thofe Barons who came to Lob* 
don for making their peace with the King, 
after the relaxation of the interdict* 

William, Bail of Arundel, and Philip d^ j^ir 
Albini, attended the King in a meadow, c^* 
]ed Runimede, iDetween $t^s and Windfoo:^ 
at the time that thf Great Charttr> and tfat 
Charter of the Forefts, werv granted. Thelb 
two charters have been faaccrthefoiindatioii 
of the liberties of thii nation. He was thm - 1 
of ^eKing's party; butafbsrwairds he took aa 
oath to obey the d^terminataon of the twenty^ 
^ve Barons, who were defied to talse cart 
that the tenor of thoie charters Ihould be Qb» 
Served, and to com|)el the King) on his SDwr : , 
luiaU to fuUijt has engagements* His mpap 
will b& tranfinitted to : the Uteft pofterity 
with veneration) a^<W of iiic'3aron& who 
figned that memorable charter* and refcued 
their CQUntry from flavery. 

When 
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1216 When Lewis ♦, fon to the King of France, 
was invited by the rebelliousfiarons, with a 
promife to fet theCrown on his head^ prefum- 
ing he wQuld prevail, the Earl adhered to 
' him, which put the King in fach a rage, that 
he plundered and burnt, with a mighty ar* 
myi his houie&and lands in Norfolk. He was 
fent prifoner to Corf CafUe, after John had 
took the town of Rocheftcr, of which he had 
been made Governor by the Barons ; but pur* 
chafed his liberty by a large fine. After the 
death of King John, which happened thia 
year, he was one of thefirft Barons that ac^ 
knowledged young King Henry's right. 

121S The Earl of Arundel went to the Holy 
Land, with Ranulph, Earl of Chefter, and 
others, and was at the famous fiege of Da^ 
mietta, where he received the thanks of the 
Chriftian confederates for his gallant beha^ 

X222 ^our. He died in his return from that ex- 
pedition ; and his body, being brought into 
England by Thomas, a Monk of St. Alban's, 
was interrjed in the Abbey pf Wimundharo,

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iPirhereof he was patron. He .Wa3 very zedlr 
ous for refcuing the Holy Land froQi. tbp 
liands of the infidels. If we confider his pri« 
vate charafler, he was affable, kind, and ge- 
xierous^ a grekt! friend of juftice, and a 
maa of the firifteft honour: In .a publie 
ftation, he acquitted himfelf as an .eminent 
ftatefman y equally fit to prefide in a camp^ 
or in a cotincil ; dnd he will always be rcr 
membered as a Arenuous aflertor of the rights 
acd^privilegesi of mankind. :

-was buried hefot« the High Altar, in the 

Priory of Belvtoir. As he left noiflue, he 

was fucceeded, in his titles and eftates, by his 

brother Hugh« This William was a courtier, 

«^ a great advocate <j£ the Ring's jptero» 

gative, which he maiMaitied with all his 

power againft die rights and liberties of liis 

oppr^ed cotintrymen, who had been ufed 

to 
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to look upon the AH)inie$ as uncorraptible 
patriots, and the generous defenders di an 
Injured people. 

Hugh de Albini, Earl of Arundei, gave 
two thoufand fix hundred marks line to the 
King, to obtain the pofieffion of all the lands 
^nd caftles defcended to him by the death of 
Earl William, his brother, and of all the 
lands that did defcend to him, by right of in^ 
iieritance, from Ranulph, Earl of Chefter.his 
uncle. As Hugh was a minor, at his bro*- 
th^r's death, he was taken by the King him- 1236 
felf in ward ; and the Earl of Warren, at 
the folemn nuptials of Henry III. fer ved the 
King with the royal cup, Ldco tomitisArun^ 
delta J eoquod adokfcem fuerat idem corns Arun-- 
Jeliay nee adbuc gladio dn&us miUtari-i in the 
-place of 'this Earl, by reafon he was then 
but a youth, and not knighted. 

This Earl Hugh had fummons to pre- 
pare himfelf with horfe and arms, to attend 
KingHenry III. in his expedition into Prance. 
He married Ifabcl, daughter of William, iHl 
Eatl of Warren arid Surry 5 and died with- 
out iffue, in the prime of youth. He was 

buried 
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buried May 7, 'in tiic Abbey of Wimund- 
ham, leaving his great inheritance to be di- 
vided amongft his four fifters. Mabel, the 
eldeft of them, wife to Robert de Tatftial, 
had the Caftle and Manor of Buchenham^ 
for her capital feat; Ifabel, wife to John 
Fitz-Alan, the Caftle and Manor of Arun- 
del; Nichola, the third fifter, wife to Roger 
de Somery, the Manor of Bame in Leicefter-^ 
fliirc ; and Cecilia, wife to Roger de Mon* 
tall, the Caftle of Rifing in Norfolk. He 
had another fifter, named Colet, to whom 
her uncle Ranulph, Earl of Chefter, gave 
thirty pounds for jointure ; which gift was 
confirmed by Henry III. in the 17th year 
of his reign. 

This Hugh was a very promifiilg genius, 

and a young nobleman of extraordinary ex- 

peftation. Thus ended a noble family, 

12 C2 ^^^^^ ^^^ flourifhed in England fi»Ge the 

conqueft.

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*rfd hitn, That he was ccmilitutcci by God 
Altaiighty to govern his pcofilc ; but that he 
fwekhef governed himfelf, nbr his fubjefts, 
as he ought to do : Adding, that he wrong* 
ed the Church, and opprefled the Nobles. 
To which the King anfwercd. Have the Peers 
framed a charter, and appointed you theit 
advocate to fpeak for them, by reafon of 
yoor eloquence ? No, feid fhe ; but you hav^ 
^ol&ted'that charter of liberties, which yoiir 
father did grant, and which you oWiged 
yowfAi by oath to perform. l%us, you 
zffe A notorious infringer of your faith and 
oatK» What is become of thoft liberties of 
England, fofolemnly recorded, fo often con* 
firmed, ^i fd dearly purchaled ? I, ' though 
a womwi, vith all the free-bom people of 
Ais realm, do appeal to the tribunal of Ood, 
againft you. Heaven and earth (hall bear 
witnefs how injurioufly you have dealt with 
us 5 and the Avenger of Perjury will prd- 
tcS the juftice, of our caufe. 

• As the King was confcious of : the breach 
of >his promife, he beheld, with admiration, 
the fpirited conduA of the Countefs j and be^ 
* F ing 
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ing checked by her ftately countenance, and 
her fevere reproof, faid, Do you delire my 
favour, Kinfwoman ? To which fhc replied. 
Since you have denied me that which is right, 
what reafon have I to hope for your favour ? 
I do, in the prefence of Chrift, appeal againft 
thofe who have, by evil counfds, mifled 
you from juflice and truth, for their private ' 
ends. The charafter of that lady is one <rf 
the moft illuftrious we meet with in the 
Englifli hiftory. 

Belvoir Caftle, in Lincolnfhire, was built 
by the Albmies. They refided there, ac- 
cording to Mr. Burton, in the reign of 
Henry I. and were true natives of this land, 
and no Normans or ftrangers. His opinion 
is founded upon tins paiTage of Matthew Pa- 
ris, where he mentions honourably the gal- 
lant behaviour of William de Albini, at the 
battle of Tinchebray in Normandy, on be- 
half of Henry I. againft Robert Curthofe. — 
In hoc opere potiffimi potentijifnus laudanius 
fuit Wilklmus de Albineio Brito j qui gl^dio 
difcurrens inter bojies extraSlo^ belli negotium con- 
frmoTQiU ** In this encounter phiefly defervcs 

honouii 
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honour, the moft valiant William de Albini, 
the Briton, who, with his fword, broke 
through the army, and put an end to the 
fight/' The firname of Brito was conferred 
upon him, in order to diftinguifti him from 
William de Albini Pincerna, in refpeft of 
the great ofEce of Butler, which he bore at 
the King's coronation. 

Roger de Mowbray, Earl of Northum* 
berland, having forfeited his eftates in York- 
ihire, for difloyalty, Henry I. gave the 
greateft part of them to Nigel de Albini, 
a perfon of noble extraction amongft the 
Normans, and by the mother's fide a Mow- 
bray. He was Bow- bearer to William Ru- 
fus 5 and Hem'y I. conferred upon him fuch 
large pofTeflions, that he had in England a 
hundred and forty Knights fees; and in Nor- 
mandy a hundred and twenty. His fon Ro- 
ger )vas alfo commanded by him to take the 
name of Mowbray, an honourable, wealthy, 
^nd powerful family, from whom the Mow- 
brays, Earls of Nottingham, and Dukes of 
Norfolk, were defcended. 

F 2 Rifing 
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Rifing Caftle, near Lynn in Norfolk^ was 
formerly the icat of the Albinies : Afterwards 
of Robert de Monthault, by marriage with 
the lifter and co-heir of Hughde Albini, Eaii 
of Arundd ; and laftly, of the Mowbrays, 
defcended from the fame ftock with the Al« 
binies. 

The town of Campden, in Gloucefter^ 
ihire, was, in the time of Edward IL in the 
poiTefiion of Nicholas de Albiniaco.

TH E Family of the * Fitz- Alans of 
Clun was of great reiK)wn in the 
time of the Conqueft : Tbey were pofle0ed 
of different cooffiderable manors in Shrop- 
(hire, and other counties^ 

John, {on of William Pitji-AIan, adhered 
to Robert Fitx- Walter, and the reft of the ^ 
rebdiioua Barons, who were then in arms 12 15 
agai^ft King Joha. 

In the firft year of Henry IIL having let- 
ters of fafe-conda6t to come in and make 
his peace, he had livery of tl^ lands of his 
inheritance, for which he gave no lefs than 
ten thoufaj:^ marks for his fine. He had,

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the year following, a rcfpite for payment of 
g that debt. He was fummoned to attend the 
King at Oxford, uport the truce being agreed 
on between the King and Lewelin, Prince of 
Wales. 

This John had two wives i the firft was Ha- 
bel, fecond daughter of William deAlbini,Earl 
of Arundel, and fifler and co-heir to Hugh, 
her brother; the fecond was Hawife de 
Blanc-^minfter, who departed this life the 
1240 24th of Henry III. 

John. Fitz- Alan, his fon and heir, fuc- 
1244 ceeded him in the twenty-eighth of Henry 
III. Upon the partition of all the lands of 
Hugh de Albini, Earl of Arundel, he had, 
by right of defcent from Ifabel, his mo- 
ther, the Caftle and Lordfhip of Arundel, 
. which was afligned him for his principal 
feat. Thus he became Earl of Arundel in 
her right, without any creation. 

The Earldoms of Suflexand Chichefter re- 
verted to the. Crown. The title of Earl of 
Suflex lary dormant till 1607, when the no- 
..blc family of RatclifF was raifed to that ho- 
nour, of which there were five Earls. The 

Ear^ 
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Earl of Newburgh, a gracious, miinificcnt, 
and amiable nobleman, defcends from the 
fame dock. 

John Fitz- Alan, Earl of Arundel, being 126a 
one of the Barons Marchers for the princi- 
pality of Wales, was made Captain General 
of all the forces, fent to guard the borders 
againft the hoftile incurfions of the Welfh, 
who then infefted the frontiers of England : - 
But Roger de Mortimer, being made Gene- J262 
ral Warden of all the Marches^ he received 
the King's precept to attend the commands 
of Roger, for the prefervation of the peace 
in thofe parts. 

Upon the accord made betwixt the King ^264. 
and the Barons that had been at variance 
Ivith him, he was one of the Lords to whom 
the King direfted his letters, by which he 
required him to fend his feal for the ratifi- 
cation thereof, in cafe he could not pcrfo- 
nally repair unto him. 

He received fummons to come to Here- 
ford with the other Barons, in the Epiphany, ^^^$ 
well fitted with horfe and jarms, for the de-

fence of the Marches, agamft the mcurfions 
of the Wclfh. 

1266 Having adhered to the rebellious Barons^ 
he was with fome of them m the Caftle of 
Rochefter; He defeited them afterwards* 
and fought deiperately, for the King» at the 
battle of LeweSj where he was taken prifoner 
with him^ but was foon rekafed. 

1268 '^^^ J^^"^ ^^^ thefifty^fecond of Henry 
III. leavmg if]^e» by Maud, his wife, daugh« 
ter of Rofe de Verdun, John, his fon and beir« 
He was reputed a man of tafte for polite 
literature, in that age, wherein learning was 
branded as a difgrace by people of fafhion» 
and confined to fome monafteries of Bene- 
di£iine& .Although he had been trained up 
to arms from his youth, he did not thini; 
that fludy was incompatible with a military 
life, in which he acquired the charadler of 
an a6live> - brave, and excellent General, 
equally capable to plan, and to execute the 
moft difficult enterprizes. He was frank, 
' open, .humane, and hofpitable. His defer-^ 
tion from the King to the Barons, and his 

fudden 
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fuddeh return to ^ diftr^fTed Molbarchj whe^ 
had entrufted him with the chief conunatid 
of his armies, may be mi£-repreienttd as 
pufillanimity and a felfifh defe^on $ but it 
leems to me, that he joined with the Barons 
with a defign to fnpport their )uft claims, 
jiot to countenance their rebellion^ 

John, Earl of Arundel, was but two 
and twenty years of 9ge, when he fucceeded 
to his father's honours and eftates. Having 
done his homage, he obtained livery of his 
lands, upon paying a hundred pounds for his 
Barony inShropihire, and twenty-five pounds 
for the fourth part of the Barony of Hug}^ 
deAlbini, Earl of Arundel: He furvived his 
father but two years, leaving iffue, by Ifa« ta^o 
bel de Mortimer, his wife, Richard, his fon 
and heiri who was then but five years old. 

The wardlhip of the faid Richard, Eatl 127a 
of Arundel, was granted, in the firft year 
of Edward I, to Roger de Mortimer. WiU , 
liam Aguillon, of an ancient and illuftrious 
family in France, was conftituted Governor 
pf Arundel Caftk, daring his minority ; and 
the care of his lands was committed to John

de Oxenden : Ifabel de Mortimer^ hismother^ 
obtained of King Edward L the Honour 
and Caftle of Arundel, during his nonage^ 

J 285 Richard, being out of ward, obtained a 
grant for a fair at his Manor of Arundel in 
Suflex, upon the eve-day and morrow after 
the Feaft of the Invention of the Holy Crofe. 
He had the livery of his father's eftate ; 
and being, on that account, feized of the 
Caftle, Honour, and Lordfhip of Arundel, 
in his own demefne as a fee, was, in that 
regard, and without any other confideradon, 
formal creation, or inveftiture. Earl of Arun- 
del; and accordingly was fo ftiled in all let-> 
ters, precepts, and inquifitions, ordered by 
the King concerning him. Upon the expe- 

1298 dition made into Scotland the twenty-fixth 
of Edward I. he is called Ricardus^ Jilita 
Alaniy Comes Arundel i and by the precept 

13^1 diredled to him from the King, he is alfb 
ftiled Comes Arundel i and by the inquifitiori 
taken after his death, he is called fo like- 
wife. 

It is evident, that John, his anceftor, had 
before him, that title, from the King's man- 
date 
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date to the Treafurer and Barons of the 1307 
Exchequer, to enquire what debts Edmund> 
then Earl of Arundel, fon and heir to the 
laft mentioned Richard, flood charged with, 
either in his own name, or in the name of 
any of his anceftors 5 in which mandate there 
is this expreflion : - - Sluod idem Edmundus 
tenetur ad Scaccarium pradidlutn in cm ]% 
XVI s. IX d. de duobus debitis^ qua inveniuH^ 
tur in rotulis Scaccarii noftri prcediSli fub nth- 
mine Ji^hannisy filii Alani quondam Comttis 
ArundeUa antecefforis pradiSti Edmundi. 

By that mandate it appears, that the Ba- 
rons did not, in former times, claim, as a 
privilege of the Peerage, an exemption from 
paying their creditors 5 and, that the Kings 
obliged them to do juftice to their fubje£te 
in ^hat refpedt, 

Richard married Alizon, daughter to the 
Marquis of Saluce in Italy 5 and left iffue by 
her, Edmui)d, his fon and fucceflbr, who 
was fixteen years old at the time of the death 
of his father i and two daughters, Maud, 
wife to Philip, LordBumeli artd Margaret, 

wife 
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wife to WtUiam Boteler, of Wemme. His 

1305 diedl the tkiftisth cf Edwardl. 

Biehaifd; Esrl of Arondd, was a well- 
bred m w, asd a {pod iblK>lar. He travd- 
led iikto Italy, . wkh an e^er defire to im* 
prove his, kopwledge ih diat countff , wiuch 
boafted alieady of its. pre-ciniiience in artt 
iad ftiencca ; and whofe nn^opolis^ reforted 
to by Pilgrim potentates, was reverenced as 
tlie capital dty of ChiiftendcNn, and the aw- 
ful feat of the Vicar of Chrift upon earth, 
and of tibke fqpreme Head of theChordi. He 
was a phik)ro|dier in that ftate of grandeur, 
which is the bane of virtue and moderaiir 
oo, an enemy to pageantry and oftentati- 
oBi £md took a particular deH^tin pro- 
moting the welfare and hapfnneis of his 
vaiTals. 

1306 Edmund, ¥)arl of ArUndd, recdTed the 
jbottoor of Knighthood, with Prince Edward, 
and divers peifona of note, by the folemn 
ceremony <tf Bathing; and attended the 

1311 King in his expedition into $cotIazd. He 
was one of tl^ fix Bark who appeared in 

arms 
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aims againft the King, upon the accoant of 
Gavefton, his prime autufter. 

In the fiifth of Edward II. 'HxmMS, Eail 
tjtf Lsoicafter, a Prince of the tdood, taldng 
upon him to redrefs the grievances of the 
Aation, fottaod a confederacy w^ ihc Arch* 
t>i(hop of Canterbury, the Ear k «f Ann- 
del, Warwick, and iElere|(<»'d, in order I0 
t^poie atl diat ihouid obftrui^ «be courie >of 
fuOke againft Gavefton, fhe King's favoa^ 
rite. The Earl tif Ainindc^ w«s conHituted 
Lieutenant and Captaun>GenenaI tdthe King, 
from Trent north^at^, as ^ as tlosibo- 
Toug^ in Scodanl ", he was alfi) appointed 
1>y the Barons, one ^e^the Lords Coffinaifi* 
Y>ners f<M: Tegulatmg the King'a hox^hold, 
and for fett^hng the i^rs of -1^ nati<» : 
They look upon him as the a^lbtor of -the 
rights of Church and State. He behaved 
fo well in the wars of Scodand, wlieiie 4ie 
provided two hundred foot foif the Xj^a^ 
fervice out of bts terrkories, fhsA the ICiag 
leftowed upon him, and the heirs male df j. j. 
^s body, tl»c ifie of Altholra, and all the 
lands forfeited by the xebellion of the Scotch 

Lords, 
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LordSj with the manors and poflcllions of 
Roger, Lord.Mortimer, of Wigmore in 
. . the Marches of Wales, and the eftates of 
Lord Bodlefmere, alfo efcheated by their re- 
bellion. 

1324 He flood in fuch great favour with the 
King, and was fo far tnifled by him, that 
be obtained his fpedal letters to the Pope, 
which, repreienting the diinfion of the no-- 
bles occafioned by the rebellion of Thomas, 
Earl of Lancafter, he prevailed upon the 
Pope to gnnt a diipehfation to John, fon 
and heir to Humphry de Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford, to marry one of the Earl of Lan- 
rafter's daughters s and to the fon and heir 
of Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, to 
marry another of them, in order to recon- 
cile thofe powerful families. 

^325 "^^^ ^5^ efteem the King had for him 
became the caufe of his ruin : That Mo- 
narch, being abandoned by the great Earls, 
except thofe of Arundel and Surry, the firft 
fell a facrifice to the people's fury, in that 
violent ftorm raifed by the nobles, who bore 

an 
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an implacable hatred againft the King's go- 

yernment, and the Spencers, his favourites. 

He was mortally hated by Mortimer* It 

was Isud to his charge^ that, having - mar-^ 

ried his fon and heir to the daughter of 

Hugh le Defpencer, he had been privy to 

liis couJifels, and had done the Queen much 

prejudice in her abfence j and befides, had 

procured the death of Thomas,, Earl of Lan^^ 

cafter, with that of Gondemar de Valence, 

Earl of Pembroke. 

The Earl of Arundel having been taken 1326 
with the King in Glamorganfhire, the 
Queen ordered him to be condufled to He- 
reford, in a moft ignominious manner, and 
to be expofed all the way to the infult$ and 
curies of a deluded people, who plundered 
his treafure. She marched herfelf to that 
city, where he was beheaded, in Mortimer's 
prefence, who was daunted by his heroical 
countenance. 

Froiffard fays, that the * Queen, land** 
ing in England, divers of the nobility repair-

cd 
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•d to her ; that {he catufed the Earl of Arufi- 
M to be brought before Prince Edward, and 
many Baix>ns of his attendance $ where, be- 
ing condemned to death, he was firil dirawn, 
then beheaded, and afiterwaids hai^;ed on 
a gib1>et ; which execution was done at the 
g;a)tes of the caflle of Briftd, in the %ht of 
the King himfetf* and Hugh le Defpenoer^ 
the youngs, in Odoher, 1326. 

By Aliot) his wife, fifler andhek* to John, 
Earl (^ Warren and Surry, this Earl left 
aflke, Richard, his ion and heir, and * Ed« 
nund, a younger Ton, whom the King re^ 
-oommended to the Po^pe, for preferring him 
toibmeeocidkfticaldignity; andtwod^uagh* 
ters, Alice, married to J<^n de Bohun, Earl 
of Hereford, and Jane, to Warine Gerard, 
LordOile. His honour and eftate being 
forfeited, the Caftle and Lordihip of Arun-- 
del was given to f Edmund, Barl of Kent, 
uncle to King Edward IIL 

* He married Sybil, daughter to William^ Earl of 
Bloticacute, £art df SaKfbury, and Lori oi Mont and 
Derby, who was one of the moft illuftrious charaden in 
that age of heroiTni. 

t He was, on that account. Earl of Arundel. 

Roger 
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Roger Mortimer was reftored to his lands 
and honours, to which was ddded, part of 
the eftatc of the Earl of Arundel. 

. Whatever were the crimes laid to hiS- 
charge, his condemnation was illegal, hav- 
ing been deprived of the benefit of being tried 
by his Peers, and denied a counfel to fpeak 
m his defence. It was ati aft of cruel dp- 
preffion, and deteftable tyranny, fuggefted 
by the inveterate malice of an infolent and 
revengeful favourite of a Queen, fubfcrvient 
to his luft and arbitrary fway. The con- 
rieftion of the Earls of Arundel with the 
Defpeneer fatnily fervcd their enemies to 
defame that noMemait, as an accortiplite of 
their wicked adttiiniftration. One cannot 
but lament the difmal fate of that great mibi, 
whofe glorious exploits in Scotland, and emi- 
nent fervices to his King and Country, made 
him proclaimed unanimoufly by the Barons, 
the arbitrator of their differences with Ed- 
ward, who repofed the fame confidence 
upon his wifdom and integrity. He had his 
failings, in c6mmon with all mankinds but

his virtues and his abilities diilinguifhed 
him from all his cotemporaries. 
1328 Edward III. granted to Alices his wife^ 
an annuity of three hundred and twenty 
pounds, for life, to maintain herfelf and 
children. 

Richard Fitz-*Alan» Earl of Arundel and 

1330 Surry, being reftored in blood by * Parfia- 

ment, had the Caille pf Arundel furrender* 

, fd to him ; wluch refloration and furrender 

was afterwards confirnied in parliament the 

twenty-fifth of Edward III. it having been 

determined the firft of Edward's reign> that 

Edmundyhis father, was unjuftlyput to death. 

1333 He had 9 grant of part of the poffcflions of 

Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, attainted. 

1336 He accompanied the King i»the wars to 

Scotland, where he befieged the Caftle of the 

Earl of Dunbar, gallantly defended by the 

Countefs. Being Steward of the Realm of 

Scotland, by hereditary right, he gave up 

his whole title therein to the King, in con- 

fideration of a thoufand marks he ^as to 

• A8*lhe attainder of his father was confirmed by parli- 
ament, he was reftored entirely by the indulgence of King 
Edward III. 

receive 
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receive out q{ the King's Exchequer, At Car- 
narvon, as part of the revenues of Nor^h- 
Wales : The next year he was joined with 
William de Montacute, Earl of Salifbury, 
againft the Scots ; he was alfo conftituted 
JuJftice of North Wales, and obtained the 
King's Charter for a Coyrt within his Bo- t^sT^ 
rough of Arundel, and to hold, by himfelf 
and his Bailiffs, the Sheriff's Turn within 
that Liberty, paying yearly to the King, 
three pounds, iixteen (hillings, and eighth 
pence. 

He was engaged in the wars of Scotland, 1338 
with an allowance of a hundred and forty^ 
£ve pounds, iixteen (hillings, and two-pence, 
for his falary ; and being conftituted Admi- 
ral of the weftem feas, he was one of the 
chief commanders in the expedition into 
Flanders. He aflifted at the magnificent 
Feaft and Jufting, held at London, by the i34r 
King, in compliment to the Countefs of 
Salifbury. He was, the next year, at the 
iicge of Vannes in Britanny. 

He was fent Ambaffador with Henry de 1344 
Lancafter, Earl of Derby, toAlphcTnfus, King 

G 2 of 
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of Caftile and Leon, for fettling the differ- 
crices betwixt the two Kings, in regard to 
maritime affairs : He was, the fame year, 
fent, as Joint-Lieutenant, with troops into 
Guiennej they confifted of five hundred 
Knights, two thoufand archers, and a large 
body of infantry* ^ 

1 345 He was feparated from Uabel, daughter of 
Hugh le Defpencer, to whom he had beent 
married in his minority ; and the Pope, at 
the King's recommendation, granted him a 

-- difpenfation to marry Eleanor, daughter of 
Henry, Earl of Lancafter, by reafon of their 
affinity. ' 

1346 He attended the King in his wars with 
France/ and was one of the chief Command- 
ers under Edward, the Black Prince, at the 
famous battle of Crecy, where he took pri- 
foner the Duke of A]en9on, King Philip's 
brother. 

1348 He was fent AmbafTador to the Pope, to 
confer with the AmbaiTadors of Philip dc 
Valois, King of France, in the prefence of 
Pope Clement VL concerning the truce made 

betwixt 
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betwixt Edward and Philip. He commanded 
afterwards a fleet againft the Spaniards. 

Edmund, his fon and heir, agreed to marry j ^ ^ 2 
Alice, daughter of Roger de Mortimer, Earl 
of March, with three thoufand marks for 
her portion j a thoufand at the fealing of 
the agreement 5 a thoufand, at their marri- ^ ^ 

age, atfeven years of age; and the remaining 
thoufand, when the marriage fliould be ac- 
compHfhed, at the age of thirteen. This 
Edmund died before the time ftipulated for 
the conclufion of his marriage. 

The fame year, Richard, £arl of Arun- 
del, was again fent to Rome, to fee the 
agreement ratified by the Pope, which had 
been made betwixt the Kings of England and 
France : The King of England was to enjoy 
the Dutchy of Aquitaine, in cafe he totally 
quitted his claim to that realm. In theii 
Parliament held this year, the death of Ed- 
mund, Earl of Arundel, his father, being 
adjudged unjuft, he was fully reftored as his 
heir ; and obtained the King's Charter for 
Free Warren in all his Lordfhips in Wilt- 
ihirt.

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1^72 He again attended the King into France, 
for the relief of Thouars, with the Prince, 
the Duke of Lancafter, and many of the no- 
bility. . 

J ^ 7 - TJlis Earl procured licence from the King 
to found a Chantry in his Chapel at Arun- 
del, within the walls of the Caftle, for a 
certain number of Priefts and Clerks ; and 
to endow it with a rent of one hundred and 
feven marks per annum, out of his Lord- 
fliips of Angemering, Clepham, and Warn- 
camp, in Suflex; and, by his teftament,

buried 
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buried in the Chapter Houfe of the Priory 
of Lewes, near the tomb of Eleanor de Lan- 
cafter^ his wife-s appointing, that his fune- 
ral (hould h^ £»lemnized without atiy mtn 
at artne, horfes^ hearfe, or other pomp; 
iikemife,^ to have but five torches with their 
martyrs, avid nd more than five hondred 
marks to be expended on his funeral. He 
beqiieatlked two hundred pounds to purtlifi^ 
lands and rents fpr the Monks of Lewes, t^ 
thi? maintenance of two Monks, to celebrate 
two Mailes perpetually, every day, for the 
ibuls of his father ilnd mother, his wife, and 
iiicceflorSi and all Chriftians/ in the Cha*- 
pel of St. Thomas the Martyr, in that houfe, 
^r elfe in the Chapel of our Lady, on the 
north of the grea^Charch 5 Onb Maft of our- 
Lady, the other of the. Holy Ghoft : And, 
that every Prior of that houfe, at the firft 
entrance of his government, fhould fwear 
to Stt the fame pun<^ually performed. 

By this teflami^t, he gave to his fon, Tho- 
mas, then Biihop of Ely, afterwards Arch- 
. bifhop of Canteibury, and Chancellor of 
England, two thoufand marks i to his fon, 
G 4 John, 
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John, five thoufand marks, with all the 
flock upon his lands, at his deceafes- to 
Joan, his daughter, two thoti^uid marks $ 
Xo Alice, three thonfand ; to Johii, die fpn 
of his fon John, five hundred ; to WilUam* 
another fon of his fon John, five hundred; 
to the eildefl daughter of his fatd.fon John, 
a thoufand marks; to Henry and Edward^ 
younger fons of his fc«i JcAn, each five h»nr 
dred marks ; to his njephews and nieces, the 
fons and daughters of Sir Roger Leftrange> 
and to his fifter, Aleyne Leftrange, wife of 
the faid Roger, one thoufand one hundred 
marks ove^" and above one thoufand marks 
more, paid to them already. 

He bequeathed to Richard, hi j fon and 
heir, his beft Coronet, charging him, on 
his bkfling, to keep it during his life; anil 
then to leave it to his heir, and fo to r^ 
main, frpna heir to heir, J-rOrds of Arun- 
del, in remembrance of him; tP Joan, his 
daughter,^ l|is fecond Coronet, with the like 
. charge to keep it all her life, and to remaip 
fo frpm hgir tQ heir; and to Alice, his 

daughter, 
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daiight^, his third Coronet, with the like 
injuhfHons* He departed this life in Fe- 
briiary, in the 49th year of Edward III. 1^75 

By Ifabel, his firft' wife, whom he repu* 
diated, he had a daughter, called Philippa, 
married to Sir Richard Sergeaiix, of Cor-^ 
nousal. Eleanor, daughter to Henry of 
Lancafter, his fecond wife, was widow of 
John, Lord Beaumont. Alice, his daugh- 
ter, married Thomas Holland, Earl of Kent. 
Joian. married Humphry de Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford. 

John, hi& feccmd fon, was a Banneret in 
the firft of Richard IL Marflial of England, 
and of the retinue of Thomas Woodftock, 
Eafl of Buckinghanl, uncle to the King. 
This John married Eleanor, daughter of 
John> Lord Maltravers, fifler and heir to 
Henry, Lord Maltravers ; and was fum- 
moned to Parliament in the firft, fecond, 
and third of Richard IL Being fent, with 
divers Knights, to the affiftance of the Duke 
of Britanny, he perifhed by ihip- wreck. By 
Eleanor^ his wife, he left iflue, John, his 
fon and heir, wl^o, upon the death of Tho- 
mas, 
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ma$9 Earl of Arundel, without ifilie^ beii^ 
his next heir male^ poflefTed the Caftle of 
Arundel, and divers other Lordihips, by vir^ 
tue of an entail made by Richard L Earl of 
Arundel, in the twenty<*firft of Edward III* 
and had the title of Earl of Arundel. 

* Richard IL Earl of Arundel, was alio 
Earl of Surry, in right of Alice, his mother, 
fifter and heir to John, Earl of Warren and 
Surry, the laft heir male of that family. 
She transferred; by her marriage wifli Ed^ 
mund Fitz*Alan, Earl of Arundel, the 
Lordfhips of Cucksfield, Kimere, and many 
other manors ; with her hereditary eftates of 
Radmil, into the family of the Fitz^Alans, 
who enjoyed them till Richard, Ead of 
Arundel and Surry» was attainted for trea- 
fon againft King Richard IL The laft Earl 
of Arundel and Surry was huried, according 
1 078 to his will, in the Chapter Houfc of thePriory 
of Lewes, which had been founded by Wil- 
liam, Earl of Warren and Surry, one of his 
mother's anceftors. 

• He was created Knight of the Moft Nobl? Order of 
the Qarter when it was Wt inflictf teiL* 

He 
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He hsd thrLordibip of Seaford; and ob^ 
takksdj the kcond of Edward III. the privi*- 
lege of returning Writs in the Hundreds of 
Even*B6urn, E«ft-Bourn, Sock-bridge, and 
within the Hundred and Manor of Single- 
ton, -which were both his fees : This privi- 
lege was granted him for himfelf and heirs. 
The Lojfdfhip of Brighdielmftone belonged 
alfo to the Earls of Arundel." 

One may judge of thefupcrior abilities, 
and dirftinguiihed merit of this Richard, 
Larl of Arundel, by the high efteem he was 
in with Edward III. who entrufted him with 
the command of his vi&(»*]ous armies in 
France and Scotland, and employed him in 
■the moft honourable aild important embaflies* 
He Acquitted himfelf in thofe eminent fka^ 
tions with that fpirit, prudence, and dig- 
nity, becoming the repr^entative of the 
greatieft Monarch of his age. He was alfo 
the frieild and confident of the Black Prince, 
and onfe of the chfef mourners at the fune^ 
rals of that hero. 

Richard, Earl of Arundel and Surry, 1,77 
was, the firft of King Richard IL conftituted^ 
3 Admiral 
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Admiral of the King's fleet to the wcftwsttxJ, 
then fouthwat-d, and laftiy northward; 
and was retained, by indenture, to ferve the 
Kingatiea, for three months, with John, 
Duke of Lancafter, KingofCaftUe^ - 

1278 He received orders to go to Normandy, 
and take pofTeflion of Cherbourg, which the 
King of Navarre had promifed' to deliver to 
the Englifh. He had fcarce left the toafl: 
of England,' when he was met by fomeSpa- 
nifli men of war, who fiercely attacked him, 
and did him fome damage ; That fquadron 
was commanded by Sir Philip and Sir Peter 
Courtney; two brothers. Notwithftanding 
thisobftacle, he put agarrifon in Cherbourg, 
)vhich afforded the Englifh an inlet into Nor- 
mandy; as Calais did into Piccardy. Wil- 
liam de.Montacute, Earl of S2iisbui7, was 
joined in command with him. 

J 2 84 He was in the expedition againft Scotland : 
He alfo procured a licence of the King 
to employ fuch agents as he thought fit to 
go to the Abbey of Almenefches in Nor* 
mandy, which was an afien, to treat and 
conclude with the Nuns of that Monaftery, 

for 
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for the purchafc of certain lands, part of the 
pofleflions of the Priory of Leominftcr, or, 
as Speed calls it, Lulminfter in Suflex.- But 
what eflfeft this treaty had is not faid. Au- 
thors do not mention who were the foun- 
ders of that Priory, nor the time of its foun-. 
dation. 

Edgiva was Abbefs of Leomirtfter, in 
1049, Swane, Earl of Oxford, Gloucef- 
ter, Hereford, Somerfet, and Berks, fon 
of Godwin, Earl <>f Kent, in Edward the 
Confeflbr*8 time, was forced to fly into Den* 
mark, for having feduced and carried away 
the beautiful Edgiva, out of her Monaftery, 
with an intent to marry her, contrary to 
the laws of thofe times. That Priory was 
a cell for Nuns, fubjeft to the Benedictine 
Nuns of the Abbey of St. Mary Almenefches 
in France, How great were their revenues 
we have no information ; but find, that all 
their pofleffions in England, as well as in 
France, were confirmed to them by Pope 
Alexander IV. and their lands exempted from 
tithes by his bull, dated iiyS. In the 
twcnty-fecond of Hen 17 11. tliey made, as 

all 
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all the Nuns do, vows of chafBty, obedi« 
ence, poverty, and perpetual cloture. There 
virere twenty-rfour Nuns, all ladies of qua^ 
lity, and fix Lay-Sifters, to do all the me* 
nial fervices in the hdufe. They pai4 for 
th^r pordon, at their admittance, two hun^ 
dred marks each; made abftinence of all 
kind of flefli, except in cafe of indifpdition ; 
fafted all the Lent, Advent, Vigils, and 
all the Fridays and Saturdays of th^ year : 
They were forbidden the ufe of lixmen by 
their inftitutes, and were not allowed to 
make fire in their cells : They rofe at mid* 
night to fay their Mattinsj and were enjoin^ 
ed filence. 

1384 In the feventh of Richard IL the Earl of 
Arundel obtsdned a charter for a weekly mar* 
ket, at his Manor of Eaft- Angmaring in Suf* 
fex, upon Saturday i and a yearly fair, on 
the eve and day of the feaft of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, the Apoftles, June twenty-nine, 
which has been long difufed. 

1386 IJe wa$ joined in commiflion with Tho- 
mas, Duke of Lancafter, for the trial of Mi- 
chael de la Pole, and fcMne other of the 

King's 
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Kliiig's favourites, whom the Cpmmohs in 
Parliament had impeached for divers high 
crimes : De la Pole was condemned to deaths 
and his eftate confifcated. He was one of 
the council appointed for the adminii^ration 
of the government -, and was authorized^ 
Witli the Duke of Gloucefter, to examine 
the public accounts, and how the King's 
revenues had been diipofed of. 

Being made Admiral of England, he re-* 13 8^ 
ceivod the Moiety of the Tenth, given to 
the King in Parliament, by the Clergy s as 
alfo the Moiety of that Fifteenth given by 
the Laity, for the public ferviceof the realm, 
in a naval expedition. He put to fea in the 
beginning of the fpring, defeated a great 
fleet of French, Spaniih, and Fkmifh mer-* 
chantmen ; took a hundred of theiF fhips, 
laden with wine, containing nineteen thou- 
£ind tuns, and brought fome of them to 
England. After that, he failed to Bretagne, 
relieved Breft, bcfieged by the Duke, and 
having demoliihed two forts, which had been 
raifed by the enemy to ftrcngthcn the place, 
he fopplkd the Caftle with a whole year's . 

provifions. 
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provifions. This fervicc, which dctetvtd 
fome return from the King, made him in-» 
cur his indignation. When he came from' 
his expedition, he would not 6vcn vouchfafe 
to fpeak to him ; fo much was he prejudiced 
againft him by the Duke of Ireland, and 
other favourites. It was intimated to the 
credulous Monarch, who was yet a minor, 
that the taking of thefe fliips would not fail 
of bringing tioubles upon him. The EarU 
highly offended at this ungracious reception^ 
and being afterwards utterly neglefted, re- 
figned his commiflion ; which was given to 
Henry Percy^ firnamed Hotfpur, Earl of 
Northumberland, whofe courage, in the 
opinion of the favourites, would either 
eclipfe the fame of Arundel, and over-ba- 
lance the populaiity he had acquired, or in- 
duce him io bngage in enterprizes that might 
end in his deftruftion j for they knew he 
was no well-wiflier to the Court. Thomas 
Mowbray, Earl of Nottingham, the other 
Admiral, was alfo difgraced. 

The Earl of Arundel had executed his 
office with equal aftivity and fucccfs. Wal- 

iingham 
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iingham obferves, this Earl did not as other 
Admirals ufed to do \ that is» man his fleet 
with perfons not ufed to the fea, to whom 
they gave but half wages, and fo put the 
reft of the money allowed by the govern- 
ment into their own pockets ; but he chofe 
the ftouteft and heft Tailors he could get, 
having been made High Admiral by the 
Parliament* 

He went to the affiflance of the Duke of 1388 
Bretagne, who was attacked by the King of 
France : In his return, he took from the 
French eighty freighted Ihips, and plundered 
Rochelle, with the ifles of Ree and Oleron. 

The death of that nobleman was a vic- 
tim required by the unrelenting vengeance of 
the Favourite, who- direfted the King's 
Councils* The Earl of Arundel, with the 
Earls of Warwick and Derby, refolved to 
put themfelves in arms for their fafety. The 
* King, alarmed at their infurreftion, agreed 

• When Edward, Earl of Rutland, the Lord Spencer, 
and others, accufed the Earl of Arundel of treafon, they 
appeared before King Richard II. at Nottingham, in red 
gowns of filk, garded and bordered with white filk, and 
embroidered with ietters-of gold* Walpo e's Anecdotes of 
Paintings.. 

H to 
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to redrefs their grievances, ^nd appomted 
Weftminflcr for the place of thp conferences. 
They declared the Duke of Ir^l^d, s^ hvk 
afifociatesy enemies to the cofliiinonwealth f 
and that they had mifguided the Kii^.. Thisi 
acculatipn proved afterward; the ruin of 
many of them. 

This Earl) fupported by ppwerfiil Lc^ds,, 
and moft part of the nation, had,. by.ggQje*. 
ral confent, been conftituted Governoi: of 
the caftlc and town of Breft in Britanuy*. 
the King's Lieutenant in thofe parfts^ 9R^ 
Captain General of the King's fleet, m%\k 
commifiion to treat of peace with John do. 
Montfort, Duke of Rritanny. Being ^in 
difcontented, after his return into Engl^nd^ 
he obtained the King's leave to travel abroad, 
with twenty perfons of his retinue, an4 io^ 
be ab&nt as long as he ihould think proper ^i. 
As he was in the oppo&tion againft the 
King, headed by the Duke of Gtouceften 
the Parliament forbad all perfons to aid or 
affift the Earl of Arundel with arms or pro-^ 
1389 vifions, and he was the next year deprived of 
his poft of High Admiral. 

Upon 
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tJpoft paylrig iflne of four hundred marks 
to the King, he hdd his pardon for mar- 1392 
fyifig his fi^ond wife, Philippa, daughter to 
Edmund IVIortimer, Earl of March, the re^ 
lift of John de Haftings, fon and heir of 
the £arl of Pembroke, who died in his mi- 
iiofity. 

- In May, the King held a Parliament at 
Weftrninfter, wherein he difplaced many 
great dfiicers and judges. He complained, 
tf mong other grievances, of the indignity of- 
fered to the * Queen, by that imperious no- 
bleman, during his minority. Such was 
Ids ^ay and his inflexibility, that he faw, 
with a fupercilioiis unconcern, that Princefe 
kneeling at his feet : She pleaded for the life 
o^ John Calverley, one of her Efquires, in 
that humble pofture r Neithbr her entreaties, 
nor her tears, could prevail upon his impla- 
cable temper. All the anfwer flie could get 
Was, * Madam, pray for youirfelf and your 
hufbahd, antf let this fuit alone.' Her faith- 
ful fervant was beheaded.

Ha Th<i 
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The Duke of Lancafter and Earl of Ariin-* 
del accufed each other in Parliament, who^ 
as rivals in power and influence, had long 
hated each other in fecret The King, who 
detefted Arundel, made himfelf a party in 
this quarrel^ and the Earl of Arundel was 
obliged to afk his pardon in full Parliaments 
He obtained a fpecial difpenfation from at- 
tending the Parliament and the CounciL 

1396 The Duke of Gloucefter formed an affo- 
ciation againft the miniftry, and engaged in 
his party, the Earls of Arundel and War- 
wick, with the Archbifhop of Canterbury^ 
brother to the Earl of Arundel ^ and, ajt 
Arundel Caftle^ thefe aflbciates deliberated 
upon very dangerous and illegal methods^ 
for the reformation of the government. The 
Earl of Arundel refufed to aifift at the deli-^ 
bcrations of the Parliament, influenced by 
the Courjt. 

1397 The Earl of Arundel, being invited to the 
Council, was arretted atLondon : The King, 
after familiarly talking with him fome timej 
ordered him to be apprehended, and fent to 
the Tower. He had before given him many, 

.1 fair 
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fair words and gracious promifes ; he was ac- 
cufed of the fame crimes, for which, nine 
years before, the King had granted him 
pardon* An appeal of treafon being brought 
againft him, he was fummoned to appear at 
Nottingham, to be tried by a grand Coun- 
cil of his Peers. 

The pardon granted to Richard, Earl of 
Arundel, in the eleventh year of the King's 
reign, as well as another palled in his favour 
at Windfor, in the feventeenth year of the 
reign of Richard II. were revoked and annul-^ 
led, as having been obtained by compulfion. 

Thomas Arundel, ArchbifKop of Canter- 
bury, was impeached of high treafon ; for 
having advifed the Duke of Gloucefter, and 
the Earls of Arundel and Warwick, to af- 
fume the royal power. He was declared a 
traitor, and condemned to perpetual banifh- 
ments his temporalities. were feized, and h« 
was fufpendBd from his epifcopal functions' 
by the Pope. 

The Duke of Lancafter was appointed 
Lord High Steward at the trial of the Earl 
of Arundel, who pleaded his general pardon, 

H 3 granted 
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granted by the King» and confirmed by the 
Parliament ^ but this hfLviu|^ been already 
repealed in the prefent feflion, he was found 
guilty of high treafon, condemned to be 
hapgtdy drawn, and quartered ; and all his 
eflate, real and perfonal, was forfeited to 
the King's ufe ; • yet the fentence was miti- 
^ted into fimple decapitation. He was be^ 
headed on T^^^i^ Hill, Dugdale %s, in 
Cheapfidej and died with great refolution;, 
in prcfeoce of the King, and the Earls of 
Kent and Nottinghami^ whoi though his fon-^ 
in-law, exprefling an unn^anly and in- 
human ple^fure at his fate, My Lord, faid 
he with great deliberation to Nottingham, 
** It would have better become yo^, to be 
abfent upon fuch an occafion. You feem to* 
triumph 9X my fufferings ; but perhaps the 
day win come, when yowr own misfortunes 
will^ furni(h the jilfe triumph to your ene-» 
mies." 

Nothing could be more unpopular than 
the executioaof this nobleman, whopoffeffed 
^any valuable qualities, had ferved with 
great iuccefs againft the encipy, and always 

aifertcd 
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aflerted the liberties of that people, by whom 
he was exceedingly beloved. They looked 
upon him as a martyr to their caufe. One 
of the principal grievances alledged againft 
Richard II. was, that he had extorted from the 
judges ah aflent to iUegal opinions, with a 
view to condemn the Earl of Arundel. 

He was buried in the Church of the Au- 1399 
guftine Friars, in London. Moft of his 
lands were beftowed on the Barl Marfhal, 
advanced to the titk of Duke of Norfolk} 
and the Earlof Kent, his nephew, was created 
Uiike of Surry. 

Frbiflart fays, the King was prefent at the 
Earl of ArundeFs execution. Another hiftorian 
adds^ that the fped!ac)e reniiaihed fo deeply 
imprinted in his memory, that his ileep was 
interrupted hf dreams, rcprefenting to him 
the Earl covered wkh blood, and upbraiding 
him with hi? in)uftice. To this contributed, 
perhaps, the rumour, that feveral miracles 
vwre wrought at the tonib of the deceafed 5 
and that his head ^aas miraculoufly rejoined 
tahis body* To prevent the ill cdnfequences 
^ that faife notion, the King offered 
H 4 the 
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the corpfe to be taken up and expoied to 
public view, for ten days together, in a 
church. It was not poflible to cure the peo- 
ple of their prepofiefTions ; he pafled for a 
Martyr. Miracles were propagated in thofe 
days by prieft*craft, and the implicit iPaith 
of the vulgar. 

By his teftament, bearing date the fourth 
of March, 1382, which was about fourteen 
years before his untimely death, he bequeath- 
ed his body to be buried in the Priory of 
Lewes, behind the High Altar. 

He bequeathed to his fon, Richard, his 
Chape], with all the furniture of cloth and 
red velvet, embroidered with angels and 
archangels ; to his fon, Thomas, a hundred 
pounds yearly, for his maintenance, until 
fome Lordfhips ihould be fettled upon him ; 
to his daughter, Charleton, a little tablet, 
enamelled <and gilt; to hb daughter, Eliza^ 
beth, a necklace; to his daughter* Joan, 
wife of William Beauchamp, Lord Aberga- 
venny, Marfhal of the King's horfe, a bed 
of arras ; to his daughter, Mary, ten marks 
yearly, for her maintenance till her marriage; 

to 
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to his fitter, the Countefs of. Hereford, a 
cup and cover ; to his fitter, the Countefs 
of Kent, his cup of trefoils; and to his mo- 
ther, a cfofs of gold. 

By Elizabeth, daughter of William de 
Bohun, Earl of Northampton, he left iffue 
three fons, Thomas, who fucceeded him, 
Richard, and William, who died young; 
and four daughters, Elizabeth, firft married 
to William de Montacute, eldeft fon to Wil* 
liam. Earl of Salifbury, unhappily (lain in 
a tilting at Windfor, by the Earl, his fa- 
ther, 1383 ; fecondly, to Thomas, Lord Mow- 
bray, Earl Marfhal, and Earl of Nottmg- 
ham, afterwards Duke of Norfolk; thirdly, to 
Sir Gerard Usflete, Knt. and fourthly, to Sir 
Robert Couttiil, Knt. who had been an 
Efquire to the Duke of Norfolk, her fecond 
hutt)and ; Joan, wife of William de Beau- 
champ, Lord Abergavenny ; Margaret, mar- 
ried to Sir Rowland Lenthall, Knt. and 
'j- Alice, to John Charleton, Lord Powis. ^

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There was fonnerly at Arundel^ a Priory 
cf Black Monksi of the older of St. Bene*- 
di£t> fome time belonging and fubje6t to 
the Abbey of St. Martin of Sais in Nor- 
mandy* As Roger de Montgomery) firft Earl 
of Anindd) was a munificent patron of that 
M<»iaftery» it is probablei that he defired 
the Abbot to fend ibme of his Monks to fet- 
tie there, and that he was the founder <^ 
that icligiious colony towards the end of the 
Conqueror's reign. That little Priory 
was dedicated to St. Nicholas^ and flood 
without the walls of the Caftle; it ieldoiti 
had in it More than one Prior and fourMonks« 
By a charter of the Prior and Conveiit oiSu 
Nicholas of Arundel^ Gervas, Prior for the 
tiaie being, and his Monks, grant, s^ for 
<vef yield, to Johri, Bifliop of Chichefter, 
and his fucceiTors, the territory of Durringe-* 
"wycks, whicb fhey had obtained by the gift 
^nd conceflion of the Abbefs and Nuns of 
Ceftfdbmnti with an its dependencies ; and 
quit all their claim to that Lbrdfhip, atid 
ceciQUBce all right of propriety to the wood^, 
filh-ponds, meads, and pafturc grounds of 

that 
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that diftrift, as wdl as the lan4( whic^ 
Helcyfe de la Heha, widow of Aylwin, pof-. 
fefled for her dower j with all tha liberties 
and franchifes annexed to that manor^ with-* 
out any refervation to themfelves and fuccef-i 
fors ; as it i» roentioned in the faid charter^ 
which has no date. 

In confidera^ion of this houfe going to de^ 
cay, and being deferted by the Monks^ King 
llichard IL in the third year of his reign^ 
granted his royal licence to Richard, Earl <rf 
Aran4?l and Surry, to found a Chantry or 
College, in the pari(h church of St. Nicho- 
las,, with lic^nc? to t^ Prior and Monks tQ 
grant and alienate their Priory, and all thq 
lai?4s ther^iunto belonging to the faid Earlj 
to the int.ent tha^ h^ fl^ould confer the Same 
pa thirteen fccular Chapbins^ whereof one 
to. be chief and caJkdfMafter, feven Priefts^ ' 
three Peacons, three Sub-* Deacons, two Ac* 
colytes, feven Chprifters, and twor Saierifts^j

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wife'Si and all chrifKan fouls. It was an ad-' 
dition to the Chantry of fix Priefts and three 
Clerks, defigned by his father in the Cha- 
pel of theCaftle of Arundel^ which he thought 
could not continue in that place for ever. 

The Priory of St. Nicholas paid to the 
King yearly, upon the account of the war 
with France, as an alien, twenty marks. 
Edward, the Black Prince, had purchafed, 
among other pofleflions, the advowfon of 
that Priory, for himfelf and his heirs, which 
had devolved by hereditary right to his fon, 
Richard II. None but the Prior Kved m it 
at the time of its diflblution, confequently 
the divine fervice was negle£led, as it is ex- 
prefly mentioned in the charter that tranf- 
ferred all the lands and privileges of that 
Monaflrcry to the Bleflcd Trinity. The Earl 
of Arundel and his heirs were obliged to 
pay to Richard II. and his fucccflbrs, twenty 
pounds per annum for the faid advowfon. 
One of the Monks of that Priory oflSciated as 
Reftor in the Church of St. Nicholas, which 
was alfo parochial from the time of its foun- 
dation. They had the advowfon of the 

Churches 
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Churches of Yapton, Royfton, Billingihufft^ 
Kerredeford, and Cocking; andofthe'do- 
native of Hampton, and the fmall tithes of 
Prefton, Gorbg, Hertynge, Bourae, and 
Storington. They were Lords of Yapton 
and other manors, and their pofleffions were 
not inconfiderable. That Monaftery was 
difTolved with the confent and by theautho* 
rity of the Abbot and Monks of the Abbey 
of Sais. The Mafter and Fellows of the 
College fubftituted to the Monks were oblig-- 
ed to pray for the founders of the Priory, 
having got it for their maniion'hou(e, and 
all the lands, rights, and privileges atinexed 
to it: They had a hundred acres of arable , 
lahd, fix acres of meadows, twelve acres of 
woods, and fifteen (hillings yearly^ within 
the prediift of Arundel j fixty acres of land 
in Billingfhurft, fixteen fhillings a year in 
Cocking, four pounds ten (hillings per an- 
num in Ryegate, and forty fhillings in Chi- 
chefter; thirty acres of land in Blackhurft, 
and a penfion of twenty fhillings from the 
Cathedral of Chichef^er, for the Churches 
of Singleton and Eaft^Deane. In fine, this 

College 
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Co^ef^ was fo well endowed^ thftt k wasva-i* 
ltted>: at the dUTolutiOn, at a himdrcd and

140 1 He married Beatrix, an illegitimate daugh«- 
ter to John, King of Portugal. The King 
and Queen were prefent at the wedding in 
London. 

1411 He was fent with divers men at arms and 
archers to the affiftance of the Duke of Bur* 
gundy, againft the Duke of Orleans ; and 
the fame year he was made Gonftable of 
Dover Caftle, Warden of the Cinque Ports, 
and Lord Treafurer of England. 

But as he grew infirm, he bequeathed by 
his teftament, dated the tenth of 0£):ober, in 
the thiril year of Henry V. his *body, to be 
buried in the Quire of the Collegiate Church 
of the Holy Trinity at Anmdel, under a cer- 
tain tomb there, to be new made for him; 
and ordered his executors to ercft a fair mo* 
nument to his father, appointing a hundred 
and thirty pounds, fix (hillings, and eight 
pence, to be beftowed at hk funeral, in ce-

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lebrating Maffes fof his foiil. He caufed a 
Chapel to be built at the gate called Mary 
Gate,, in Arundel, in honour of the BlelTed 
Virgin. 

He departed this, life the thirteenth of 
Oftober of the fame year, without iffue, be-' 
ing poflefled of four manors in Norfolk, fe-^ 
ven in Eflex, one in Hertfordfliire^ five in 
Salop, fixteen in the Marches of Wales^ the 
Oiftle of Arundel inSuffex, and thirty-feven 
manors in the . fame County^ with eleven 
hundreds, the Caftle and Lordftlip of Lewes, 
the Caftle of Ryegate, with two manors in 
* Surry, and three in Wiltfhire; in all, feventy- 
five* His three fitters werei his coheirefles* 
Beatrix, his widow, married John Holland^ 
Earl of Huntingdon* 

John, King of Portugal, in a letter to 
Sir John Pelham, one of the anceftors of 
the Puke of Newcaftle, ftiles him noble and 
prudent ; and, well knowing his noble qua- 
lities, defires him to (hew the Lady Beatrix, 
his daughter, being deprived of her hufband 
the Earl of Arundel, the fame favour and 
I affeaion 
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afFe£bon he had before (hewed her; which 
he fhould always gratefully acknowledge. 

Thomas, Earl of Arundel and Surry, was 
as great a warrior as his illuflrious progeni-* 
tors. He was gentle, modeft, gracious, and 
beneficent : He acquired, during his admi- 
niftration, the name of a wife, impartial, 
difinterefled, and incorruptible miniften 
The monuments of piety he left after him 
made the following generations blefs his 
memory. 

Upon the death of Thomas, Earl of Arun- 
del, without iffue, by virtue of an entail of 
the Gaftle of Arundel and lands thereto be- 
longing, made by Richard, Earl of Arun- 
del, his grandfather, in the twenty-firft <rf 
Edward III. Sir John Fitz-Alan, otherwifc 
called Sir John Arundel, Knt. coufin and 
next heir male to the faid Thomas, fucceed- 
ed to the Title and Lordfhip of Arundd : He 
was fon and heir of John, fecond fon of 
Richard, Earl of Arundel. 

Elizabeth, Dutchefs of Norfolk, who was 
then the wife of Sir Gerard Usflete, Knt. be- 
ing his eldeft fifter, was his next heir; 
3 whereupon 
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V^herecipon the title of Earl of Surry pafTed 
to her grandfon, John de Mowbray, who 
was created Earl of Warren and Surry in 
the life-time of his father, John, Duke of 
Norfolk. 

John Fitz-Alan, fon and heir to John^ 
Marfliftl of England^ was but fifteen years 
old when his father died. In the fixth of 
Henry IV. upon the death of Eleanor M al-^ 
travers, Im mother, who had married Regi- 
nald, Lord Cobham, he was fcnind to b* 
her next heir, being twenty years old. In 
the third of Henry V. ht was one of the 
Commanders of the fleet in the French 
wars; and in the fourth of the fame King, lAij 
as coufin and next heir male to Thomas^ 
Earl of Arundel, he had a refpite for per- 
forming his Homige and Livery of the Ca* 
ftle. Town, and Manor of Arundel, and 
twenty-two other manors, and ten hundreds 
in the County of Suflex, and of the forefts 
and chaces of Arundel ; but the title of Earl 
was not attributed to him, as it is evident 
by the record.

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1 4 1 9 He was again in the wars of France. He 
married Eleanor, daughter of Sir John 
Berkley, of Reverfton in Gloucefterlhire, 

1422 Knt. He died the ninth of Henry V. leav- 
ing John his fon and heir, aged thirteen 
years, and William, a younger fon. 

This John was fummoned to Parliament 
the feventh of Henry VL And, in the eighth 
of the fame King, he was, by the title of 
John, Earl of Arundel, retained to ferve the 

1429 King in his wars of France, with two 
Knights, fifty- feven men at arms, and an 
hundred and eighty archers. But before he 
fet out on his command in that expedition, 
he declared his teftament, whereby he be- 
queathed his body to be buried in the Col- 
legiate Church of the Holy Trinity at Arun- 
del, in the wall betwixt the Quire and the 
Altar of our Lady's Chapel ; but his death 
in France prevented his fepulchre there. 
He gave to * Maud, his wife, a gr^pn worf- 
ted bed \ and to Humphry,' his fon, a bed of 
• cloth of gold, wrought with red and black 
hairs.

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And in order to confirm his title, to 
the Earldom of Arundel, in the eleventh of 14^3 
VI. being then in France upon the King's 
fervice, he petitioned the Parliament to en- 
|oy his place and feat in all Parliaments and 
Councils of the King, as his noble progeni- 
tors,Lordsof theCaftle, Honour, andSeignory 
jof Arundel, had ufed to do, time out of 
mind. 

He attacked Lagny in vain, being forced 
by a vigorous fally from the town to aban- 
don his enterprize. He marched afterwards 
againft the rebels that were aflembled in the 
Vexin ; they were furprifed in the night, and 
eafily yielded him a victory more advantiag©' 
ous to his matter than glorious to himfelf. 
,Thofe of Caen, terrified at the news of the 
defeat of their countrymen, retired file after 
file to their homes. The Earl of Arundel, 
taking advantage of their conftematlon, 
found means to recover Caen and LiUebone. 
The fame year John, Duke of -f- Nor- 
folk, upon reading the petition of Sir John 
Fitz-Alan, claimed the Caftle, Seignory, 
f Qf the Mowbray family. 
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and Honour of Arundel, as his right. The 
King was then obliged^ being the rigfit heir 
by his mother in, the neareft degree, t« take 
both petitions intoconiideration; and find« 
ing that the entail of the Caftte and 
Honour of Arundel, made form^tJy by 
Earl Richard, before the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, the twenty-firft of Edward III. 
and eftabliflied upon the iffue male of his 
body, being produced, and Thomas, Earl 
of Arundel, grandfon and lineal heir male 
to the faid Richard, being dead without it 
fue, John, Lord Malttavers, coufin and heir 
male to the faid Thomas, proved the legality 
of his title ; the King finding that Richard, 
Earl of Arundel, the twenty-fixfh of Edward 
I. in certain letters of proteftion granted him 
by that Prince, was ftiled RicardaSj film 
^aniy Comes Arundel -y as he was alfo in a 
certain precept direded to him by the fame 
King, the twenty^ninth of his reign, and in 
the inquifition taken after his death the next 
year y and Richard Fitz-Alan, coufin and 
.one of the cp- heirs to Hugh de Albini, for* 
mcrly Earl of Arundel^ having been feized 

of 
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of Ac fame Gaftle, Honour, and Seigniory 
in his demain, as of a fee, and having, 
without any creation, peaceably enjoyed the 
name, ftate, and honour of Earl of Arundel, 
and his place and feat in all Parliaments and 
Councils : The King, well weighing the pre- 
xnifes, and confidering the great fervices done 
by this John in his Realm of France and 
Dutchy of Normandy, did, by and with the 
advice of the Prelates, Dukes, Earls, and 
Barons, in Parliament aflembled, admit him 
to his place and feat in Parliament, as Earl 
of Arundd, which his anceftors had enjoyed 
from the time that Richard Fitz-Alan had 
married one of the heirefles of Hugh de Al- 
bini, the laft Earl of Arundel of that family. 
And thereupon, an Aft of Parliament was j.^^ 
paffed, the eleventh of Henry VI. that all 
l3iat had or ftiould be poflefled of the Gaftle 
and Honour of Arundel, were Earls thereof, 
without any other creation. From whence 
it is inferred, that the name, ftate, and dig- 
nity of Eaii is annexed to the Gaftle; Ho^ 
nQUir, and Lordihip: of Arundel; as m*y 
be feen in the Parliament Rolls,

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1^2^ The French having furprifed Rue in Pi- 
cardy, the Earl of Arundel pofted thither 
to retake the town. Whilft he was upon the 
march, he heard the French were fortifying 
Herberoy near Beauvais, and thought he 
fliould drive them from thence before their 
works were finifhed. Accordingly, he ap-» 
peared before that place ; but upon notice 
that Vignoles and XaintraiUes were approach- 
ing with twelve thoufand men, raUed th« 
fiege, to go and meet them. A bloody bat^ 
tie enfued, wherein the Earl of Arundel was.

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eleventh of Henry VI. for his great atchieve- 
ments in that realm. He had been trained 
to arms from his youth, and rofe gradu- 
ally, from the rank of a fubaltern to the 
chief command of the armies, without any 
favour or recommendation but his own mc* 
.rit: His knowledge and experience in the 
art of war were fuch, that he was equally 
capable to direct the operations of a liege 
and a campaign. He was remarkable in a 
day of battle, for that coup Soeil^ or quick 
fight, which difcerns at once the danger, 
and a ready way to regain an advantage over 
the enemy. Friend and rival of glory of 
the great Talbot, Earl of Shrewibury, he was 
the father of the foldiers, who fincerely la-, 
mented the lofs of their General, He pof- 
felfed all the virtues and all the qualities that 
conftitute the true hero. 

He was poffeffed of two manors in Cam- 
bridgefhire, three caftles and feven manors 
in Shrppfliire, two manors in Wilts, five in 
Glouceft^rlhire, fix in Somerfet, eleven in 
Dorfet, twp; in Norfdk, and ;eighteen \x\ 
Suf&?, befides theCaftle, manor, and town

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of Arundel ; with the foifeft and chace, and 
the patronage of the alms-boiift at Arundel, 
called Maifon Dieu ; and o( <me manor m 
Kent : In all, fifty-two manors. He kft 
Humphry his fon and heir, who was then 
but fix years old. * 

Maud, his wife, bequeathed her body to 
be buried in the Abbey of Abbotfbury ift 
Dorfetfhire. She gave to Humphry, her 
ion, all her reliques ; and to A^ce, her 
daughter^ her French prayer book. She 

1434 died the fame year. 

Humphry, Earl of Arundel, dying dur- 
ing his minority, the Caftle and Honour of 
Arundel devolved to William, hia uncle, 
who, in the eighteenth of Henry VL upon 

1440 the death of Beatrix, widow of Thomas, 
Earl of Arundel, doing bis homage, had Li- 
very of all the lands (he held in dower. He 
was rfien twenty-three years old. 

1445 ^ g^^^^ difpute happened in Parliament 
betwixt William, Eari of ArUndel, and Tho- 
mas, Earl of Devonlhire^ about their pre- 
cedency; which being revived inParUament 
the twenty-feventh of Henry VI. was then 

referred 
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referred to the Judges of the Common Law 
for th^ir decifion i but that matter being 
btx>ught back to the King's Highnefs, and 
to the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Par- 
liament aflembled, after divers arguments, 
the Lords did refolve, that he fliould have 
his place in Parliament and the King*s Coun- 
cil, as Earl, by reafon of the Cattle, Lord- 
ftiip, and Honour of Arundel, for himfelf 
and his heirs (as worfhipfuUy, faith the aft, 
as any of his anceftors. Earls of Arundel, 
before that time, ever had) for evermore, 
above the faid Earl of Dcvonfliire and his 
heirs. 

Eleanor, Countefi of Arundel and Lady 14^^ 
Maltravers, mother to this Earl William, 
didj by her teftament, bequeath her body 
to buried in the Chapel of our Lady, within 
the Collegiate Church of the Holy Trinity 
at Arundel; and gave to the Mafter and 
Fellows of that College, a crdfs of filyer 
gilt, to rer&ain perpetually iii the faid 
Church for convenient ufcs^j and forty 
-pounds in money, upon condition, that the 
Mafter dndFellowj, with all the Priefls and 

OflScers 
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Officers of the College, and their fucceflbrs^ 
(hall yearly keep the obit of John, Earl of 
Arundel, her late hufband, and her own, 
with mafs and office of Requiem, folenuily 
with note, at convenient hours, for their 
fouls, for their parents and anceftors, and 
all the faithful deceafed : She alfo ordained, 
that her executors (hould difpofe two hun- 
dred marks out of her goods, to found a 
perpetual Chantry at the Altar of our Blefled 
Lady, in the fame Chapel, for a Prieft to ce- 
lebrate Mafs there every day, for the health 
pf her hufband's foul and her own, who is 
to have ten marks per annum for fo doings 
at leaft, for twenty years after her deceafe. 
She gave to William, Earl of Arundel, 
her fon, her beft cup of gold, and a ring 
with a ruby ; to Joan, Countefs of Arun- 
del, a cup offilvers to Eleanor Percy, her 
daughter by Sir Richard Poynings, Knt. a 
golden collar for her neck, with a jewel fet 
with precious jftones 5 to the Lady Dudley, 
her fifter,, a row pf pearls j to Sir Robert 
Hungerford, Knt. Lord Molyns, then prifo- 
ttcr inFr^ce, her wool, to the worth of a 

hundred 
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hundred pounds towards his ranfom, provided 
he fhould be reledfed of his captivity during 
his life ; to Ann, Lady Berkly, a book of 
Mattins covered with velvet, and many otlier 
legacies. 

Williata, Earl df Arundel, in confidera- j^^ 
tion of his fpecial fervices, was conftituted 
Juftice of all the King*s forefts fouth of Trent^ 
He enjoyed the fame favour in the reign of 
Edward IV. who made him Conftableof Do- 1471 
ver Caftle, and Warden of the Cinque Ports $ 
and the next year he was retained to fcrvc 
the King in the cuftody of that Caftle for 
fifteen days, with twenty men and forty 
archers. He was one of the Lords in Par- 
liament who acknov^ledged Prince Edward's 1478 
right of fucceffion to the Englifh throne, 
and made oath to hipi. 

He was one of the Commiffioners fent to 
treat with thofe of Lewis, King of France, 
for the prorogation of the truce made be- 
twixt the two Kings. He never appeared at 
Court during the bloody reign and ufurpa- 
tion of Richard IIL He married Joan, the 
daughter of Richard Nevill, Earl of Salisbury, 
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by whom he had iflue four fons, Thomas^ 
William, George, and John, and a daugh- 
ter called Mary. He died in the third o£ 
1488 Henry VIL 

William, Earl of Arundel, was furpri- 
fingly a£tive and vigilant for the public good : 
He had great peribnal valour, • was faga« 
cious, and profoundly flcilled in politicks^ 
He prudently avoided taking any part in the 
difputes betwixt the Houfes of York and 
Lancafter, whofe unbounded ambition, and 
reciprocal hatred, had facrificcd many noble 
families to their private refentment, and ex« 
pofed England, for a century, to all the 
horrors and calamities of a Civil War. 

♦ Thomas Fitz- Alan, LordMaltravers, hia

eftates. He was fent into Flanders, with di« 
vers other Engliih noblemen, to the affiftance 
of the Emperor Maximilian, againft the 
French.

This Earl * Thomas, by his will, be- 
queathed his body to be buried in the Chan- 
cel of the Collegiate Church at ArundeU 
where the corps of his Lady lay interred. 
He conftituted WilUam, Lord Maltravers, 
his (on, <me of his executors. He died, at 
I>ownley Park in the pari0i of 6inglet<m, in 
the month pf Ofkober, the fixteenthof Henry 
VIIL and was buiied in his CpUegiate Church i ^24 
at Arundel. 

Thomas, Earl of Arundel, acquired in 
the wars of Flanders, the reputation of a 
ibldier. He preferred the innocent pleafures 
of a country life to the enchantments of a 
Court ; where his rank and connexions in- 
troduced him early to the moft diftin- 
guifhed honours. He was a gracious and 
indulgent mafter, a tender and afFeflionate 
bufband, and an excellent father ; His gen* 

* He was the laft £arl of Arundel buried according to 
the rites of the Roman Catholic Church. 

tlcnefs. 
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denefs, modefty, and piety, made him be^ 
loved and refpedted by all parties. 

Sir William Arundel, Knt. Lord Maltra- 
vers, his fon and heir, fucceeded him. He 
married Lady Anne Percy, fifter to Henry, 
Earl of Northumberland, and obtained a 
grant to himfelf and the heirs of his body^ 
from the King, of three manors in Somer- 
fet, and one in Southampton, to hold by 
the fervice of a red rofe yearly; and on the 
fixteenth of Henry V IIL upon the death ctf 
his father, he had a fpecial Livery of all hb 
Caftles, Lordfhips, and Lands. 

1530 William Earl of Arundel, was one of the 
Lords in Parliament who fubfcribed that 
letter to Pope Clement VII. in which it was 
intimated, that if he did not comply with 
Henry VIII. in the matter of his divorce 
from Queen Catherine, his fupremacy would 
be fhaken off in England. 

1 54 1 When the King, by Cromwell's policy, 
gave part of the Abbey lands to his nobles 
in (exchange for their own, he had in lieu, 
eight manors and four woods in Suflex, the 
inheritance of the fite of the Priory of 

Michelham, 
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Mithelham, with the buildings belonging to 
it, and all the demain lands of the faid 
Priory, five manors in Kent, and feVen ma- 
jors in Suffex, belonging to the Priory of 
Cluniac Monks of Lewes. 

Thus that arbitrary Monarch dilpofed of 
hb fubjefts property, without any exception 
of rank or dignity, and attributed to him- 
fblf and his favourites religious foundati- 
oris, which devolved, by right of inheritance^. * 
at the diflblution of the Monafteries, to the 
pofterity of the founders, the King having 
no right to their legacies, but in cafe of their 
family being e;Ktin6t. 

This Earl, by his teftament; dated the 1543 
twenty-third of January, gave no direftion 
for his burials but he made the Lady Anne, 
his wife, and Henry, Lord Maltravers, his 
Ion, his executors. He died at Downley, 
in the parifti of Singleton in Suffex, and was 
buried in the Quire of the Collegiate Church 
at Arundel. He had, by Lady Anne Percy,' 
hisfirft wife, Henry, his fon and heir, and 
two daughters, Anne and Githerine, who 
died unmarried. By Elizabeth, his fecond 

K wife^ 
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wife, daughter to Robert, Lord Willoughby,- 
Lord Broke, two daughters, who died alio 
unmarried. John, Lord Lumley, wrote 
the following infcription, in memory of the 
two laft Earls of Arundel : 
i In this tomb doth reft the bodies of the 
Right Hon. Thomas, Earl of Arundel, Ba- 
ron Maltravers, and of Clyme, &c. Knight 
of the Moft Noble Order of the Garter, 
who married Lady. Margaret, one of the 
hcirefles of Richard Woodville, Earl of Ri- 
vers, fifter to Elizabeth, Queen of England, 
fome time wife to King Edward IV. which 
Thomas died anno fifteen of King Henry 
VIII. 1524; and William, alfo Earl of 
Arundel, his fon. Baron Maltravers, and 
of Clyme, &c. Knight of the faid Moft No- 
ble Order of the Garter, who married Anne, 
daughter of Henry Percy, Earl of Northum- 
berland ; which William died anno thirty- 
five of Henry VIII. and was father to Henry, 
the laft Earl of Arundel, entomfced in this 
Church at Arundel, where is placed for re- 
membrance, Johem Barone Limley^ 1 596. 

. As 
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As the Fitz- Alans, Earls of Arundel, 
Vere the founders of the Collegiate Church 
of the Holy Trinity, the Quire, and the 
Chapel of the Bleffed Mary, became, at the 
diflblution of that College, the property of 
their heirs and fucceflbrs, who have conti- 
nued to make it their burying-place. It is 
now the Chancel of the Dukes of Norfolk. 
That College was founded the third year of 
King Richard II. 1380, and diffolved the 
thirty-third of Henry VIII. 1542. ' It is now 
converted into a Parochial Church. 

William, Earl of Arundel, was zealous 
for the Reformation ; he had the utmoft 
averlion and contempt for the Clergy, and 
fpoke vehemently in Parliament againft the 
irregularities and licentious lives of theMonks. 

Some hiftorians accufe him of a bafe con** 
defcenfion to the King's pleafure, in the af- 
fair of the divorce ; and of having declaimed 
againft the Papal authority by the fame mo- 
tive of felfiftinefs and flattery. He did not 
indeed profefs more aufterity in his religion 
than in his morals. 

K a Henry, 
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Henry, Earl of Arundel, was one of the 
Peers that fat at the trial of Qjjecn Anne 
Boleyn, and her brother, Lord Rochford, 
1536. ffe was Field Marftial of the King's 
. army at the fiege of Boulogne. The cow- 
ardice of Vervins, who commanded there, 
could not deprive the EngBfh General of 
the honour of having direftcd the opera- 
tions of the fkge with the fkill, experience, 
and aftivity, neceflkry for the fuccefs of the 
enterprize. H'e was conftituted in the thirty- 
1547 eighth of Henry VIII. one of the afEftants 
of that King's executors. 

In the firft of Edward Vf. the *EarI of 
Arundel was appointed one of the King's 
Privy Council. As he was of an ancient fa- 
mily, he was not very well pleafed to be only 
among the Counlellors, whiMl feveral of his 
inferiors were invefted with the ^gnity of 
Regents y on the other hand, he was not 
inclined to the Reformation. Thefe two 
reafons weie the caufe that he willingly en- 
tered into all the intrigues tending .to pro-

due© 
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duce any change, either in religion, or the 
government of the flate : But he had the 
misfortune always to laboiw for others. He 
^as one of the hoflages for the ratification 
of the peace concluded 1552, by the King, 
with the Scots and French ; wherein the Em- 
peror was included. 

The Duke of Someriet, uncle to the Kingi 
and proteflor of the realm, being brought 
to the block, Jbj the influence 9nd artifices 
of ]otm Dudley, Earl of Warwick, after- 
wards created Duke of Northumberland 5 
the Earji of Anmdel was by him difcharged 
of the Council, and confined to his houfe. 
Having refigned the King's flafiF, as LordI 
Chamberlain, he was fined by the Duke of 
Northumberland, who had the chief di- 
rection of afiairs, in twelve thoufand 
pounds, payable in twelve years, for mifdc- 
meanors in the exercife of his office. He 
was the next year committed to the Tower, 
under pretence of having been privy to the 
confpiraty of the Duke of Somerfet ; and of 
having con^ired the death of fome Lords, 
K3 at 
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at Lord Paget's houfe. One Crane impeach-* 
ed him. 
J 553 The* Earl of Arundel, after the death 
of Edward VI. inclmed to the right of 
Mary. He ftill adhered to the Roman Ca- 
tholic religion, though outwardly he com- 
plied with the new laws. The ingratitude 
of the Duke of Northumberland, to whom 
he had been very ferviceable in ruining So- 
merfct, and the heavy fine he had been con- 
demned to under colour of having wafted 
the King's treafure, was ftill remembered by 
the Earl, who only waited an opportunity 
^ to be revenged. He was Privy Counfellor at 

the acceffion of Queen Mary to the Crown, 
and one of thofe who had proclaimed Lady 
Jane Grey. As he wiftied for a favourable 
occafion to a6l for Mary, feeing the Duke 
of Northumberland's prefence was an infu- 
perable obftacle to the execution of his de- 
figns, he found means to break his meafures. 
He intimated to Jane, that the Duke^'of 
Suffolk, her father, would be expofed to

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great danger ; that it would be more proper 
for the Duke of Northumberland, whofe 
military charafter he praifed, to^ head the 
army, and for the Duke, her father, to ftay 
with her. On the other hgnd, he caufed it 
to be infinuated to the Duke of Northum- 
berland, that it would be very dangerous to 
put the army under the Duke of Suffolk's 
command, who had never been very fortu- 
nate in his expeditions 5 that on fuch an im- 
portant occalion, he ought inftantly to head 
the troops himfelf, and that his name along 
was capable of ftriking terror into thofe af- 
fembled by Mary, in a county where he 
had given fingular proofs of his condu6t 
and valour. Jane embraced this advice. 

He provided for his fafety, by changing 
fides. The profperous ftate of Mary's affairs 
engaged the Earl of Arundel to labour to 
take off fom^ of his colleagues from Jane's 
party. The Marquis of Winchefler, who 
always went with the flream, was eafily pre*- 
vailed with : The Earl of Pembroke refolved 
either of himfelf, or by the folicitations of 
the Earl of Arundel, to fcreen himfelf from 
K 4 the 
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the impending ftorm, in doing Mary ibme 
fignal fervice. Thefe three Lords gained 
other Counfellors, and tbey allrefolved to de-p 
dare for Mary as foon as it was poffibk. 
The Duke of Northumberland being gonq 
to Cambridge, with an army he had raifed 
)n behalf of Lady Jane Grey, the Council 
found means to go out of the Tower, and 
pieet at the Earl of Pembroke's, at Bajmard's 
Caftle : The Earl of Arundel fpoke with an 
irrefiftible eloquence and energy; reprefent^ 
ing to them, that now, or never, was th^ 
time to (hake off the tyranny of the Duke 
of Northumberland s that they had fuffici^t 
fntly experienced his infolencc, injufticei 
cruelty, and treachery to his friends 5 and 
if they were fo imprudent as to fupport 
Jane on the throne, they would but rendq? 
inore heavy the yoke which the Duke had 
already laid on their necks j that the only 
y^y was to declare for Mgry, and when th? 
people fliQuld fee the Council tajce that courfe, 
the Duk? of Nqrthumherland would be for^ 
faken by all. The Lords then prefcnt qnar 
Rirppuily agreed to qiaii^tain tl^e pght of 

M^rv 
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l^ary agalnft all oppofers, and proclaimed 
her Qiieen, with the Mayor and Aldermen 
of London, in feveral parts of th^ city. The 
pari of Arundel waited that very night upoi| 
the Queen, with Lord Paget, and acquaint- 
ed her with the fudden revolution in her far 
vour. The next day he arrefted, at Cam* 
bridge^ the Duke of Northumberland, by 
the Queen's order, who fell at the Earl's feet 
upon his knees, begging his prote6lion i^ 
the moft abjedl: terms of fupplication, an4 
Shewing many other figns of fear ?nd pufil- 
lanimlty. He fat at the trial of the Dukf^ 
of Northumberland, as .one of his Judges, 
thou^ he was Member of the Council who 
had acknowledged Jane's right of fucceffion 
to the Crown, and had given orders for her 
proclamation. He was appointed Lord Stewr 
ard of the Houflidd by Queen Mary, hav- 
ing b^en made Conftable of England for 
the day and morrow after that Princefs's co- 
ronation. She authorized him to make 
JCnights of the Ba^, and Knights ^atche- 
Iqrs, «11 fuch perfons as ihP ihould oominate 
t9 that bonoiir, 

The 
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^554 '^^ ^^^^ ^^ Arundel introduced to Philip 
II. King of Spain, Sir Richard Shelley, Lord 
Prior of St. John of Jerufalem, with whom 
he had lived in great intimacy from his 
youth. After the fuppreffion of that moft 
ancient and moft illuftrious order in En- 
gland, into which the younger fons of ma- 
ny Sovereigns in Europe were proud to be 
admitted, and which is ftill fupported by 
the heroical exploits of its noble Knights 
againft theprofeffed enemies of Chriftendom; 
Sir Richard Shelley retired to the ifland of 
Malta, which was become the laft afylum 
of the Knights of St, John, fince the famous 
Rhodes, their ancient refidence, had been 
forced to fubmit, notwithftanding the moft 
honourable defence, to the vi6lorious arms 
of Solyman 11. Emperor of the Turks. The 
/ Earl of Arundel did not forget his friend, 
nor the promifes he made him wHen he ba- 
nifhed himfelf from his country, to acquaint 
him with all the changes that fhould hap- 
pen in religion or in the ftate. Imme- 
diately after the acceflion of Mary to the 
Crown, he difpatched, by the Queen's order, 

one 
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one of her fhips to Malta, with a gracious 
invitation from her part, to the Lord Prior ^ 
of England, to re-afTume his rank and dig- 
nity of a Peer of the realm, with all the pri- 
vileges, manors, and pofleflions annexed ta 
his Commandery. Sir Richard Shelley was 
received at Court with the marks of diftinc- 
tion due to his merit, and to his office. The 
Earl of Arundel took all opportunities to 
(hew him the fincerity of his efteem 5 and 
ufed all his intereft with the Queen and 
Cardinal Pole, to have him appointed one 
of her Majefty's Privy Council. He took his 
feat in the Houfe of Peers in the new Par- 
liament called in 1554, in which King Phi- 
lip and Mary prefided. Both houfes, in con- 
fequence of a very fine fpeech of Cardinal 
Pole, fupprefled the reformed religion, and 
reftored matters to the fame ftate in which 
they had been before the divorce of Henry 
VIII. 

Philip, who was profoundly Ikilled in 
politicks, conceived the higheft opinion of 
Sir Richard Shelley's abilities : He was liv- 
ing in 1^61, and as he fpoke fluently the 

oriental 
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oriental languages, he was fent AmhzSkdor 
by that Monarch to Venice and Perfia. He 
was Dominus natus; therefore, when inSpain, 
refufed to be called * Prior d'Inglaterra, and 
ftilcd himfelf Turcopolier for the Englifh 
nation. 

Hi? coufin. Sir William Shelley, was alfo 
in great efteem with Philip II. who employ- 
ed him in ieveral embaflies to the See of Rome 
aod Germany. It was the fate of the Shel- 
ley^ to appear at the Court of Spsun in a 
public chara£ler. Sir Thomas Shelley, Knt. 
was ient AmbafTador into Spain in the year 
1205, by King John* That family is un- 
4QUbtedly of great antiquity ; and came out 
jbf France with William the Conqueror. 

Sir Richard Shelley was Knight of the 
Shire for Huntingdon, and allowed thirty- 
(even marks for his attendance in Parlia-* 
ment, iij the reign of William Rufus. Se- 
veral of his defcendants had fummons to 
Parliament among the Barons. In 1400, 
Sir Bennet Shelley and Sir John, loft great

eftates 
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eftates by attainder, in endeavouring to re- 
eftabiifh upon the throne King Richard II4 
depofed by Henry IV. Of this family were, 
Richard and Edward Shelley, who had that 
remarkabk law-fuit reported by Judge Coke, 
tlie twenty-third of Elizabeth, which that 
Queen healing of, ordered her Lord Chan« 
cellor to fummon the Judges, and put an 
end to it, in order to prevent the ruin of fo 
ancknt a family. 

This family removed from Huntingdon^^ 
ihire five hundred and forty years ago, and 
have ever fince continued at Beckley and 
Michelgrovc in Suflex* They were formerly 
Lords of Ofierdary, Chel&y, and Applet 
iham in Suflex : Patcham, Hunfdon, and 
Warminghurft Park, were different feats ia 
the famcCounty, belongmgto divers branches 
of that family, , 

John Shelley, of Michelgrovc, Efqj waf 
Advanced to the /degree of a Baronet, May 
twenty-two, 161 1, in the ninth of James 
L TIk prefent heir to the title and cftate 
will add honour to the noble family from

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which he is defcended, by his own perfbnal 

accomplifhments, both natural and acquired* 

The Earl of Arundel continued in favour 

1588 during Mary's reign. He was again made 
Conftable of England the day preceding, 
/ and High Steward the day of Queen Eliza* 
beth's coronation ; and foon after appoint- 
ed one of her Privy CounciL 

'ic6i As he was defcended of a noble and an-* 
cient race, he had the prefumption to afpire 
to the honour of marrying his Sovereign. 
Though ^ he was advanced in years, he 
thought he could eclipfe all his rivals in thtf 
afFeftion of his royal miftrefs, who did not 
feem inclined to aflbciate a foreign Prince 
to her throne. 
jc66 K^ departed the kingdom, with the 
•Queen's leave, under pretence of changing 
the air, for the recovery of his health; but 
the real motive of his retreat was the ifior- 
tification of having failed in his great expec- 
tations, and of being deferted by all his 
friends at Court, who did hot fpare the moft 
fevere reflexions upon his difappointmeat, 

and 
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and the vaft treafure he had expended upon 
fuch vain imaginations. 

' He returned this year from his travels, 1568 
and was the firft that brought the ufe of 
coaches into England, He was one of the 
Commiffioners who appeared the twenty- 
fifth of November, at Weftminfter, in Eli- 
zabeth's name, on account of the trial of 
Mary, Queen of Scots, for the murder of 
her hufband, Lord Damley, where the Re- 
gent accufed her of having been acceflary to 
it. He was alfo one of the Peers who fub- 
fcribed a letter to theScottifh Queen, written * 
with Leicefter's hand, in which they warmly 

recommended the match with the Duke of 

Norfolk. The Queen, offended at the par-. 
, tiality he ihewed for Mary, and his conde- 

fcenfion for the Duke, ordered him to be 

confined and examined. 

He entered into a plot againft Secretary j^gg 

Cecil, which having been difcovered by the 

penetration of that great minifter, he ah- 

fented from Court ever fince. 

By his teftameht, bearing date that j^yg 

year, he bequeathed his body to be buried 

in 
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in the Quire of the Collegiate Church o# 
Arundel, appointing, that a memorial m 
brafs and fflt, fliould be there offered upon 
his father's tomb. He married two wives, 
Catherine, daughter of Thomas Grey, Mar-* 
quisof Doi'fet, by whom he had ifiue, Heiuy, 
Lord M^tfavers, a young nobleman o/ 
grealt hope, who died at Bruflbk in his life-* 
time; * jooB, married to J6hn, Lord Lu{n- 
ley, and Ma#y, to Thom^fSj Duke of Nor-> 
f<^ } hi» &cond wife wai IVfary, daughter 
of Sir John Artindcl, Kat.

" The valiant hero, whofe effigies you fee 
here, and whofe bone$ are buried ynder- 
neath, was Earl of thig territory. He had 
his firname from being the Ton of Alan; and 
moreover took the honourable titles of Lord 
and Baron of Maltravers, Clun, and Of- 
waldeftree. He was Knight of the Garter, 
and lived to be the fenior of that noble or-^ 
der 5 only fon of William, Earl of Arun- 
del, and heir both to his eftatc and virtues. 
He was Privy Counfellor; to Henry VIIL 

E^dward 
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. Edward VI. Queen Mary, and Queen Eli^ 
. aabeth, Kihgs and Queens of England j alfo 
Governor of Calais; and when Efologne, a 
town of the old Morini, was befieged by 
the fame King Henry, he was General of 
ithe' army: He was afterwards Lord Cham- 
berlain to the faid King -, and at the coro- 
nation of his fon, Edward, executed the of- 
fice of Marfhal of England; to which King 
he was Lord Chamberlain, as he had been 
to his father. Upon Queen Mary's coming 
to the Crown, he was inade High Conftable 
of England for the coronation, afterwards 
Steward of her Houfliold, and Prefident of 
the Council, which honour he had under 
Queen Elizabeth, to whom he was likewife 
Steward of the Houftiold. ' ' 

" Thus this perfon, noble by birth, by 
the honourable'difcharge of offices yet more 
noble, and moft of all fo by his great ex- 
ploits at home and abroad, with his honour 
untainted, his body broken with labour and 
worn out with age, in the fixty-eighth year 
ef his age; died in the Lord, de\routly and 
.L z peaceably; 
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peaceably, at London, on the twenty-fifth 
of February, in the year of our Lord, 1579* 

«* JohnLumley, Baron ofLumley, his molt 
dutiful and difconfolate fon-in-law and exe- 
cutor, with the utmoft refpeft, put up this 
ftatue, with his armour, after he had been 
buried in great pomp, for the kindeft of 
fathers-in-law, and the beft of patrons^ aa 
the laf): office he was able to pay him ; not 
to preferve his memory^ for that his many 
virtues had made immortal, but his body, 
which was committed to the ground, in hopes 
of a joyful rcfurredlicm/' 

Henry Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel,^ lived 
in a princely fiate: His natural parts, which 
were the admiration of his age, he improv- 
ed with learning, experience, vigour, and 
a graceful behaviour i his firft appearance ii^ 
the world was to adom the Court, and the 
next to ferve it with his eftate and train: 
He attended King Henry to the interview with 
Francis I. of France, and &x>n after com* 
manded in the war ; who being before Bou« 
logne, ran up with his fquadron to the verf 
walls, which opened a pafTage to the befieg- 

ers. 
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iers, and forced the town to a compofition* 
In peace he was as a£tive as in war. Whilft 
other noblemen were made overfeers to King 
Edward VI. for their integrity, he was made 
one of his ailiftants for his abilities. When 
an enemy was to be awed to fubmiflion, he 
vras General; fuch was his fame: When 
the country was to be obliged to a loan, he 
vras the Agent j fuch was his popularity. 
When he came from the Queen to Cam-* 
bridge, to arreft the Duke of Northumber*^ 
land, he managed it fo, that he would nei- 
ther trample upon mifery, nor be trampled 
on by greatnefs, being of an equal temper 
between pity and refblution. In fliort, as 
long as his years gave him leave, he was 
fit for a£tion» and when he grew old, for 
counieL 

Horace Walpole mentions in his Anec- 
dotes of Panting in England, a portrait of 
* Henry Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel, which 
is at Kenfington Palace : He thinks he was 
probably the very perfon who firft perfwad-

cd Hans Holbein to come into England. 
There is a pifture of the fame Earl, drawn 
at length, in the Caflle of Arundel, which 
was done by thiat celebrated painter. 

Henry Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel, was 
the laft heir male of that illuftrious family, 
which had fiourifhed in this honour above 
three hundred and fifty years, from John 
Fitz-AIan, who, being defccnded from the 
d'Albinies, ancient Earls of Arundel and 
5uflcx, obtained the twenty-eighth of Henry 
III. the title of -Earl, by reafon of the pof- 
feffion of Arundel Caftle, without cre- 
ation. There were no lefs than thirteen 
Earls of Arundel fucceffively of the Fitz- 
Alans, though Cambden reckons but eleven, 
moft of them men pf great fame and re- 
nown. Philip Howard, grandfon . to Earl 
Henry, by Mary, his daughter, fucceeded 
him ; in which family the Title and Lord^ 
ihip continues to this day.

THE title of Duke is not indeed the 
moft andent title of Peerage in En- 
gland, but a Duke is now in the firft rank 
of nobUity. Dux^ or Duke, was originally, 
in the Roman empire, the title of a military 
officer* It was a long while after the Con- 
queft, before Duke was made a title of ho- 
jnour in the nation. The King himfelf was 
then Duke of Normandy, which was per- 
haps the true reafon why he did not think 
At to raife any fubjeft to that dignity, which 
was of elder date in France. 

The firfl; Duke we meet with in England, 

properly fo called, was Edward the Black 

|*rince, eldeft fon to Edward III. who was 

L 4 created 
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created by Parliament Duke of Cornwall, on 
llie feventeenth of March, in th9 eleventh 
of his father's rdgn, anno 1337. By that 
creation, the firft-bom fons of the King^ 
of England are Dukes of Cornwall from the 
firft hour of their birth) or as foon as their 
father is King. 

The inveftiture of this young Prince ,to 
the Dutchy of Cornwall was performe<U 
without any other ceremony, as appeaas 
from the charter itiellF, befides that of gird- 
ing him mth the Sword. But in the thirty- 
fixth of Edward lit. John of Gaunt was 
made Duke of Laneafter, and had invefH. 
ture, not only by the King's girding hitu 
with the Sword, but by putting on him 4 
Cap of Fiir, under a Coronet of Gold fet 
with precious Stones. And in the twenty^ 
(irft of Richard II. Henry, Duke of Here- 
ford, and feveral others, were created, by 
putting a Cap of Honour upon their heads, 
gnd by delivering a Rod into their hands. 
After this were introduced, the Surcoat an4 
Pood, with flsuch ceremony, wlych is noMf 

Pinitt^f 
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emitted, They are now created only by 
Patent. 

This honoiif of Duke is hereditary ; and 
he is called his Grace, a title formerly given 
to Kings of Englands, before they affumed 
that of Majefty. Dukes are ufually ftiled 
by the King or Queen, our right, trufty^ 
and entirely beloved coufin. This appel- 
lation is ufed to an Earl, and all others of 
fuperior title* It is as antient as the reign 
of Henry IV. who being either by his wife, 
his mother, or his (ifterfi, aftually related 
to every Earr in the kingdom, artfully ac» 
knowledged that connexion, in all his let- 
ters and other public a£ls; from whence 
the title has defcended to his fucceffors, 
though this reafon has long fince failed ^ j^ 
and if of the Privy Council^ then with the 
addition of Counfellors. ^

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below the elbow with ermine, having four 
rows of fpots on each ftioulder. 

The Robe a Duke wears at his creation, 
and in Parliament, is of fine fcarlet cloth 
lined with white taffata, and is doubled, 
with four guards of ermine at equal diftances, 
with a gold lace above each guard, and is 
tied up on the left fhoulder with a black rib- 
bon. His Cap is of crimfon velvet lined 
with ermine, having a gold button and taC- 
fel on the top : And his Coronet, which is 
of gold alfo, is fet round with flowers, in 
form of ftrawberry leaves* 

The uncertainty of the origin of the il- 
luftrious family of * Howard is a proof of 
its antiquity. Auber, Earl of Pafly in 
c Normandy, by his wife Adelina, daughter 
of Hubert, Earl of Evreux, had iflue throe 
fons, William Brettiville, Earl of Pafly, who 
dying without ifliie, was fucceeded by his 
brother, Eufl:ace, whofe fon William came 
to England with the Conqueror, who made

him 
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him Earl of Gloucefter, and Steward of 
England ; as did Valerine, his uncle. Lord 
of Vernon in Normandy, and third fon of 
Aubert, already mentioned, who, upon the 
death of his nephew, killed at Cardiff, fuc^ 
ceeded to the eftate beftowed upon him by 
the Conqueror. His fon Roger Valerius 
fucceeded him, to whom the King gave di- 
vers caftles and manors, and was called How-» 
ard or Haward, from his pofrefling the Ca- 
ftle of Hawarden, This Roger had ilTue 
William, who being born in the faid Caftle, 
was called William de Howard ; He was 
one of the Council to King Henry I. and 
by the faid King's favour married the widow 
of * Roger Bigod, Earl of Norwich, by 
whom he had Sir John Howard, Knt. his 
fon and heir. 

We have in Dugdale's Origincs Juridi- 
cates, a copper-plate with the portraiture 
of William Howard, Lord Chief Juftice in 
the twenty-third of Edward L with the fol* 
Jowing infcription, 

• He enjoyed with her large pofleffio99 in Norfolk and 
Suffolk, ' 

Prat 
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Peay for the good estate or William 
Howard, Chief Justice of England. 

Sir William Dugdale, in fettling the pedi- 
gree of that noble family, begins with WiU 
Uam Howard, a learned and reverend Judge 
of the Court of Common-Pleas, in the lat- 
ter part of King Edwar4 1, and the begin* 
ning of th? reign of King Edward II. who 
in the twenty-fecond year of the reign of 
« Edward L had fummons among the reft 
of the Judges of the Courts of Weftminfler, 
and the King's learned Council to the Par- 
liament then held there, fo likewife to all 
parliaments till the firft year of Edward II. 
This William had a fair eftate in Wigen- 
Hall, in the north- weft part of Norfolk, 
and in divers other places thereabout He 
was fucceeded by John his fon and heir, 
who was one of the Gentlemen of the Bed- 
chamber to king Edward IL and, in the 
fourth year of that King's reign, went in 
an expedition into Scotland 5 he was Com- 
mander alfo of the expedition againft Gaf- 
coignt $ and was Sheriff of the counties

of Norfolk and Suffolk for fevcral years to- 
gether ; Governor of the caftle of Norwich, 
and enjoyed divers other employments of 
honour and truft during that king's reigri^ 
whom he ferved with reputation in hb 
wars againft the Scots and French* He 
died in 1 33 1, tbe fifth year of Edward IIL 
leaving a fon and heir of the fame name, 
who, in the tenth year of that reign, was 
conftituted Admiral of all tbe^ King's fleet 
from the mouth of the Thames northward ; 
was knighted i and ferved at the fiege of 
Calais* 

To him fuccefedcd Sir Robert Howard, his 
fon and heir, who, in the fecond year of 
Richard II. was committed to the Tower 
for detaining Margery de Norford fron^ 
Alice, Lady Nevil, her grandmother. This 
Sir Robert dying m 1389, in the twelfth 
year of Richard JI. left ifTue by Margaret 
his wife, daughter to Robert, Lord Scales^ 
John *i who was alfo a Knight, and re- 
tained to ferve King Richard IL for life. 
He had ifTue by Margaret his firfl wife^

daughter 
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daughter and heir to Sir John Plaiz, of 
Tofts, in the county of Norfolk, a fon of 
his name, who was alfo knighted ; and 
dying in his father's life-time, left iflue 
Elizabeth, his fole daughter and heir, who 
was married to John Verc, earl of Oxford 5 
but the faid Sir John Howard, father of 
this laft John, marrying to his fecond wife 
Alice^ daughter and heir to Sir William 
Tendering of Tendering-Hall, in the county 
of Sufiblk, Knt. by her had Sir Robert 
Howard, Knt. his heir aijd fucceflbr. 

Sir Robert Howard who was his mo- 
ther's heir, and died before his father, was 
married to Margaret; the eldeft daughter 
and coheir of Thomas de Mowbray, . firft 
Duke of Norfolk, by his wife Elizabeth^ 
the daughter and coheir of Richard Fitz- 
Alan, Earl of ArundeL This marriage was 
the mod illuftrious that any fubjed could 
contrad:, the lady defcending in a direft 
line by the mother from Edward I. . 

Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, was fon of 

John, Lord Mowbray of; Axholme, by 

Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir to 

! John 
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John Lord Scgrave, by Margaret his wife, 
Dutchefs of Norfolk, eldeft of the two. 
daughters and coheirs of Thomas de Bro- 
therton *, Earl of Norfolk, fifth fon to 
King Edward L but eldeft by his fecond 
wife Margaret, daughter to Philip the Hardy, 
King of France. 

On the 12th of February, 139$, in the 
ninth year of Richard II. Thomas de Mow- 
bray, Duke of Norfolk, had granted by pa- 
tent to him, and the heirs of his body, the 
office of Earl Marfhal of England (being 
the firft Earl Marfhal, for before this time 
they were only Marlhals) with an union of 
the office of Marfhal in the courts of King's- 
Bench and Exchequer, and Marfhal-Cryer 
before the Steward and Marfhal of the 
King's Houfhold ; arid on that account he 
and his heirs Ihould bear a golden truncheon 
enamelled with black' at each end, having 
the King's arms engraven at the upper,* 
and his! own at the lower end. On the 
29th of September 1397, in the twenty-firft

year 
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year of Richard IL he was advanced to thd 
dignity of Duke of Norfolk; and died in 
1399, the firft year of Henry IV. 

Sir Robert Howard had by his wife. 
Lady Margaret Mowbray, a fon called after- 
wards Sir John Howard, He fucceeded his 
grandfather, and began early to diftinguifti 
himfelf in the wars with France. In 1453, 
the thirty.firft year ol Henry VI. being then 
a Kxught, he accompanied John Talbot^ 
Viicount Lifle, to Blay, after the recovery 
of Bourdeaux, and foon after marched with 
John Talbot, Earl of Shrewfbury, to the re- 
lief of Chatillon, whert that valiant Earl 
was ilain. In 146 1, the firft of Edward 1V« 
he was made Sheriff of the counties of Nor- 
folk and Suffolk, Conftable of the caftle of 
Norwich, and one of the King*s carvers. He 
attended Margaret, the King's fifter, to Flan- 
ders, where fhe married the Duke of Bur^ 
•gundy. 

In the (econd of Edward IV. in coiifi* 
deration of his great fervices, he obtained 
a grant of feveral manors in the coun- 
ties of Norfolk, Suffolk, Effcx, and Dor^ 
I fet| 
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fetj which were forfeited by the attainder of 
John Earl of Wiltfhire, and John Earl of 
Oxford ; and the fame year he had the 
joint-command with the Lords Falconbftrg 
and Clinton, of the King's fleet, and dif*- 
tinguifhed himfelf againft France, taking 
Conquet arid the ifle of Rhe, &c* 

He was alfo at that time Treafurer of the 
King's Houfhold, and in the tenth of that 
reign made Captain-general of the King's 
forces at fea, for baffling the attempts of 
the Lancaflrians, headed by Richard Nevil, 
the powerful Earl of Warwick. 
. In the eleventh of Edward IV. being the 
.jnoft confiderable nobleman in the court, 
he, with t^e Lord Hafl:ings, was conftituted 
.Deputy-governor of Calais and the Marches, 
and the year following fummoncd to Parli- 
ament among the Barons of England, by 
the fl^ile. and title of Lord Howard. In 
ij^ZZl. ^^ ^^ ^^"^ AmbaflTador to France, 
and made a Knight of the Mofl: Noble 
Order of the Garter j and in the eighteenth 
of Edwat-d IV. he was appointed Conftable 
of the Tower of London, and the next 

M year 
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year Captain-general of the Kmg's fleet 
Bgainft the Scots. He behaved with the 
ihideft honour and juftice to the nation as 
well as to the King, with whom he was in 
the higheft favour. 

On the twenty-eighth of June, 1483, the 
firfl: of Richard IIL he was made Eaii Mar- 
ihal of England, and the fame day created 
Duke of Norfolk) Thomas his fon being at 
that time aUb created Earl of Surry* . He 
was conftituted High Steward of England 
for the day of Richard's coronation > and 
accordingly carried the King's crown im- 
mediately before his perfon, while his fon, 
the Earl of Surry, bore the fword of date. 
He was then likewife made Lord High Ad- 
miral of England, Ireland, and Aquitain, 
for life ) and at the fame time had a grant 
of eighty manors and lordfhips in divers 
counties, from that Prince; but did not 
long enjoy thefe great honours and vaft 
pofTefiions : for the next year, being placed 
in the front of the King's army at Bofworth 
Field> in the county of Leicefter, was there 
flain with the King, Auguft 22, i^BSf and 

buried 
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buried in the Abbey of ThctforcJ in Nor- 
folk. He was refolved to ftaud or f«iU 
with Richard III. Happy if he had ex- 
erted his loyalty, fteadincfs^ and courage for 
a lawful fovereign and his country's caufe ! 

Buck, the hiftorian of Richard, afiirms, 
that there was in the Eari of Arundel's ca- 
binet, an original letter from the Princefs 
Elizabeth, daughter to Edward IV, to the 
Duke of Norfolk, under her own hand, in 
which Ihe folUcited thit noMcnian to ufc 
his intereft with the King in behalf of the 
marriage propounded between thenn ; and 
indecently exjM'efled herfclf in terms of the 
warmeft affeflions for King Richard IIL 
fearing that hi§ Queen would never die- 

Thi? John, firft Duke of Norfolk, of the 
Howard familyt was married firft to Catha«» 
xine, daughter to William LordMoUncs, and 
of his wife Eleanor, daughter to Henry Lord 
Beaumont; and by her he had Thomas, his 
fon and heir, and four daughters, Anne, 
Ifabel, Jane, and Margaret. She lies buried 
in the fouth part of the church of Stoke 
Neyland, where a monument was erc6^ed 

Ma for 
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for her, 1452. His fecond wife was Mar- 
garet, daughter of Sir John Chedworth, 
Knight, by whom he had a daughter named 
Catharine. She furvived her hufband.. 

John, Duke of Norfolk, was attainted in 
the next parliament, held the firft of Henry 
VIL for having fought againft him when 
buke of Richmond *. 

Thomas Howard was Efquirc of the body 
to King Edward IV. and was retained to 
lerve him in bis wars j and in the firft of 
Richard III. at the time his father was made 
a Duke, was created Earl of Surry j and 
though he took part with that King, being 
taken prifoner at Bofworth, yet King Henry 
Vll. in the third year of his reign, received 
him into favour, and made him one of his 
Privy-Council 5 and in the fourth year of 
that reign, he wasreftored to his title of Earl 
of Surry, and to all the lands which were 
his wife's inheritance. 

* Rainham, the feat of Lord Vifcount Towofhend, 
was the manor of John Howard, firft Duke of. Norfolk : 
Being forfeited to the crown, it was fold by King Henry 
VII. to Sir Roger Townlhend, one of the Juftices of the 
Common Pleas. 

In 
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In the fifteenth of Henry VII. he attended 
the King and Queen to Calais j and the next 
year he was made Lord High Treafurer of 
England, and afterwards Knight of the 
•Carter. While Thomas, Earl of Surry, held 
the Treafurer's Staff, England attained to a 
degree of power, magnificence,.and politenefa, 
which fhe had never known before. He 
gave the flrongeft evidence of the marriage 
of Prince Arthur and Catharine of Auflria 
having been confummated, gf any that was 
given. He was created Lord High Steward 
of England, for the trial of Lord Dudley, 
for a felony committed in Staffordfhire. 
. In the fourth year of Henry VIIL he was 
with that King at the taking of Therou- 
enne and Tournay, and afterwards being 
fent General againfl the Scots, routed their 
army at Flodden Field, where King James 
IV. with the greatefl part of his nobility, 
was flain. His fon Thomas, Lord Ad- 
miral, attended him, and hia other fon 
Edmund led the van, whom he fupported 
with great bravery, being prefTed by the 
enemy 5 and for that fignal fervice had a 

M 3 fpecial 
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fpecial grant from the King, to himfelf and 
tfat heirs male of his body, of an honourable 
augmentation to his arnis^ which is the up** 
per half of a red lion, depifled as the arms 
of Scotland^ pierced through, the mouth 
with an arrow j together with a concefSon 
of twenty-nine manors . 

He was alfo advanced to the dignity of 
Puke of Norfolk, which title John his fa- 
ther did enjoy i and the next year had a new 
patent for the office of Lord Treafurer*. 

On the thirteenth of Henry VIII. he per- 
formed tlK Of&e of Lord High Steward at 
the trial of Edward Stafford, Duke of Buck* 
ingham« and condemned him with tears; 
his fon Thomas, who had been created Earl 
of Surry^ the fifth of Henry VIIL for his 
eminent fcrvices afterwards, married the 
daughter of that unfortunate nobleman. 

He dipd at his cafile of Framlingham 
in Norfolk, in 1524, and was magniftcmtly 
buried in the ^bbcy of Thetford, His firft

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wife was Elizabeth, daughter and fple heir 
to Sir Frederic Tilncy, Knt, widow of 
Humphrey Bourchier, Lord Bemers, and 
by her had eight fons and three daughters. 
Elizabeth, the eldeft, was married to Tho* 
mas Boleyn, Earl of Wiltftiire and Ormond, 
Vifcount Rochford, and mother to Queen 
Anne Boleyn : The faid Elizabeth was bu- 
ried at Lambeth. Mary, the youngeft daugh- 
ter, was married to Henry Fitzroy, Duke of 
Richmond, natural fon of King Henry VIIL 
By his fecond wife Agnes, daughter of 
Hugh Tilncy, and fitter and heir to Sir 
Philip Tilney, of Boflon, in com. Line* 
he had iffue four fons and four daughters ; 
Ann, the eldeft, was married to John Vere, 
Earl of Oxford ; Dorothy, to Edward 
Stanley,^ Earl of Derby ; Elizabeth and 
Catharine, to Henry Daubigny, Earl of 
Bridgwater. 

Of the fons of Thomas, Duke of Nor- 
folk, by Elizabeth Tilney, Tiis firft wife, 
five died young s Edmund was a Knight, 
and Marfhal of the hoft at Flodden- Field ; 
and in the twelfth of Henry VIIL upon the 
M 4 famous^ 
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famoijs interview between the faid King, 
and Francis, King of France, where all 
feats of arms were performed for thirty 
4ays, he was one of the chief challenger* 
there on the part of the Englifh, He had 
ifTue by Joyce, his firft wife, daughter to 
Sir Richard Colepeperj Knt. three fons and 
five daughters ; Margaret w^s married tq 
Sir Thomas Arundel, of Wardour, Knt, 
Catharine w^s Queen * of England, being 
the fifth wife of King Henry VIII, All 
the fons died without iffue, 

Edward, the fecond fpn of Thomas^ 
Puke qf Norfolk, and ^li^abeth Tilney, his 
:^ft wife, was a perfon of the greateft ac^ 
count in his time, and Knight of the Gar- 
ter. In the feyenth of Henry VII. hp was ir^ 
the expedition made into Flanders in be^ 
half of the Eniperpr Maximilian, In th? 
firft of Henry VIIL he was made Standardr 
bearer to that King, and in the fourth 
pf his reign he was ponftituted Lor^ High 
/Admiral ,of gngland j at which time h? 

f ^he \jras couiio-gerinap to Queen Anne Boleyn, 

convoye4 
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convoyed the Marquis of Dorfet into Spain»: 
In aid of the Emperor Ferdinand againfl: 
the French. He cleared th» fea with his 
fleet from enemies, and did great execution 
in Brittany ; he afterwards attacked the 
French in their harbours, and boarded the 
Admiral of the French galky. He was 
blown overboard in the height of the 
action, and died without iffue, the fifth of 
Henry VIIL 

Of the fons by the fecond marriage, WiU 
lianij the ddeft, was created Baron Howard 
of Efljogham ; and Thomas, the fecond^ 
having married the Lady Margaret Doug- 
las, daughter to Margaret, Queen of Scots, 
3nd niece to. King VIIL was attainted of 
trcafon, upon fome fufpicion of his afpiring 
to the crown ^ . and died in the Tower of 
London, the twenty-pinth of Elizabeth, 

Lord William Howard, of Effingham, 

being both valiant and loyal, was fQnt twice 

by Henry VIIL Ambaflador to the King of 

3cots, He attended that King to Calais and 

^pujogne, ^X the tipe he was magnificently 

received 
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received there by Francis I. king of France* 
He was alio fent Ambaflador to France^, 
from whidi embafly being newly returned, 
Qpon the difcovery of the pretended incon-^ 
tinency of his niece Queen Catharine How- 
ard» he, with his wife and the old Dutcheis 
cf Norfolk, were all indicted for mifprifion 
of treafon, in concealing what they knew 
cf that Queen's behaviour, and condemned 
to perpetual imprifonment ; but were at 
laft, through the King's favour, enlarged. 
In the reign of Edward VL he was made 
Deputy of Calais : Queen Mary had him 
in fuch efteem, that in the firft year of her 
reign, he was made by her a Baron of this 
realm, by the title of Lord Howard, of 
Effingham, and afterwards Lx>rd Admiral of 
En^nd, Ireland, and Wales, and Lot4 
Chamberlain of her Houlhold ; in which 
laft office he was continued by Queen Eli- 
zabeth, upon her acceffion to Ae crown, 
who employed him in great places of truft, 
both civil and military, and made him 
Knight of the Garto:, To him we owe, 
in a great meafure, the difcovery of the 

North- 
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North^^eaft pa&ge by fea, to Archangel in 
Mdfcovy 5 the attempt whereof he encou* 
raged very much with his purfe and coun- 
tenance. 

Charles his Ton fucceeded him alfo in the 
Queen's favour, and in the office of Lord 
Chamberlain;, he was alfo Lord High Ad- 
miral of England. Her Majefty^ in con* 
fifderation of his eminent ' fervices in the 
defence of this realm againft the Spanifli 
armada, in facking Cadiz in Spain^ and 
deflroying the Spanilh fleet there in port^ * 
created him Eatl of Nottitigham^ as de« 
fcended from the Mowbrays, whereof fomc 
had been Earls of that coimty. In the firft 
year of James I. he was made Lord High 
Steward for the fokmnity of that King's 
coronation; and the next year he was coa^ 
ftituted tme of the feven Lords Comrmiffi^ 
oners for executing the office of Earl Mar« 
ihal. The title of Earl of Nottingham wag 
extinct in Charles, his grandfon : and the 
title of Baron Eiimgham fcU to Francis 

Howard, 

Havings 
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Having done with thefe young^^ranches^ 
I now proceed with Thomas, eldeft fon of 
Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, by, the faid 
*-^ ' Elizabeth Tilney, his firft wife : He com- 

manded a fliip in his father's life-time, 
under his younger brother, Edward, Lord 
Admiral, when he took Sir Andrew Barton, 
the Scottifti pirate. He facceeded to the 
command of the* Englifti army in Spain, 
after the Marquis of Dorfct. In the fifth 
of Henry VIII. upon the deadi- of Lord 
Edward, his brother, being then' a Knight 
of the Garter, he was conftituted Lord Ad- 
miral in his ftead} in which commiand he 
fo fcoured the feas, that none of the French 
(hips durft venture forth. 

Upon the invafion of King James IV. of 
Scotland, he landed five thoufand men, and 
joined his father the Earl of Surry, then 
General of the Englifh army, and fent a 
meflage to that King to juftify Sir Andrew 
Barton's death. 

He commanded the van-guard at the 
battle of Flodden Field, with his. younger 
brother Sir Edmund, where he behaved 

moft 
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moft gallMtijr ; and feeing his faid brother 
in diftrefS, came with Sir Edward Stanley 
to his fuctour: in confideration of which 
great fervices, he was created Earl of Surry, 
in the fifth of Henry VIII. and upon a dif- 
pute in parliament concerning his place 
thei'e, it was declared that he fhould fit ac- 
cording to his creation^ and not as a Duke's 
cldeftf^-/ 

-In thlP^feelfth of Henry VIIL he was con- 
ftituted>Lord Deputy of Ireland, where he 
fuppreflfed tile rebellion of the O'Neals and 
O'Carols, Afterwards, he performed many 
gallant exploits in France, and was confti- 
tuted Lord High Treafurer of England, ^nd 
made General of the King's army defigned 
to march againft the Scots. Upon his fa- 
ther's detah, anno 1524, he fucceeded to 
the title of Duke of Norfolk : he was again 
made General of the army deftined to fet 
free the young King of Scotland, whom the 
Duke of Albany kept in , confinement at 
Sterling j and afterwards attended King 
Henry into France- 
Being 
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Being the avowed enemy of Cardinal 
Wolfey, he was fent Ambaflador to France^ 
and attended Francis I. to Nice, where he 
expoftulated with the Pope for hb delay, 
touching King Henry's divorce from Queen 
Catharme : And in the fifteenth of Henry 
VIII. he was appointed Earl Marfbal of 
England^ and Viceroy of Ireland. 

The Duke of Norfolk was appointed 
Lord High Steward upon the trial of Queen 
Ann Bokyn. After her death > he became 
an earneft mediator between the Princefi 
Mary and the King, and drew up a paper 
oi articles, which efFe£ted it. He fupprefled 
the moft formidable rebellion that happened 
under Henry VIIL on account of religion ; 
thou^ in his religious principles he agreed 
with the heads of the infurgents^ be did not 
think they warranted rebellion againft a 
lawful ibvereign. 

A committee of religion being appointed 
in 1638^ the Duke of Norfolk offered to the 
Houfe of Lords, the form of the famous 
fix articles, making it treafon for any one 
to deny the real prefence in the facrament; 

or 
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or to aflSrm that a Prieft could marry, or 
any one under a vow of chaftity 5 or that 
auricular confeffion and private mafles were 
not agreeable to the laws of God. He wa* 
one of the Commiiiioners that examined 
Catharine Howard, Queen of England, and 
daughter to the Lord Edmund, his brother^ 
upon a charge of incontinency. 

But after having difcharged fo many ho- 
nourable offices, with reputation, and ierved 
his King and Country with univerfal ap^ 
planfe, Henry was fo far milled and in«* 
cenfed againft him, by the infinuating per- 
fuaiions of his enemies the Seymours, and 
other favourers of the Reformation, that he 
was committed to the Tower, and had part 
of his cftate fcized. The King gave notice 
to his AmbaiTadcrs abroad, that the Didce 
and his fon die Earl of Surry had confpired 
to take upon them the government during 
his life, and after his death to get the Prince 
into their hands ; for which being both at- 
tainted in ParHament, the Earl of Surry *

A was 
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was immediately beheaded ; and the Duko 
might have loft his head, had not the death 
of the King prevented it. 
' Henry, Earl of Surry, was the delight 
and the ornament of his age and nation. 
In his youth he fell in love with the fair 
Gerardine, whofe beauty he has celebrated 
in a number of fonnets, all of them com->' 
pofed with a harmony and elegance before 
his time unknown to the Englifh tongue. 
Such was the implacable malice of his ene* 
mies, that the Duke was particularly ex-* 
<%pted from the general pardon publifhed 
at the beginning of Edward the Sixth's reign, 
and continued prifoner, till difcharged by 
Queen Mary, 1553. 

The Duke died the next year, at Kenning 
Hall. This nobleman, who lived under 
eight Englifti fovereigns, was married firft 
to Ann, the daughter of Edward IV. His 
fecond wife was Elizabftth, daughter to Ed- 
ward Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, by 
whom he had two foils, Henry, the unfor-

fet. He married four wives, the^firft was 
Elizabeth", youngeft daughter arid coheir to 
John, Lord Marney, of Bindcm ; by Mabel, ' 
his third wife, he had a daughter, named 
Frances, who- was firft married to Henry 
Pranel, Vintner and Citizen of London 5 
fecondly, to Edward Seymour, Earl of Hert- 
ford 5 and l^ly, to Lodowic Stewart, 
Dul^ of Lenox. Henry, eldeft fon to 
Thomas, Vifcount Bindon, fucceeded to that 
title in 1 582 ; byt he dying without iflue, as 
did Thomas, his |)rother and hfeir. Knight of 
the Garter, the title was extinft. 
/' Henry, Earl of Surry, who was beheaded, 
married Frances, daughter td John Vere, 
Earl of Oxford: and by her left two Tons 
and three daughters j Jane was married to 
Charles, Earl of Weftmoreland; Margaret, 
to Henry, Lord Scroop of Bolton ; and 
Catharine,. to Henry, Lord Berkdey.

N was 
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was reftored in Uood the firft of EUzabeth, 
and was a peifon highly efteemed for hb 
learning, having the moft complete tthnoy 
for a poet in Europe. He was one of the 
Privy-Council to King James I. by whom 
he was creatjed Lord Howard, of Mamlul^ 
in the County of Dorfet, and Earl of Nor« 
thampton } he was ^o made by that King 
Lord Privy Seal, Warden of ^e Cinque 
Ports, Knight of the Garter, andChanceiloir 
of the Univerfity of Cambridge, where he 
had lus edua^on in King's College. He 
founded and endowed three ho^tals ; ciai 
for twelve poor women and a Governor, at 
Rifing in Norfc^; another for twelve poor 
men, and a governor, at Chin in Shropr 
ihire; and the diird at Greenwich in Kent, 
for a Governor, and twen^ potnr men, of 
whom ei^t are to be chden out of Shotfham 
in Norfolk, the platce of hb birth. Tltts 
Earl who was faid to be the moft learned 
among the nobility, and the moft nobk 
among the teamed, died, unmarried, <m the 
15th of June, 1624, and was buried in 
the ancient chapel of the caftk at Dover. 

He 
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He wrote the Prcfcrvative, agaiiift the Poifon 
of fappofed Prophecies, dedicated to Sir 
Francis Walfingham. 

Thomas> eldeft fbn of Henry, Earl of Surry, 
and brother to Henry, Eaii of Northampton, 
upon the death of his grandfather, Thomas, 
Duke of Norfolk, fucceeded him in his 
titles and eftates, the a^K^lns grandfa- 
thcr's attainder •^ bang repealed anno ISSZ» 
the firft of Queen Mary : he was at the 
time of his. grandfather's.death eighteen years 
of age. In the fbcond year of Q^en Mary, 
be was lent againft the inforreftion headed by 
Sir Thomas Wyat. In the Brft year of Eliza- 
beth, he was inftalled Knight of the Garter; 
and two years after confUtuted Lieutenant. 
General for the northern parts of the realm. 

Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, was at that 
time, on account of his large poileflioris, the 
moft powerful and moft popular man in 
England. Hb wife was lately dead, and he 
began already to form a pro|e£t, which he 
afterwards more openly avowed 6f mount* 
ing the ^r(me of Scotland, by a marriage

with the Queen of Scots. He faw the in- 
famy which would be the confequence of a 
public accufation againft Mary*, and how 
prejudicial it might be to her pretenfions to 
thpEnglifti fucceffion. In order to faveher 
tliis cruel mortification, he applied to Mait- 
land, and expreffed his aftonifhment at feeing 
Si man of . fo jmuch reputation for wifdom 
concurring with the regent in a meafure fo 
difhonourable to themfelves, to their Queen, 
and to their country^ fubmitting the. public 
tran{a£Uons of the nation to the judgment of 
foreigners ; and publifhing the ignominy, and 
expofing the faults of their ibvereign, which 
they were bound in good policy as well as in 
duty to conceal and cover. The Duke of 
Norfolk was a zealous proteftant, the moft 
powerful and moft univerfally beloved of all 
, the nobles. 

The regent, threatened with Elizabeth's 
difpeafure, meanly betrayed the Duke of 
Norfolk, put his letters in her hands, and 
farnifhed all the intelligence in his j)ower. 

. ♦ She was tcctofed of being acccfliry to the murder of 
Lord Darnle^, her hufband. 

The 
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The attachment of the Duke* of Norfolk 
to the unfortunate Mary, Queen of Scots; 
was his only crime. The villainous arts that: 
were ufcd by the Queen's lAinifters to enfnarc 
and betray this amiable noblemdn will ever 
rcfieft difhonour on the mctnory of this 
tranfa6lion.: and nothing could be a more 
flagrant inftance of mean fubmifDon to a 
xrioft imperious, cruel, and fraudulent admini- 
ftfation, than flie unanimous concurrence of 
the peers to the convi6l:ion of the Duke for 
high-treafon, upon fuch flender and fufpici- 
ous evidence. 

Elizabeth being averfe to that marriage; 
the Duke retired firft to Howard-Houfe, and 
then, in contempt of a fummons to appeaif 
before the PrivyLCouncil,-fled to his feat in 
Norfolk, with are folution, notwithftanding, to 
purfue his former courtfhip : he at laft obeyed 
a fecond call, and repaired to Windfor. He 
was fifft kept as a prifoner in a» private houfe, 
and then fent to the Tower. After being 
confined there upwards of nine months, he 
was releafed^ upon his humble fubmiffion to 
Elizabeth, ^virig her a promife on his alle- 

N 3 giancca 
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giance, to hold no farther correfpondence 
with Mary, The Queen pretendmg to have 
made new difcovtries, he was brought to his 
trial in the year 1572, before twenty-fix of 
his peers, the Earl of Shrewfbury a£ling as 
Lord-High-Steward. His charge amounting 
to high-treafon, he was found guilty by hit 
peers of having conipirod to dethrone tfaf^ 
Queen, and to bring in foreign forces 1 and of 
having applied to the Pof)e and Spaniards * 
for that purpoTe, and endeavoured the en« 
jai^ment of the Qiieen of Scots, for which 
he was beheaded on Tower-Hill, on the fecond 
of June 1 573, in the fifteenth of Elizabeth. 
He died with gr^at compofar^ univerfaHy r<« 
gretted by tjhe people, as the mod muaifi* 
cent, affable, and goodly nobkmaa in tbb 
whole kingdom. 

He was married Qrft toMary^ daughter «Mt 
heir to Henry Fitz-AIui, Earl of AiundelL 
one of the greateft noblemen in England 
with whom he had the manor and cafUe ^ 
Arundel, which oontinues in that iHnflaions 
family to Am day : by her he )iad Philip^ his 
-^ He w^ji^eAbn of Pliiip» Kii«Df Sfm^ 

ion 
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ion and bdbr. His fecond wife, widow of 
Lord Henry Sutton, a younger fon of John, 
J>uke of Nordiumberiand, was Margaret, 
daughter and £>le heir tb Tiiomas, * Lord 
Audky of Walden. By her he had Thomas, 
who Was in the twenty-ieventl^ year of Eliza- 
beth neftored in blood by aft of Parliament; 
and in the thirty-ninth year of the fame 
Queen, 1597, he was funmioiied to Par* 
Hament by the titb of LoiA Howard c( 
Walden. King James L upon his ccmiing 
to the Croym, made him one of his Privy- 
Coundl, and next year created him Eail of 1693, 
SxiSdk, After this he was nuute L(xtUCham- 
berhan, and next conftituted Lord-High- 
Ti^eafurer 'a£ Eag^aad, in which great office 
Ixe coiidaued fix years. 

In the Aiiteenth year of James L he was 
jtppamted one of the CommiiOioners for exe- 
^idSag tiK office oi Earl-Marflial of England 1 
and was aUb Chancellor of the Univerfity of 
CamAxndgs^ and Kmght of the Order of the 
Oaita. He bnik that ftately houib near

He had &ven Tons and three daughters. 
Theophilus, his eldeft ion, fuciceeded him ; 
and ThomaSt the fecond ion, was advanced 
to the dignity of Earl of Berkihire ♦, by 
James L who £rft conferred upon him the 
titles of Lord Howard of . Charlton^ and 
Vifcoont Andoveri and afterwards that of 
Earl of Berkihire. He was a Knight lof th.e 
Oarter; ahdrdied in 1669. 

Elizabeth, fats eldeft daughter, was mar^ 
ricd to John Drydcn, Efq; Poet-Laureat. 

, Charles Ho^^ard defcended from.William, 
Lord Howard, third fon of Thomas, Duke 
of Norfplk, by Margaret his fecond .wife, 
having been highly inftrumental in the re^ 
fioration'of King Charles IL. was, iniconfi- 
deration of that and odier loyal fendces, 
creatbd by that King Lord Dacres.of Ciltif** 
land, Vifcount Howard of Morpeth, and 
Earl of Carlifle. He was a Privy-Coun- 
fellpr s and> in 1663, the King fent himin

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three fplendid embaffies to the Czar of Mof» 
covy 5 Charles IX. King of Sweden, to whom 
he carried the enfigns of the Garter ; and 
Frederick III. King of Denmark. He was 
made afterwards Governor of Jamaica» 
where he continued fome years. He died 
in 1682. 

This is the youngcft branch qf the 
Howards; ^nce that of the Howards of 
.Eferick, which was then the youngeft branch 
of the houfe of Suffolk, is extinft. 

Sir Edward Howard was by Charles L 
made a Baron of this realm, by the title of 
Lord Howard of Eferick, in Ebor. He 
died in 1675, and was buried at the Savoy 
intheStfand. 

The fentence of Thomas had attainted 
his ion's blood as Duke of Norfolk ; but as 
the honour of Arundel was local, and de- 
scended to him by his mother. Lady Mary 
Fitz-Alan, it was not afFe&ed by that at- 
tainder ; and in her right, he was Earl of 
Arundel, as owner of Arundel-Caftle; and 
had fummons to Parliament by that tide in 
the twenty-third year of Elizabeth : he was 1581: 

rcftpr^ 
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reflored in blood by the fame PaiUament, 
though it was far from being fiToiirabk to 
the Homan catholics. 

Philip, Eari of Amndel, being of a 
contemplative torn of mind, is mentioned 
in hiftory only for the unprecedented per« 
fecution and punifliment he underwent. 
He Was not educated a Roman catholic ; 
but bong a fincere convert^ . Elizabeth 
i&oii|^t him die moaae dangerous : add to 
this, that his fife was auftcre, and irre^ 
prosichably mocal. 

He was in the yor 1580 amongft 
libe number of Queen EUzi^eth's Privy- 
CbuafeUors, who Imve ever fince beca 
reckoned the ableft . men of their age[. 
Alter the- dtfcowery and di&p|^ointment of 
the att^mplB of Mary and ho: friends, he 
was npotn ^pidcn, by the oontrivaoce of 
Robert, Earl of LetocAer, and ftcretary 
Walfiagham, confined to bis hotilib; bitt 
after the various . eacamination be underf* 
went, nodung appeared agataft htn|. While 
be was in this txmfinemeot, flisabeth of- 
icK^ him ius liberty, provadsd be i)fouU 

carry 
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cearj the fword of ftate, before her to the 
chj^)el, toad be prefect at the fervice there } 
but he declined it. Her watchfid muiifters 
intercepted f(»iye letters from the pa^ifts to 
their friends abroad, in which Uib refufal 
waswond^foUyexci^leds and their officious 
indifcretions bemg imputed to the Earl as a 
crime, he was comffikted to the Tower. 
Nodiing appealing agaiaft him, he was ibon 
freed froor prilbn, and attended hb fervice 
ijni Parliament.: He perc^vod by ihe penal 
laws ena^ed againft the Roman catholics, 
and th(^ frequent at^ks upon Us libem^, 
^at his Ufe was in dan^^s ttad he knew 
tiiat hifi innocence could not fliield Urn from 
the arte thm pra£tifed 1^ ftatefinen againil 
thofe iliey had a nund to deftroy. He 
therefore refolved to retire beyond feas* 
where he could ai|oy the practice of his 
religion in tranqiuUity. He according^ 
^ve "orders for prondtng a fliip on th« 
coaft of Siiflex i but before his depattcuv 
be wrote a letter to Elizabeth, accounting 
for tiie motive of his flight in terms equally 
fdblute and dutifijl In that letter, which 
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he ordered to be put in Elizabeth's hands 
after he tvasi gone, he freely laid before her 
the malice of his enemies, his own fuffer- 
ings, the hard fate of his immediate prede- 
ccffors, the rigour of the laws againft Roman 
catholics, concluding with the deepeft pro- 
£eflions of loyalty. 

But the Earl little knew that he was in 
the toils of ftatefinen, and that his own 
fcrvants were fpies upon him. While his 
letter lay upo^n* the table, they difcovered 
him to the government, and he was zp^ 
prehoided, before he coiild get on ftiip- 
board, and '€0]iimitttd to the Tower, where 
he lay at ^the time the Queien of Scots was 
belies^ed, and the Spanifli armada was de- 
feated.' But in the mdan while he was 
queftioned in the Star-Chamber, upon the 
following points; for having, contrary to 
the laws, fupported feveral Catholic Priefts; 
for correfponding with Cardinal AllenVand 
other traiterbus perfbns. Who were enemies 
to their Prince and coitatry ; for quefti- 
pnin^, in putlic writings,^ the juftice of 
- ' the 
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the kingdoms and for pretending to go 
beyond feas, without licence^ 

The Earl made but a faint defence j he 
acknowledged his being a Homan cathoi^ 
lie, and pleaded his ignorance in the laws, 
and threw himfelf upon the Queen's mercy ^ 
upon which his judges condemned him to 
pay a fine of loooo L and be imprifoned 
during the Queen's pleafure. 

' But even this rigorous fentence was not 

fufficient to fatisfy Elizabeth ; for in the 

year 1 590, thirty-fecond of Elizabeth, being 

ftill in the Tower, he was arraigned of 

high-treafon, brought to. his trial in Weft- 

miniter-Hall, before twenty-five of hk 

peers, the Earl pf Derby ading as High* 

Steward, on the fourteenth of ApriL The 

Earl of Arundel's drefs, when he appeared on 

his trial, was magnificent, as his deportment 

was manly and majeftic. Being required 

to hold up his hand, he held it up very 

high, with thefe words, " Here is as true a 

man's heart and hand as ever came into this 

hall." The indidlment being read, the Earl 

prepared for his defence, which he made 

with 
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with a furprifing ftrength of reaf<ming and 
prefencc of mind. 

Bennet, a profligate prieft, and an infa- 
mous apofbte, accnfed the Earl of engaging 
to affift Cardinal Allen in his attempts to 
re-eftabliih the Pope's fupremacy ; of fug* 
g«^ng tiiat the Queen was unfit to govern j 
of ha^ng {vevsuled with Bennet, the ptitA, 
to iky mafs for the fuccefs of the Sponiib 
armada againft England} and of having 
framed to that purpofe, peculiar prayers for 
his own ufe } and of intencUng to withdraw 
lumfelf beycHid feas, to ferve under the Duke 
of Parma, againft his country. Cambden 
adds, ** that he was charged with being 
pnvy to the bull of Pope Sextus Quintus, 
d^»i^g the Queen of her dominicms, and 
making t|iem over to the Spaniards." The 
Bail dicn [beaded not guilty, and tumkig 
to the Judigis, he aiked them theie quefti* 
•at: Whether it was lawful to heap fo 
many crimes together in one tttll of indift- 
neat? they anfwered it was : Whedier the 
arguments taken from prefumpdons, were 
of force } Ukey anfwered that it was kmfai 

fpr 
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for him to intcrpofi; exceptknis, if he (aw 
cauie; then again, if he migltt be arraigned 
for tiiofe thing^ which were captal, hf die 
law made iht dikteenth year of the Qjueen, 
after the time exprefled in the ack was ex-i 
pired i They promifed they would proceed 
ag^nft him by no law but the old ftatnte of 
treafon, made 10 the reign of Edward III. 
Upon which the lawyers opened the in-> 
diChnent againft him with unufaar viru- 
knce and unfaimeis. Puchering» the King's 
Serjeant at Law, Popham, Atomey-general» 
Shutdewordi, Serjeant at La>r, and Egerton, 
the Queen's SoIUcitor, iii their turns urged 
thdr proofs, from drcamftances which a*- 
motmted to little more than prefump- 
tions ; and concluded, that the Earl was 
a tnutor, becaufe he was a Roman ca- 
tholic } that the Queeii of Scots had con- 
fidered him as one of her beft fHends } that 
Cardinal Allen had ^>oke of \pim as the 
chief hope of the Roman catholic paity in 
England } and that the letter which he had 
written to Eliaabeth, when he defigned to 
wiUidraw out of the kingdinm, plainly ac- 

cufed 
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cufed the national juftice^ by the reflection 
it cont^ed upon his father's trial. All this 
was ftrengthened, by producing in court the 
ridiculous evidence of two emblematical 
figures which were found in the Earl's 
apartment, and conftrued into treafon by 
the lawyers. The firft reprefented a hand 
ihaking^ a fnake into the fire, with the 
motto, ** If God is for us, who can be againft 
us/' The fecond reprefented a lion with- 
out daws; the motto was, *' Yet ftiUa 
Lion." 

The Earl anfwered, that he had faid no-* 
thing concerning his father's fentence, but 
what was upon record ; that he could not 
be anfwerable for what had been written 
concerning him, either by Cardinal Allen or 
the Queen of Scots; and that Popham, the 
Attorney-general, had managed the letters 
and confefiions produced againft him, as 
ipiders do flowers, by extracting nothing 
from them but poifon. The lawyers pro- 
duced ' agiunft him letters from abroad, in 
which he is called Duke of Norfolk, as if he 
had been obliged to anfwer for the indif- 

aetion 
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Cretion 6f otherls. Shelky, and Sir Thomas 
Gerard, who were under* fentence of death, 
were examined ikgainft him. What the 
former IWore does hot appear; but the latter 
was fo daumed by a folemri adjuration liiadfc 
by the Earl, that he fhould fpeak nothing 
btit the truth, that he would not give evi- 
^ dence. The Earl impfeiched Bennet's cha-^ 
rafter, who was a notorious villain. Upoii 
the whole, all the ftraiflings of the courts 
. lawyers againft the prifpner, could not fix 
upon him any charge of high-treafon, but 
that df having been reconciled to the church 
of Rome; upon which he was found guilty 
by his Peers, and had fentence of death pro- 
nounced againft him. He made the fame 
requeft his father had done, when under the 
fame circumftajices, thit her Majefty would 
give orders for the piyment of his debts. 
He likewife begged, that he tnight be al* 
lowed to fee his wife, and ati irtfailt whom 
he had never feen, having been born fince 
his imprifonment. 

The Earl having been caft upon a point 
that was merely religious, and nothing be- 

O ing 
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ing proved againft him, that could affe£t th^ 
ftate, Elizabeth could not, confiftently with 
her repeated profeflions, that ihe never put 
a Roman Catholic to death fimply on ac« 
count of his religion, carry his fentencc 
into execution. She fufiered him however 
to languiih in prifon, till the 19th of No-» 
vembe!r, 1595, when he died, aged thirty- 
nine. He was not above thirty-three yeajrs 
of age at the time of his condemnation. 
He fpent the time of his confinement in the 
moft auftere exercifes of devotion ; and his 
death was thought to be haftened by the 
mortifications he pra£tifed upon himfelf. 

Philip Howard^ Earl of Arundel, was the 
greateft antiquarian in Europe, except Per- 
dinando de Medicis. The Lord Burleigh, 
it is faid, had the moft complete library for 
a Politician ; the Lord Bacon for a Philo- 
fopher; Mr. Selden for an Hiftoriani 
Archbifliop Uftier for a Divine; Henry 
Howard, Earl of Northampton, for a Poet j 
Mr. Oughtred, for a Mathematicians Dofter 
Hammond for a Grammarian, or.univerfal 
3 Critic > 
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Critic; and the Earl of Arundel for an 
Herald, or Antiquary. 

He had two brothers, Thomas, whom 
Queen Elizabeth made Earl of Suffolk, and 
William, Lord Howard, of the North 5 and 
one fiftcfr. Lady ^fargal'ct, married to Robert 
Sackvillfe, afterwards Earl of Dorfet, a lady 
celebrated for het virtue, beiicficence, and 
religion. 

He married Ann, daughter of Thomas, 
and eldeft fifter and coheif to George^ 
Lord D* Acres of Gillifland, and by her had 
a fon, Thomas, who on account of his fa* 
ther's attainder as Earl of Arundel, had by 
courtefy the title of Lord Maltravers, du* 
ring the remainder of Elizabeth's reign. 

This nobleman was left very young, under 
the care of his mother, a Roman catholic 
lady, a woman of great virtue, prudence, and 
goodnefs. During his youth he ftrongly 
attrafted the attention of Robert, the fa- 
mous earl of Effex, who ufed to call him 
the Winter Pear, and to prognofticate, what 
afterwards happened, that he would one day 
be a great man. 

O z The 
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The political jealoufy which Elizabeth 
entertained of her great fubjefb prevented 
her reftoring him in blood; and notwith- 
ftanding the bufferings of the Howard £^ 
mily for Mary, mother to James I. he was^^ 
the firft year of his rdgn> reftored in blood 
1602 by Parliament, only to all fuch titles of 
honour and precedence as were pofleffed by 
Philip, Earl of Arundel, but forfeited by 
his attainder s as alfp to the honour, ftate, 
and dignity of Earl of Surry; and to the 
Baronies only which Thomas, Duke of 
Norfolk, his grandfather, loft by hisatt^- 
der. Notwithftanding this, he never could 
recover the whole of his paternal eftate, 
the baronies of Clun and Ofwaldeftre being 
given to his great uncle the Earl of North- 
ampton, who was a great favourite with 
James, even from the beginning of his 
reign. 

Thomas, Earl of Arundel and Surry, 
when he was twenty years of age, married 
Lady Alathea, the third daughter ^ and co- 
heir to Gilbert Talbot, Earl of Shrewfbury,

by 
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by whom he received a vaft fortune, with 
the extenfive manor of Workfop in Not- 
tinghamfhire. The firft Earl of Shrewibury, 
that great warrior in King Henry the Fifth's 
reign, built a ftately houfe there, which, 
though old fafhioned, Ihewed a magnifi- 
cence fuitable to the grandeur of the family 
and its antiquity. It was the chief refidence 
of the prefent Duke of Norfolk, who made 
'great improvements to it, till it was burnt 
to the ground, with a grand collection of 
exquifite paintings, and the greateft part of 
its noble furniture* He has begun to re- 
build it on a new plan, which far excels the 
firft. Thus this feat, with the lands belong- 
ing to the monaftery of Workfop, became 
the eftate of the Howard3, Dukes of Nor*, 
folk. 

The Earl of Arundel was fworn into the 1607 
King's Privy Council ; and James I. flood 
in perfon as godfather to his eldcft fon, oh 
the 17th of July that fame year. Two 
years after, while he was upon his travels 
abroad, the Earl of Northampton and the 
Vifcount Bindon died, and left the bulk of 

O 3 their 
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their eftatcs to the Earl of Suffolk, though 
the Earl of Arundel was thdr heir at law» 
161 1 In the ninth year of King James, after 
he returned from his travels, he was in^ 
flailed, in the prefence of the King and the 
Prince of Wales, Knight of the Garter ; and 
his titles, upon his inftallation-plate, are 
Earl of Arundel and Surry, Lord Howard, 
Fitz-alan, Maltravers, Mowbray, Segrave, 
Bruce, and Clun, 
1613 At the wedding of the Prince Eleftor 
Palatine with the Princefs Elizabeth, only 
daughter to James I. the Earl carried the 
fword of State before his Majefly, and floo4 
on his right hand during the ceremony. 
He was one of the four Noblemen ap- 
pointed to conduft him and the Princefs to 
the firft town of his dominions. In this 
journey he was attended by his Countefs, 
who accompanied the Princefs as far as 
Hiedelberg, the capital of the Palatinate. 
1614 The Countefs, impelled by her maternal 
affefldon, fet out for Italy to accompany 
home her two fons j and wherever (he pafied 
ihe was treated with honours that had nev^r 
been before payed to. an Englifh fubjeft. 

It 
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It was, probably during her abfcnce, that 
the Earl embraced the communion of the 
Church of England; for in the year 1615, 
he received the facrament in the King's 
chapel at Whitehall. Being a fteady lover 
of his country, he highly difapproved of 
the influence which the councils of Spain 
had over James ; for which reafon he was 
looked on cooly at Court: the nation, how- 
ever, could not forget that he was the 
head of the Howard family, to whom Eng^ 
land'owcd fo much ; and he had as miKh 
refpeft payed him as if he had been. Duke, 
of Norfolk. Notwithftanding all this, the 
Earl was fo little of a party-man, that he 
was difagreeable to all factions both in 
Court and Parliament. 

After judgment had pafTed upQU Lord 
Chancellor Bacon, the voice of the public 
pointed him out as the moft proper perfon 
in the kingdom for holding the Great Seal, 
on account of his virtue, hisunblemifhcd 
honour, clear judgment, and great learning, 
Buckingham, who had then the fole di- 
rcftion of the government, would have been 

4 glad 
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glad to have taken the Earl into the adou-* 

niftration, and put him in the comnuflion 

for holding the Great Seal : but he found 

that his difinterefledneis, his gravity, and 

vefervedneis, had gained him few friends in 

the two houfes of Parliament, which Buck* 

inghamwas then obliged to court, while 

fome thought he was ftill inclined to the 

B-oman catholic religion, and to the match 

of the Prince of Wales with the Infants^ 

of Spain. Notwithftan^g thefe fufpid* 

ens, it foon appeared how much the Earl 

vrzs a friend to his country, by the Spain* 

ards lying a deep plot againft his life, ii\ 

accuiing him of treafon. The Earl treated 

thU charge with the contempt it deferved, 

and behaved with fuch courage and dig* 

Tuty, that it came to nothing, 

X^i9 He narrowly efcaped b^g buried in the 

rmns of 9 wooden-terracQ, which fell in, with 

the muldtude upon it, as he was condy6ting 

Gondemar, the Spaniih Ambail^doc, to Ins 

0rft audienpe. ^ng appointed, on i^ccount 

of his Knowledge of all the ceremonies of a 

CQUrt ^d public d?corum> ^ well as h^ 

quality, 
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quality, to vifit the Marquis dc Cadinct, 
the French Am^aiTador, in his Majefty's 
'name at Qravefend, he was difgufted with 
the ArabalTadors not receiving him in the 
manner^ which he thought was due to his 
rank and character ; he refented it fo highly, 
by treating the AmbaflTador juft within the 
ftrift bounds of decency, that it came to 
the King's ears, w;hp took part with the 
Earl ; and Cadinet was forced to make his 
fubmiffion, with which the Earl appeared 
fatisfied. It is to his honour, that he was 
the only nobleman in England who was 
regarded by James, and yet an enemy to 
Buckingham ; for that Prince, in the nine- 
teenth year of his reign, conftituted him 1620 
.Earl Marfhal of England for life, with .a 
penfion of two thoufand pounds a yean 
This high office was never fo well fupported 
.as it was by the Earl of Arundel. The 
ICmg, after mature advice with the Lords of 
. }i]s Council, declared) that in the vacancy 
of the Conftable of England, the Earl 
. ^f grfhal, h^d the li|ce jurifdi£tion at <hat 

court, 
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court, as both Marftial and Conftable jointly 
ever exercifed. 

Certain Peers thought that their own 
greatnefs was connefted with that of the 
King's prerogative, amongft whom was the 
Earl of Arundel. During a warm debate 
in the Houfe of Peers, mention was made 
of the former aftions of the Englifh nobi- 
lity, and Lord Spencer letting fall fomc*. 
what, that the Earl of Arundel thought to 
be difrefpeftful to the crown, " My Lord, 
faid the Earl of Arundel, when thofe things 
weare doing, your anceftors were keeping 
ftieep '/' To this the Lord Spencer brifkly re-* 
plied, " When my anceftors were keeping 
fheep, as you fay, your anceftors were plot- 
ting treafon." The Earl of Arundel, though 
he was then Earl Marftial of England, cer- 
tainly tranfgrcffed all decency in the reflec-^ 
tion he threw opt, which was levelled at the 
vaft flocks and pafturages that were upon 
the cftates of the Spencer's family ; and the 
Houfe refented the attack fo much, that he 
w«i5 committed prifoner to the Tower, from 

whence 
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\ivhence he was not releafed, till he had made 
his fubmiiHon. . 

Notwithftanding all the honours Jaqies I; 
heaped upon the Earl, he put himfelf at the 
head of a party in Parliament againft the 
Duke of Buckingham ; fo that his Lordfhip 
never came to court, but when he was o- 
hliged to do it, by his ftation and the places 
he held*. 

Upon the acceifion of Charles I. the Earl 
continued, the £une with refpe£t to the minif- 
try, whofe proceedings he difapproved of^ 
H^ was one of the King's fupporters at his 
father's funeral, and one of the Commifil* 
oners appointed for determining claims at 
the Coronation, at which he took place as 
Earl Marflial ; and afterward joined in com- 
miifion with William^ Earl of Pembroke, to 
make Knights of the Bath. 

Soon after this, his eldeft fon Henry, Lord 1625 
Maltravers, married Lady Elizabeth Stewart, 
daughter to Efme, and eldeft fifter of the

Duke 
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Duke of Lenox, a nobleman nearly allied in 
blood to the King, who had defigned to 
marry her to Lord Lome, eldeft fon to the 
Earl of Argyll, a man of great power in 
Scotland, in order to reconcile thofe two 
families, who had anciently a mutual aver- 
lion for each other. The Earl protefted 
his innocence, as noway privy to that tranf- 
aftion, the match havbg been contrived by 
the Dutchefs Dowager of Lenox and his 
Countefs, without his knowledge, for which 
he was confined to his houfe in the country. 
1626 Upon the meeting of the Parliament, he 
was fcnt to the Tower by the King, for bet- 
ing concerned in the articles of impeach** 
xnent againil the Duke of Buckingham. As 
his offence was not exprefled in his commit- 
ment, this was refented by the Peers, as a 
breach of their privileges j and Charles or- 
dered the Lord-Keeper to inform the Lords, 
that tjie Earl of Arundel was reilrained for 
a mifdemeanor peribnal to his Majefty, 
which lay in his proper knowledge, and had 
jio relation to matters pf Parliament* Vp-r 
on this meffage, the Houfe und^rftanding 

that 
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that the Earl of Arundel had five proxies, 
proceeded to fearch for precedents, and 
found there was but one of a Peer's being 
committed, the Parliament fitting, unlefs it 
be for treafon, felony, or refufing to give 
furety of the peace, v^ithout trial or judg* 
ment of the Lords in Parliament. This 
difcovery produced a remonftrance and pe* 
tition of the Peers, in vindication of their 
rights, in the perfon of the Earl of Arundel, 
and praying his deliverance out of prifon. 
The King, looking upon their requeft as an 
encroachment upon the royal prerogative, 
was very unwilling to grant it : but he found 
the Earl's intereft fo ftrong in the Houfe of 
Peers, that they voted to proceed upon no 
bufinefs, till they were righted in their prU 
^eges. This unufual ftcadinefs in the 
Houfe of Peers forced the King to releafe 
the prifoner *. He came to court as ufual^ 
and Buckingham being foon aflafiinated, all

and univerfal knowledge has been the admiration of all 

the world, retired, in his laft ficknefs, into the Earl 

. of Arundel's houfe at Highgate, where he died tbU

the 
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the memory of his injuries feem to vanifh 
in him. 

The Earl of Arundel was fent to condole 
with the Queen of Bohemia upon her huf^ 
band's death ; arid at the fame time he was 
appointed Ambaffador-extraordinary to the 
Statcs*General. 
The King came to have a juft fenfe of the 

1633 Earfs virtues and merit. This year Charles 
vifited Scodand^ his native country j and was 
attended by the Earl of Arundel, who dil^ 
daining the pageantry and extravagance of 
the other courtiers, kept to his native dig- 
nity, and his plain drefs. This fimplicity 
ierved only to render him the more efteemed : 
and he was this year conftituted Chief- Jufkicc 
of all the forefts North of Trent. 

1635 The Earl of Arundel had a curiofity to 
fee old Parr, who was one hundred and fifty- 
two years of age, and in perfed health, 
being bom the laft year of Edward IV* 
He prefented Parr, who was then blind, to 
the King: Charles fdd to him, *' You have 
lived longer than other men, what have 
you done more than other men ?'' He re- 
plied.

plied, ^^ I did penance when I was one hun*-*

The King fent to the Imperial Diet, held 1636 
for the ele£tion of a King of the Romans, 
the Earl of Arundel, Ambaffador, to treat 
with the Emperor and the Prmces, for the 
reftitution of the Palatinate to the Pal^rave- 
He difcharged all his cpauniiCons with the 
magnificence and fplendor of a foyereign 
Prince ; and as fuck h« appeared in, and * 
wa$ treated hj almoft all the courts of Ger-- ^ 

many, which he vilhcd either on account 
of bufinefs, or through curiofity. But this 
curioiity was of the nobleft and naoft ufcful 
kind ; for it gave hiro an opportunity of 
enlarging his own ideas and knowledge, and 
of encreaiing the grand co11e£lion he had 
begun, of books, paintings, ftatues, drav;- 
angs, and antiquities of every kind. Ac- 
cording to the prefent fate of money in 
England, in nine months journey, the Earl 
fpent abote feventy thoufand pounds from the 
King's money and his own private fortune f.

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1641 The Earl was ^pointed commander i)t 
chief of the army railed againft the Scots. 
As he was himfelf in point of honour and 
loyalty above fufpicion, he did not fufpeft 
odiers to be defident in either ; but he was 
deceived. He was one of the Commiflioners 
. of the treaty on the part of the lUng ; and 
his tent was defigned for the place of con-> 
ference. 

The tides which the Earl of Arundel made 
ufe of, in granting comnuffioiis for this 
expedition were as follows : Sir Thomas 
Howard, chief of the Howards, Earl of 
Arundel and Surry, firft Earl, and Earl 
Marfhal of England, &c. 

We cannot imagine he was ferions in his 
defign of making a plantation at Mada* 
gafcar. 

The Earl of Arundel lived afterwards 
chiefly in the country, applying himfelf to 
the ftudy of antiquity, and formmg the 
moft extenfive fchemes for the benefit of li* 
terature. 

Some attempts were made about this time 
to bring him and his Countefs into danger. 
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as being the head of the Roman catholics 
in England ; but the Earl's virtue and loyalty 
rendered him fuperior to all reproach; and 
Charles treated the intimation, which came 
from Holland, with difdain. 

The next great part the Earl afted upon 
the public ftage, was that of Lord-High- 
Steward of England, upon the famous trial 
of Wentworth, Earl of Strafford. Though 
he had no great reafon to befriend Strafford, 
who it feems had oppofed him in a family 
claim to a great eftate in Ireland from 
Richard Stongbow ; yet he is not accufed 
by that Earl's warmeft friends, of even 
having done him the leaft injuftice, while 
he afted in that high flation. He was one 
of the commiffioners that paffed the bill of 
attainder againft Strafford ; and likewife the ' 
bill againfl difTolving the Parliament, without 
the confent of the Lords and Commons. 

He petitioned to be reftored to all his titles j 645 
and rights of blood s this requeft was backed 
by another petition from the Peers, who 
were friends to the family. AH the effect 
which thofe applications had with Charles 

P was, 
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was, that he created him Earl of Norfolk, 
to prevent the alienation of this honour 
from his family, it being unufual to make 
the fame place or country a title of nobility 
to two different perfons. 

The Queen- Mother of France, mother to 
the Queen of England, was at that time in 
this kingdom. Being obliged to leave it by 
the violence of the times, Charles appointed 
the Earl of Arundel, and his Countefs, to 
wait upon her over the feas ; he was alio 
named to attend the Queen, with the Prin- 
cefs Mary, her daughter, to Holland, who 
was afterwards married to the Prince of 
Orange, He paid a vifit to hi§ grand- 
children, who were educated at Utrecht. 

He left England about the middle of 
October, and never faw his native country 
again. His noble Mufaeum coft him im- 
menfe fums. He purchafed at Antwerp 
many fine pidlures, particularly fome capi- 
tal ones of Rubens, who feveral times drew 
hisLordftiip; and his originals are yet in 
the hands of his family and their relations. 
His lady and he took leave of one another 

at 
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at Antwerp, and, accompanied by two of 
his grandfons, he went to Spa, from thence 
to France, and afterwards proceeded to 
Italy, ^he dignity of his appearance, and 
the magnificence of his living, with the 
gravity, yet the politenefs of his manners, 
befpoke him, what he was, the pattern of 
true nobility, and the head of the Howard 
family. While he was in Italy, the eldeft 
of his two grandfons became diftempered in 
his brain, and the younger, afterwards the 
famous * Cardinal Howard, embraced the 
order of Dominican friars, notwithflanding 
all his grandfather could do by his applica- 
tion to the Pope to prevent it. At laft he 
retired to Padua, where the Lord Mowbray 
paid him a vifit from England. He died 
in that city, fome fay at Venice, Oftober 4, 
1 646, in the fixty-firfl: year of his age, as 
he was preparing to return home. 

* Philip Howard, Cardinal, was Lord Almoner to 
Queen Catherine, confort to King Charles II. He died 
at Rome in 1694, aged fixty-five years. He was a man 
of great candour and moderation, and averfe to the violent 
meafures which brought on the deftrudion of King 
James II. and the Stuart family before the Revolution. 

P 2 This 
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This Earl was the greateft fub]e6\ in EjJh' 
rope, bj the ufe he made of the fortune he 
had. The magnificence, variety, andnum^ 
ber qf his coUpftions, ^ere equalled by no 
liibjeft in Europe, and very few ciowned 
lieads. The greateft part are now in the 
pofleffioR of the Earl of Peoihroke, In 
utility perhaps he furpa&d them all. 
Equally full of talk, elegance, and gran* 
deur, were his coUeftions in all the branches 
ci the fine arts 3 and what is uncommon, 
notwitkftanding the vaft number of articles 
hia coUeftions were compofed of, fcarc^ 
any poe of them was a iecond r^te or i 
copy. He underftood Latin and Icali^m ^ 
but bang no friend to the Fisench nation, 
whofe familiar manners he. thought intru^ 
ded upon the diftance that was due to 
greatnefjs, he feldom made ufe of tlieir lan- 
guage, though he underflood a.nd fpoke it 
well. There was not a corner in Europe, 
Greece, or Afia, where he had not agents 
for buying up whatever was curious, pro- 
vided it coritributed to the improvement erf 
literature, or was executed with genius. 
2 In 
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In ihort) he enriched England Virkk t greater 
number 6f the moveable reriiaini of anti- 
quhyi than waj to be foitod in any Ea*. 
ropean nation, Italy excepted. Before the 
civil wats Iwroke o\jt, h* fbtinded the ridble 
ddign of delineaKing and tracing tfai tqads^ 
and ftafidhs of the Robians hr En^and; mid 
hadr made a cocifidcrabW pro^dfi in the 
work ; btit by thi unhappinifs of the timesV 
the df awings^ he had prepao-ed are trim }cd:; 
to the irreparaye damage of leiqnning* 
. ,The name of Ae Earl of Arundel nraft be 
ever dear to fiteratmre^ and to every pohfe'art f 
for no fubj^ in England ever did mwe for 
their adramcethent and encouragement. Itdry 
was natuarally his delight, [leaving fortdnc^ 
as well m gdiiiis> fdp^rsor to moft oi the 
foreign noblemen^ he was the darling of sttt 
\^ho loved o^ excdkd in fenipture, dtsW^ 
ing, archtte£liire> ai^d {^aiming i arta tfa^t 
were then bat in their iftfincy in Eiigknd. 
He ,was the friend and patron of thofe 
great antiquarids Sb: RobeJrt Cotton, SdWeri, 
Sir Henry Spelman, Cambden, mA many 
other great names in Englifh literatare $ and 

P 3 was 
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was confulted as a living oracle in what- 
ever regarded the precedency of offices, and 
the decorum of a court. Many Noblemen 
were his wards. 

The Arundel Marbles, Marmora Arundeli'- 
anay take the name from Thomas, Earl of 
Arundel, who procured them out of theEaft, 
or from Henry, his grandfon, who prefented 
them to the Univerfity of Oxford. They 
form the moft authentic hiftory of Greece 
that ever was compofed ; and are fuch mo« 
numents as fe\v kingdoms or common- 
wealths now exifting can produce, to ve- 
rify even the modern part of their hiftory. 
They are ancient ftones, whereon is in- 
fcribed a chronicle of the city of Athens, 
engraved in capital letters, in the ifland 
of Paros, one of the Cyclades, three hun- 
dred and fixty-three years before Ghrift. 
An account of all their infcriptions was 
publifhed in 1676, by Dr. Prideaux. 

Thomas, Earl of Arundel and Surry, 
Lord Marlhal of England, fent William 
Petty into Afia, to fearch for fome mo- 
numents of antiquity 5 where he bought 

thofe 
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thofe which we call Arundel Marbles, of 
A Turk, who had taken them from a 
learned man, fcnt by the famous Peirefch 
into <3reece and Afia, upon the fame de- 
iign/ Thefci precious marbles were placed 
in the Earl's houfe and gardens, upon the 
banks of the Thames. Selden wrote a 
book of what they contained in 1629, 
which has been a great help to P. Peteau, 
Salmafius, Voffius, and feveral other learned 
tnen, in their works. Thefe ancient mar- 
bks difcover feveral things, concerning the 
hiftory and chronology of the Greeks. 
Among the feventy-ninc epochas marked 
in them, there are three very particular, 
viz. 

The ninth, which they reckoned from 
the arrival of the firft fhip out; of Egypt 
into Greece, one thoufand five hundred 
and twelve years before the birth of Chrift. 
The twelfth, which they counted from the 
time that Ceres came to Athens, in 
Erichteus's reign. And the fortieth, from 
the day that comedy begun to be adled at 
Athens, according to Sufarion's invention. 

P 4 Another 
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Another of thefe marbles fhews what 
gave occafion to the fable of the Centaurs, 
viz. Hunting the wild bull, firft invented 
by the Theffalians^ and afterwards prac- 
tifed in the Roman circus^ by Julius Caefar's 
orders. They alfo fumifh us with feveral 
other curious obfervation$, as> that the 
cuftom of burning bodies was laid aiide in 
Macrobius's time ; and that none but em- 
perors, veftals, and men of fpecial note, 
were fufFered to have their tombs, within 
the walls of Rome.

Thomas, Earl of Arundel, the celebrated 
coUeftor in the reign of Charles I. was de- 
iirous of erefting a monument for Hans 
Holbein j but dropped the defign from ig- 
norance of the place of his interment. He 
had coUeftcd an incredible quantity of 
drawings of that eminent painter. His 
c!hief amufcment was his coUeftion, the 
very ruins of which are ornaments now to 
feveral cabinets. He was the firft who 
profefledly began to coUeft in this country, 
and led the way to Prince Henry, King 
Charles, and the Duke of Buckingham *. 
'" I cahnot, fays Peacham, but with much 
reverence, mention the every way Right 
Honourable Thomas Howard, Lord High 
Marfhal of England, as great for his noble 
patronage of arts, and ancient learning, as 
for his high birth and place ; to whofe li- 
beral charges and magnificence, this angle

of the world oweth the firft fight of Greek 
and Roman ftatues, with whofe admired 
prefcnce he began to honour the gardens 
and galleries of Arundel Houfe about twenty 
years ago/' This was printed in 1634, and 
hath ever fince continued to tranfplant old 
Greece into England. The perfon chiefly 
employed by the Earl in thefe refearches, 
was Mr. Petty : no man was ever better 
qualified for fuch an employment than him* 
In returning with his coUeSion from Samos, 
he narrowly efcaped with his life in a great 
ftorm, but loft all his curiofities, and was 
imprifoned for a fpy ; but, obtaining his li- 
berty, purfued his iearches. 

, The Earl was not a mere felfifh virtuolb ; 
he was bountiful to men of talents, re- 
taining fome in his fervice, and liberal to 
all. The famous Oughtred was taken into 
Arundel Houfe, to inftruft his fon Lord 
William Howard. 

At the beginning of the troubles, the 
Earl traniplanted himfelf and his colIeAion 
to Antwerp, and dying not long after at 
Padua, he divided his perfonal eftate be- 
tween 
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tween his ions Henry, Lord Maltravers^ 
and Sir William Howard, Vifcount Stafford, 
Of what came to the eldeft bramch, fince 
Dukes of Norfolk, the moft valuable part 
fell into the hands of the Dutcheis, who 
was divorced. She fold the ftatues for 
300 1. to the Earl of Pomfret's fathef, which 
have been lately glvra^ by the Countefs 
Dowager to the univerfity of Oxford, which 
had been before enriched with thofe cu- 
rious records called the Arundelian marble»^ 

The cameos and ints^lias, the Dutdiefs 
of Norfolk bei^eathed to her fecotid huf* 
band Sir John Germayne ; they acre now in 
pofTcflion of his widow Lady Elizabeth 
Germayne. Part of this cdk^k>n were 
the antique gem& pubUfhed by ApoUii^ at 
Rome, 1627, and aftierwards by Licetus of 
Genoa. Amongft them is that inimitable 
«2mieo the marriage of Cupid and Pfyche, 
which I fhould not fcruple to prcmounce 
the fined remain of antique fculpture in 
that kind. 

Arundel Houfe being pulled down in 
1678^ the remainder of the coUedion was 

preferved 
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prefcnred at Tarthall> without the gate of 
St. James's Park, near Buckingham-houie. 
Thofe curiofities were afterwards, about 
thirty-three years ago, fold by au2lion ; and 
the houfe itfelf has been lately demolifhed. 
At that fale. Dr. Mead bought the head - 
of Homer, after whofe death it was pur- 
chafed by the prefent Earl c^ Exeter. It 
is believed to have been brought from Con- 
ftantinople, and to have been the head of 
the very ftatue in the Imperial palaee, de- 
(cribcd by Cedrenusj the reft of the figure 
was melted in the fire. It is engraved in 
a print from Vandyke, of the Earl and 
Countefs, in which the Earl, who has a 
globe near him, is pointing to Madagafi:ar> 
where he had thoughts of making a fettle- 
ment. The Earl of Arundel had tried to 
procure the obeliik fince erefted in the Pi- 
azza Navona at Rome; and he offered 
the value of 7000 1. in mcmey or l^ids to 
the Duke of Buckingham for a capital 
pi£lure of Titian, called the Ecce Homo, in 
which were introduced the p(»:traits of 
the Pope, Charles V. and Solyman the Mag- 
nificent. 
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nlficent. The Earl has been painted by 
Rubens and Vandyke. The prefent Duke 
of Argyl has a fine head of him by the' 
formers by the latter he was drawn in 
armour, with his grandfon. Cardinal How- 
ard *• Francifcus Junius was his librarian 
for thirty years. In the Arundelian col-p 
ledtion was a head of Holbein in oil^ by 
himfelf, dated 1543* 

" Era molto generolb e libero a foreftieri

He was Very generous and affable to fo*- 
feigners, in order to get fame, and profufe 
in his expences for that purpofe. 

The noble hiftorian of the Civil Wars 
gives him the following fingular charafter; 
and is too fevere upon him. 

** The Earl of Arundel, in his own right 
" and quality, preceded the reft of the 
" Council. He was generally thought to

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«* be a proud man, who lived always within 

** himfelf and to himfelf, converfing little 

** with any of the nobility, fo that he 

** feemed to live, as it were, in another 

** nation ; his houfe being a place to which 

** all people reforted, who reforted to no 

" other place j ftrangers, or fuch who af- 

•* fefted to look like ftrangers, and drefled 

•* themfelves accordingly. He reforted 

•* fometimes to the Court, becaufe there 

•* was only a greater man than himfelf ^ 

•* and went thither the feldomer, becaufe 

•* there was a greater man than himfelf. 

•* He lived towards all favourites and great 

'^ officers, without any kind of condefcen- 

" fion, and rather fuffered himfelf to be ill- 

*• treated by their power arid authority 

" (for he was often in difgrace, and once 

*' or twice prifoner in the Tower) than to 

" dcfcend in making any application to 

" them. And upon thefe occafions he 

" fpent a great interval of his time in fe- 

«< veral journeys into foreign parts; and, 

•* with his wife and family, had lived fome 

« years in Italy j the humours and man- 

*' ners 
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" ners of which nation he feemcd mod: ta 
" like and approve, and afFcfted toiipitate. 
*• He had. a good fortune by defcent, and 
" a much greater from his wife, who was 
•* the fole daughter upon the matter (for 
" neither of the two lifters left any ifEie) 
«* of the great houfe of Shrewfbury ; but 
his expcnces, were without any meafure, 
and always much exceeded his reve- 
•« nue. He was willing to be thought a 
" fcholar, and to undcrftand the moft 
" myfterious part of antiquity, becaufe he 
" made a wonderful and coftly purchafe of 
" excellent flatues in Italy and in Rome, 
** ibroe whereof he could never obtain per- 
" miOipn to remove from Rome, though 
" he had p^d for thenu and had a rare 
" collefljon of the moft curious medals. 

"As to all parts of learning, he was 
" almojft illiterate, and thought no other 
** part of hiftory fo confiderable as what 
" related to his own family; in which no 
" doubt there had been fome very memo- 
" rable perfons. It cannot be denied that 
" he had in his pcrfon, in his afpeft, and 

coun- 
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'* countenance, the appearance of a great 
" man, which he preferved in his gait and 
" motion. He wore, and afFefted, a habit 
„ very different from that of the times, 
" fuch as men had only beheld in the 
" pictures of the moft confiderable men ; 
" all which drew the eyes of moft, and the 
" reverence of many,' towards him, as the 
" image and reprefentative of the primitive 
" nobility, and native gravity of the no- 
** bles, when they had been moft venerable : 
" but this was only his outfide, his nature 
" and true humour being much difpofed 
•* to levity and delight, which indeed were 
" very defpicable and childifh. He was 
" rather thought not to be mych concerned 
" for religion, than to incline to this or 
*^ that party, and had little other afFeftion 
" for the nation or the kingdom, than as 
" he had a great fhare in it, in which, like 
** the great Leviathan, he might fport 
*« himfelf; from which he withdrew, as 
** foon as he difcerned the repofe thereof 
** was like to be difturbed ; and died under 

Q^ " the 
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" the fame doubtful charafter of rdiglon 
** in which he lived." 

Thomas, Earl of Arundel, left iflue by 
Lady Al^thea Talbot, two foris, Henry, 
Lord Mowbray and Maltravers, and WiU 
liam. Knight of the Bath, who having mar* 
ricd Lady Mary, daughter * and fole heir 
to Heniy, Lord Stafford, who died without 
iffue, was created Vifcount Stafford ttie fix- 
teenth of Charles I. 1 640 ; his wife was at 
the fame time created a Baronefs. This 
William Howard, Vifcount Stafford, being 
found guilty of treafon in the heat of the 
fuppofed Popifh plot, December 7, 1680, 
was beheaded on Tower-hill, December 29. 
The title was, by James 11. raifed to that of 
Earl in the perfon of Henry, his fon and 
heir. Henry Frederick, Lord Mowbray 
and Lord Maltravers, fuccecded to his fa- 
ther's honours and eftate. He married 
Lady Elizabeth Stewart, daughter to Efme, 
Lord Aubigny, Earl of March, afterwards 
Duke of Lenox; which marriage being

y without 
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Without the King's confcnt, he was fome 
tirne confined at Lambeth> by Archbi-- 
ihop Abbot. He was called up by writ 
to the Houfe of Peers the fixteenth of 
Charles I. 1639, by the title of Lord Mow- 
bray. He gave his vote againft the attain- 
der of the Earl of Strafford, and wis com- 
mitted to the Tower by the Houfe of Lords, 
for fome difference between him and the 
Earl of Pembroke. He adhered faithfully 
to King Charles in all his troubles, and 
attended him through all his dangers and ' 
difficulties. 

He was, with James, Duke of York, crem- 
ated Matter of Arts at Oxford. By his 
fteady adherence to his Sovereign, he be- 
came 6bnoxious to the Parliament, who 
feized upon his eftate; but in 1648, the 
Commons voted that Heary, Earl of Arun- 
del, fhould be admitted to the compofition 
of his eftate for 6000 1. for the lofles he had 
fuffered at Arundel Caftle by the Parliament 
forces. After this he took no concern in 
public affairs; but died in 1652, at his 
houfe in Arundel-ftreet in the Strand.

He was, upon the petition of the defcen- 
dants and friends of his family, to the 
number of ,ninety-one, reftpred by a fpecial 
a(5l of Parliament, the thirteenth of Charles 
IL to the title of Duke of Norfolk, and to 
the heirs male of his body, with limitation 
thereof to the heirs male of Henry, late 
Earl of Arundel, Surry, and Norfolk, with 
divers other remainders, and all privileges, 
precedencies, and pre-eminencies thereunto 
belonging, as fully, amply, and honour- 
ably as Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, at- 
tainted^* the fifteenth of Elizabeth did, or

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might at any time before the faid attainder, 
hold and enjoy the fame. This Thomas, 
fifth Duke of Norfolk, of the Howard fa- 
mily^ died at Padua, unmarried, in 1 678. 

He was fucceeded by his brother Henry, 
the fixth Duke, born July 12, 1628. He 
accompanied, with his brother Edward, 
Count Lefley, Ambaflador from the Impe- 
rial court, to that of Conftantinople. Their 
reception and treatment at Vienna was very 
fplendid. He returned to England in 1665 ; 
and in 1668, he was created Doftor of 
Civil Laws at Oxford. He made a prefent 
to the univerfity of the Arundelian marbles, 
which were before depofited in the houfe 
and gardens of the Earl of Arundel, in 
Arundel- ftreet in the Strand, the moft in- 
ftruftive remains of antiquity in the, worlds 
- This noble Lord, in confideration of the 
eminent fervices of his father and grand- 
father, to Charles L and of his loyalty to 
King Charles II. in the time of the ufurpt 
ation, was advanced, the twenty-firft of 
, Charles 11. to the dignity of Baron of this 
realm, by the title of Lord Howard, of

The Earl of Norwich, upon the dcceafe 1678 
of his brother, was introduced, as Duke of 
Norfrfk, to the Houfe of Peers. His firft 
wife was Lady Ann Somerfet, eldeft davjgh^ 
tier to EdWafd, Marqms of Worcefter, by 
Elizabeth Dormer, hk firft wife ; and by

The fecond wife of his Grace was Jane,

and fole heir to Sir Edmund Allen, Bart. 
Lord James Howard, who died a batche- 
lor, being drowned in Auguft, 1702, at- 
tempting to ride over Sutton Wafli, in Lin- 
colnfhirc ; Lord Frederic Henry, who mar- 
ried Catharine, daughter to Sir Francis 
Blake, Bart, he died March 16, 17275 Lady 
Catharine, and Lady Anne, both nuns in 
Flanders; Lady Philippa was married to 
Willam Sandifti, Efq; and died in January, 
1683. 
1683 Henry, the fixth Duke of Norfolk, died 
at his houfe in Arundel*ftreet, aged fifty- 
five years. 

He was fuccecded by his eldcft fon Henry, 
who had his education in England. In 
1678, he was fummoned by writ to the 
Houfe of Peers, and took his feat at the 
upper end of the Barons bench, by the title 
of Lord Mowbray. In 1682, upon the 
death of Prince Rupert, he was conftituted 
Conftable and Governor of the caftle of 
Windfor, Warden of Windfor Foreft, and

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liord Lieutenant, andCuilos'Rotulorumof 
tSie Counties of Norfolk, Berks, and Surry; 

He was ele6ted a Knight Companion of |6g( 
the Order of the Garter, the Duke of York's 
ftall being vacant by his fucceeding to dib 
Crown; and the fame year he was iiiftalled at 
Windfor, with Henry, Earl of Peterbo- 
rough, and Laurence^ Earl of Rochefter, 
with great magnificence. He was Colonel 
of a regiment of foot in this and the laft 
i^eign, which, upon his refi^nation^ was 
given to the Earl of Litchfield. 

At Burgh on the Sands^ near Carlifle^ is 
the grave of King Edward L who^ after att 
his exploits againft the Scots, died there in 
his camp. Henry, the fevcnth Duke of 
Norfolk, placed there a monunuintal pillar; 
in memory of that great Monarch, his pro- 
genitor. . : / : V 

The I>uke obtained a commUIion under i^g^ 
the Great Seal, the third of James II.r to 
revive and hold a court of Chivalry,' as Earl 
Marfhal of England. His Grace was greatly . 
concerned at the meafures King James pur^ 
fued : his Majefty, however, fcems to have 

had 
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ftad a puticular ttptd for him» by tiie ho* 
noon he beftowed upon him, and no doubt 
would have gladlj made him a convert to 
lut own iakh. His an^er to the King 
when he flapped at the cba^-door, as he 
cai;ried the fwofd of ftate before him, is 
YaMy admired : " My lord> iaid the King, 
yoorfatherwouldhave^one farther." " Your 
BAi^efbf 's f[ithcr» anfwered the Duk^ was 
the better man, and he wouU not ha?e 
gone fo £ar." 
i68S He made a fliort trip to Franee, and in 
diat year he was <»e of the Proteftairt Lofds, 
who, with the Ardibifhop of Canterbury/ 
and other Prebtes» fignod a petition to the 
King, advifing him, by aU means^ to caH a

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^he Duke of Norfolk's palace, in thd 
city of Norwich, was once reckoned the 
largeft houfe in England, out of London,^ 
and was called the Tennis-court; but that no- 
ble family not refiding there for feveral years 
paft, great pirt cf it is gone to ruin, and 
the ftabling, which might for the grandeur 
of its building be turned into a palace, is 
now the city workhoufe, and is only parted 
from the river by a very large garden, which 
ufed to be kept in good repedr, and reforted 
tx> by the moft fa(hionable people in the. 
city. 

The family of Howard, of the Norfolk 
branch, are Lords of the manor of Dar- 
king. In the neighbourhood is a hill of 
a mod inchanting profpe^, called Box*hill ; 
it was firft planted with box wood, by 
that famous antiquary, Thomas, Earl of 
Arundel. 

Aldbuiy, in Surry, was the feat of Hehryi 
Duke of Norfolk ; the place is remarkable 
for the perforation of a pafiage, of at leaft 
a. furlong in length, dug through the bot- 
tom of a great hill, and leading into a fine 

valley: 
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traUey: it was intended for a way to the 
hcfufe, but the defign was hindered by a 
rock at the fouth end ; yet it is flili pre- 
fervedy and admired as a grotto, 

Deepden/ near Darking, is the feat of 
Mr. JIbward. 

The Duke of Norfolk is Lord of the 
manor of Lewes, jointly with the Duke of 
Dorfet and Lord Abergavenny : he is alfo 
jLord of the manor of Shoreham, Steyning, 
Bramber and Shoreham in Suffex. A court- 
leet is alternately held at Lewes, by thefe 
three Lords. 

The Duke of Norfolk is befides lord of 
the manor of Sheffield, in Yorkfliire, which 
is of a very large extent. He, has a prifon 
there, and his court is kept every three 
weeks.

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fXktt s the BurgeflTes of Amndel had a cobit 
mon right of pafture, by a fpecial conccffioa' 
pi the Earl of this territory, in the noea-^ 
daws adjacent to the town, known at thk^ 
time by the name of the Brooks. If, hf 
Burgenjis^ a Burg^fs, is underftoo^ a free- 
man, or inhabitant, it was intended as a 
/common for the town : but if by Burgen/is 
IS meant a Magiftrate, the Corporation had, 
originally, an exclufive right to it. What- 
jever may be the true fenfe of the word, 
which fignifies both, the Corporation have 
enjoyed the Brooks to themfelves, by an un- 
jdifturbcd prefcriptiori. 

Jofceline of Brabant, eldeft foft to God- 
frey Brabatus, Duke of Brabant, brother to 
Queen Adcliza, marrying with Agnes, 
daughter and bar to William, Lord Percy, 
had with her tiie ancient Tionour of Pet- 
jvorth, the princely feat rf the Earl of Egre- 
mont; and retaining his paternal coat of 
arms of Brabant, in a field azure^ a lion 
rampant, or, he aflfumed the name of 
Percy, from whom the Percies, Earls of 
jjlprthumberland, were dcfcended, 

Boxgrore 
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Boxgrove Priory was founded in the time 
of King Henry L and dedicated to St. 
Mary and St. Blaze, by Robert dc Haye, 
of KalnakeTt who placed in it three Bene- 
didtine Monks, and made it a cdl to the 
monaftery of EfTay in Normandy ; Roger 
(^t St. John added twelve Monks, and 
much increafed the revenues. The Earls 
of Arundel and Suflex enlarged theie grants, 
ieveral of their relations being buried there» 
and Queen Adeliza, confort to King Henry I. 
It was made denifon by Edward III. and» 
upon the Diflblution, was fucceflively en-- 
joyed by the Lawar, the Arundel, and the 
Lumley families, &c. Part of th$ Priory is 
now the parochial church. His Gr^ce the 
Duke of Richmond has lately purphafed 
that eftate contiguous to -Goodwood, from 
Sir Thomas Ackland, who inherited it from 
tjie Countefs of Derby. 

Tortingtpn Priory, Ord. S. Aug. Dns. 
Hadwifa Cobet, prima Fundatrix. Wp 
have no account of the time of its founda- 
tion, and of its revenues at the Diffolution. 
Jt is now the feat of William Mill Leaves, Efq.

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"The Priory of Hardham, or Herring- 
ham^ was founded in Henry the Second's 
time^ They were black Canons, and con- 
lifted of five Brothers, or Confreres 5 it was 
endowed with lands in the Rape of Arun- 
del, and with the right of patronage of fc- 
veral Re£tories, wherein the Canons upon 
feftival days officiated as incumbents. The 
Priory was a Prefentative of the Biihops of 
Chichefter, by the founder and his. heirs. 
Sir William Goring, Knt. who was of the 
bedchamber to King VIII. being heir to 
the founder De Haut Rey, entered upon 
the Priory, and the lands thereunto belong- 
ing, by agreement with one Pricklow, the 
laft Prior of the Convent, That Priory was 
difiblved by the common law before the 
flatute of Diffolution of Monafteries. 

The manor of Bury belonged formerly 
to the college of Arundel, afterwards to the 
Dukes of Norfolk. 

The bridge of Stopham, built the fecond 
of Edward III. ought to be repaired by tl>e 
Weftern Rapes of Suflex, Chichefter, Aruii- 
del, and Bramber. 

Greatham 
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Ci^eatfaam bridge, and the clappers of 
Houghton, when in decay, ought to be re^ 
paired by Arundel Rape^ 

No vdliel built within the harbour is 
fiptt from paying anchorage or bootBage, but 
for the firft voyage only : it is a fee due. 

About the bc^nnii^ of Queen Eliza- 
beth's reign, Henry Fitz- Akii, Earl of Arun-^ 
del, made the river Aran navigabk for the 
conveying down the wood from Pallii^^ 
ham, and other his Lordfliips, to Arundel. 

Henry Howard, Eiq*, who Irately married 
*-—««« Molineux, daughter of Sir William 
JMolineux, Bart, is included in the intail^ 
according to his order of fucceflion to the 
titles and eilates of the Duke of Norfolk^ 
Earl of Arundel, &c.

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After the death of William Goring, o^ 
BmtDii, Efqi Sir Henty Goring, his fon and 
beir, Knt. paid to the Water B^liff fix 
llullings and dght-peoce for the continuancie 
of his fwans mark, which was likewife paid 
by Sir William Goring, Bart, fon and heir 
of the fidd Sir Henry, for the continuance 
<^ his (wans marks. 

He recdved the fame fee of Sir Edward 
Bi0iop, Bart, for a new fwan-mark, for tht 
lands he had lying in the Level ; and three 
fluUings and fix-pence was paid by his man 
for entering it in his book. ■ 

The Water-bailiff feized the fwans to the 
Earl of Arundel's ufe, for non-payment of 
fix fliillings and eight-pence, for the conti* 
' nuance of fwan-marks.
